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Jesus was bom and reared in the East, under 
the influence of Eastern customs and practices, 
^^he spoke in terms imderstood by the people 
of his time.^ It is, however, my conviction that 
his personaiily is far above everything that has 
boen written and said about him. He is the 
portrmt of God, and through him alone could we 
see God. The most significant fact to me, 
therefore, is this living personality who, by his 
nuraculous powers, has transformed the life of 
Otiankind, and made sinners into saints, and 
given humanity a new hope.

INTRODUCTION 

When the ’King James Version was made, Etirope was 
just emerging out of dark clouds. The political and re™ 
ligious situation was still chaotic. Nation after nation 
was eagerly striving for freedom. The ecclesiastical 
structure and its hierarchy were weakening under the 
impact of scientific and religious research. The time was 
ripe for a spiritual revival in all lands. There was also an 
eager demand for the Scriptures, and this was promptly 
met by devout scholars who offered translations. 

These changes were largely stimulated by the indus- 
trial and commercial activities, which greatly incited 
hopes for a better xmderstanding of the Orient and the 
world at large. Hitherto the East was practically un- 
known. Since the rise of Islam and the growth of the 
Turkish power, the East was isolated from Europe. It 
was this isolation which prompted Columbus to m^e his 
notable voyage in search of a way to the Orient and which 
resulted in the discovery of America. Indeed, there were 
but few adventurers who had crossed unknown seas and 
lands in search of fame and fortune. In those days travel 
was hazardous and expensive, and transportation was 
beset with severe difficulties. The world was unchartered 
and a few good roads were fotmd only in some regions. 
The races of the Near East were, moreover, hostile to the 
peoples of Europe, due doubtless to the devastations 
caused by the Crusades in the name of Christ Indeed, 
when a man undertook a long journey he was hardly ex- 
pected to return ahve. It took Marco Polo, an Italian 
adventurer, twenty years to visit the great Khan in the 
Far East and return home. The dehiy was no doubt 
caused by wars, revolutions, lack of caravans, severe 
winters in the several countries throng which he passed. 
While he was learning the Asiatic languages he forgot Ms 
own mother tongue. 
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It was only after the conquest of India by Great Britain 
and the rise of British power that any worthwhile contri- 
butions came from the Orient. In tMs particular period 
European nations were more interested in the search for 
gold and in acquiring new lands than in investigating the 
wisdom and religions of the East. 

Under these circumstances, it is apparent how Eastern 
manners and customs continued to be as mysterious to 
the Occident, as those of the latter were to the Orient. 
Indeed, this strange misunderstanding still prevails. 
This is because Christianity is an Eastern religion and 
the Bible an Oriental book. This is why early and me- 
diaeval artists portrayed Jesus and his disciples at the 
Last Supper, sitting on chairs at a luxurious table in the 
Western style; instead of sitting on the floor with their 
legs folded xmder them, their hats on their heads, their 
shoes removed, and a large tray containing two dishes, a 
few spoons and a jar of wine in front of them. These 
artists and authors of books were not aware that many 
things which were in good taste in the Occident were in 
bad form and even repulsive in the Orient. For instance, 
in the West men help and honor their wives; in the East 
wives are virtually &e servants of their husbands, and 
never sit at a common meal with them. The Oriental re- 
tains his hat and removes his shoes when entering a 
house; this order is altogether reversed among Occidentals. 
In the East it would be scandalous to play music during 
the Church or Mosque services; the absence of music is 
almost inconceivable in Western services. If an Occidental 
observes an Oriental praying five times a day he would 
conclude that he is lazy or crazy; on the other hand, an 
Oriental is puzzled when the Occidental has to be urged 
to pray. Moreover, in some Eastern coirntries women are 
still purchased or acquired. Men often many girls who 
are under age, but by an oral pledge the men do not take 
them as their wives until the age of maturity is reached. 
Wives are often driven out of their homes by their hus- 
bands with or without cause. AH this is tot^y different 
in Western lands where women are respected and have 
more to say than their husbands. 

Indeed customs constituted a great barrier between 
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the East and the West; to this was added the barrier of 
distance. This is one reason why so much misunder- 
standing eidsts between the Orient and the Occident 
This is why some of the things in the Bible are magni- 
fied. For instance, the little lake in Galilee looks as if 
it was an enormous body of water, and the tiny boats 
appear as large ships. Tiny states of only a few square 
miles are regarded as kingdoms. Joshua conquered 
thirty-one kingdoms east of the Jordan, which had a 
territory of not more than a few hundred square miles, 
whose inhabitants were mostly shepherds and farmers 
(Joshua 12 : 24). Travellers are often disappointed 
when they see holy lands, which are so different to 
what they had pictured. 

These and like differences illustrate the difficulties 
of Occidentals in understanding the languages and 
customs of Orientals. All the greater is our indebted- 
ness to those translators of the Scriptures, who, in the 
face of unsurmountable difficulties, have given us ver- 
sions which stand as monuments to their scholarship, 
zeal and devotion; and who challenge us to follow in their 
steps. 

Prior to and since the Reformation many attempts have 
been made to translate the Holy Scriptures and to e:;^lam 
their message, which m the original language was simple 
and lucid; and to throw light on some obscure passages 
which have lost their original meanmg when interpreted 
in terms of modem civikhiation and European customs. 
In spite of these munerous undertakings, the Bible still 
continues to perplex people. This fact explains why new 
translations of 1h.e Bible have continued to appear from 
tune to time. 

During all the centuries of scholarly endeavor and con- 
troversy the East has practically been silent. Hardly 
anything has been said for or against what the West has 
done with the Scriptures. This silence has been main- 
tained from the days of Tatian, Ephraim Syrus, and Narsis, 
Assyrian writers who were noteworthy commentators. 
The reason for this was not lack of interest in what con- 
stitutes the basic principles of religion and thoi^t. It 
was rather due to certain unavoidable drcumstances. 

TO 
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Eastern Christianity was prosecuting its work with 
vigorous enthusiasm, in the assured confidence that 
Christianity would soon become the universal religion m 
the East and the West. In those early days the Persian 
Empire alone had seven metropolitan provinces and 
eighty bishoprics, all the way from Armenia to India. 
Moreover, Christianity was winmng favor in the eyes of 
the Persian Court. There was no thought that any re- 
verses might interfere with the spread of the gospel 
message. 

The horizon was then suddenly darkened by a cloud 
which appeared in South-west Arabia. The claims of 
Christiamty and of the victorious Roman Empire were 
strenuously challenged. What at first appeared to the 
Christians as a despised heresy, espoused by a nomadic 
chief, assumed big proportions and vanquished the 
Christian forces m the East. Schools of Christian learn- 
ing were closed, monasteries were deserted, churches 
were converted into mosques, books which did not agree 
with Moslem doctrines were burned, and writers of new 
books were punished. Christian scholars were conscripted 
to translate works of Greek and Syriac authors into Arabic, 
for propagating the new and militant faith of Islam, which 
was steadily ousting Christianity. Writers of commen- 
taries, which even incidentally or unwittingly disagreed 
with the Koran, were promptly exiled or put to death. 
Christian authorship was under a severe ban. These un- 
happy events, accompanied with constant persecutions, 
put an end to any further attempts to throw light on the 
Holy Scriptures. In sheer destitution the Christians were 
ready to rehnquish everything for the alternative of a re- 
stricted freedom to worship Jesus as their Lord and 
Saviour. Although deprived of schools and learnmg, the 
teachings of Jesus were largely preserved by customs 
and practices, which Islam could not displace, and by 
copies of the Scriptures, which escaped destruction. 

The providence of God, however, wrought an extra- 
ordinary nuracle. Other Chnstian hterature suffered, but 
the Gospels of Jesus stood unchallenged. Even though 
the Koran became the revered book of the Moslems, 
Mohammed (570-632 A. D.) accepted the Gospels as the 
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veritable word of God, as also did his successors, and 
all Moslems throughout the world. However, the version 
of the Gospels, honored by Mohammedans, is not the 
Vulgate of the Western world, which they repudiate as 
second-hand and as an unreliable translation. But it was 
the Eastern version of the Gospels, the Peshitta, which 
means clear, straight and popularly accepted. This name 
is justified by its clarity of style, directness of expres- 
sion and simplicity of language. This was the version 
which the people of this region knew and used before 
they became Mohammedans. This is, moreover, tlie 
authentic and official version of what once constituted 
the original Eastern Church, the Mother Church of 
Christendom. 

Years later when other peoples accepted Christianity, 
translations of the Peshitta were made into Greek, Ar- 
menian, Arabic, Persian, and other languages. Even the 
Christians of Malabar, India, who are known as the 
Chnstians of St. Thomas one of the apostles of our Lord, 
adopted the Peshitta from the earliest centuries. Indeed, 
it was the umversally accepted version among all Chris- 
tians in the East. And it has so continued down to the 
present day. Furthermore, the Eastern Christians never 
used the Vulgate Latm translation. It appeared in the 
East only after the coimng of Western missionaries to the 
East a few decades ago, and it has been used by their 
converts. 

The Eastern Version originally consisted of twenty-two 
books of the New Testament, The Revelation and the 
four Epistles of II Peter, II John, III John and Jude were 
not included. The Revelation was accepted after the 
Council of Nicaea, 325 A. D., but many of the Eastern 
bishops in Persia rejected it. The argument for priority 
on the basis of fewer books might be illustrated from the 
amendments to the Constitution of the United States. 
Suppose a thousand years hence two texts of this instru- 
ment were discovered, one containing the twelve early 
amendments and the other with twenty amendments, and 
these two texts were not dated. Surely the one with 
fewer amendments, even though a later copy of the 
original, would be accepted as the older, even though the 
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other text with the twenty amendments was an earlier 
copy. Another argument for priority is that copies of the 
Eastern version, used for the training of the clergy, would 
suffer the loss of the first and last pages of the book by 
their careless handling and constant use of the book, and 
the date of their writing would become unknown. In the 
East when documents and books are worn out they are 
copied exactly and the originals are burned. This is due 
to the belief of the Eastern people that it is a sin to allow 
a book to fall to pieces. Then again, the dating of docu- 
ments was unknown to earlier writers. Even if authors 
wished to date their wntmgs, they would have hesitated 
because of the prejudice against dating them m the years 
of persecuting emperors, and because the teachings of 
Christiamty were regarded as hostile to the Roman Em- 
pire. In such circumstances, even the authors of the Four 
Gospels omitted their names for fear of reprisals. Thus 
dates were not important. Furthermore, the originality 
of a document is not determined by the year but by the 
native context, the customs, the structure of the sen- 
tences, and the clarity of thought. That is to say, by 
intern^ and not external evidence. 

It would seem that the appearance of other Aramaic 
versions, which differed from the Eastern Version, was 
due to the defeat of Rome and the treaty made by the 
Emperor Jovian with the Persian King Sapor (363 A. D.). 
By this pact Rome ceded five provinces in the Euphrates 
viley to Persia. The Christians of these provmces had 
hitherto been under Rome and subject to the ecclesias- 
tical authority of Antioch. After the treaty they auto- 
matically came under the jurisdiction of the Eastern 
patriarch, whose See was at Seleucia, the impenal 
capital of the Persian Kings of the Sassanian dynasty. 
The patnarch of the East and his associates not only 
welcomed these Christian refugees, but also permitted 
them to use their own versions. These versions mcluded 
portions of the New Testament not found in the Peshitta. 
This was doubtless due to the fact that such parts orig- 
inated in the Eastern Roman Empire after the compilation 
of the Peshitta, and could not be sent to Persia because 
of the conflict which began soon after the death of Con- 
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stantine and lasted for many years. It is unfortunate 
that these later versions, and the versions which the 
Jacobite Christians made in the fifth century, should be 
confused with the ancient Peshitta text, which was used 
m the native church of Persia, centuries before, and was 
quoted by Eastern writers of the second and third cen- 
turies. 

Some illustrations of difficulties in translating the 
Aramaic text into Greek may interest the modem reader. 
These difficulties also prove the ongmahty of the Eastern 
version. 

(1) The Aramaic word for seed is zura, and the word 
for sower is zarua. The differences in the Aramaic 
formation of these words is so slight that the Greek trans- 
lators overlooked and confused the word ‘‘seed’’ with 
the word sower (Matt. 13 : 18). It reads “the parable 
of the seed” accordmg to the Eastern version, and not 
“the parable of the sower,” accordmg to the Western 
text. Such mistakes are unavoidable m a language like 
the Aramaic, where a word has many meanings and a dot 
misplaced altogether changes the meaning. This was 
especially true before vowel pomts were introduced, and 
when punctuation was not observed, and there was no 
uniformity in wntmg and copying. 

(2) The Aramaic word gamla is the same word for 
“camel” and “a large rope.” Matt. 19 : 24 should 
read, “It is easier for a rope to go through a needle’s eye, 
etc.” 

(3) The Aramaic word for a certain large piece of money 
called Kakray talent, is like the word used for province. 
The difference is distinguished by a single dot, accordmg to 

the letter over which it is placed. Thus means 

coin, and means province. The confusion is 

seen in the parable of the nobleman, who rewarded his 
servants not with coins but with cities, which is im- 
probable (Luke 19 : 13, 17, 24). This error was no doubt 
due to a copyist who placed the dot over the wrong letter. 
Such an error could not have occurred in the Greek ver- 
sion if it was the original, because the Greek has two 
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different words for coin and for city. Thus if the Peshitta 
was a translation from the Greek, the word would have 
been medinata, which means cities. In the case of 
the parable of the seed, likewise, it would have been ‘^the 
parable of the sower.” This further proves that the 
Peshitta is consistent in its report of the teachings of 
Jesus, which harmonized with contemporary customs. 

It IS also of interest to note the differences between 
versions. In the Greek version of St. John 12 : 40, we 
read: 


hath blinded their eyes, and hardened 
their heart; that they should not see with their 
eyes, nor understand with their heart; and be 
converted, and I should heal them.” 

The Eastern Version reads: 

‘^Their eyes have become blind and their 
heart darkened, so that they cannot see with their 
eyes nor understand with their heart, let them 
return and I will heal them.” 

The Aramaic word avaro means have become blmd. 
The grammatical differences between “He made them 
blind” or “had become blind” is indicated by the jSnal 
letter o which is the third person plural. 

Furthermore, some Aramaic words were not translated 
into Greek because they were not clearly understood. 
Such words are rakah, to spit; mammon^ wealth; e^/i- 
patakhy be opened. In other places Aramaic phrases are 
retained in their original form. Some Aramaic words, 
again, are translated to agree with the usage of the lan- 
guages into which they were put. For instance, the Aramaic 
tova^ means envied, expressmg emulation, but it is trans- 
lated “blessed” in the Beatitudes, for which the Aramaic 
is brekha. This word “blessed” and a few others are 
retained by me in this translation because there are no 
equivalents to express their meanings. On the other 
hand, some of the Aramaic colloquial and idiomatic ex- 
pressions could hardly be translated into other languages 
without the loss of thought. 
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It is a well known fact that languages undergo changes. 
Many words become obsolete and lose their meaning, es- 
peciahy when translated into other languages expressing 
different cultures. These original meanings could often 
be obtained by examinmg the phraseology and thought 
conveyed by the words. For instance, medical terms 
were unknown in the East, and even today they are little 
known. Indeed, the people still use ancient terms when 
describing vanous diseases. An insane man is called 
dewana, which hterally means that he is possessed of a 
devil, or has become wild. Mark 1 : 34, according to 
the 'Ejng James Version, reads that Jesus ‘‘suffered not 
the devils to speak because they knew him’’ ; the Aramaic 
is that “he did not allow the msane to speak,” after he 
had healed them, “because some of these were his ac- 
quaintances,” and he did not want them to praise him. 
Mark 9 : 17 states that the boy had “a dumb spirit”; 
it means that this particular disease had caused dumb- 
ness in the boy and not that the spirit was dumb. Luke 
11 : 14, in the Kng James Version, states that Jesus “was 
casting out a devil and it was dumb” ; the Eastern version, 
which reflects the Aramaic style of speech, states that 
Jesus “was casting out a demon from a dumb man.” 
In Luke 4 : 41, in the King James Version, “the devils 
came out of many, crying out and sa 5 dng, Thou art Christ the 
Son of God” ; the translation from the Aramaic is, “demons 
also came out of many, who cried out sa 3 ring, You axe the 
Christ the Son of God”; the sick did this after they were 
healed. It is hardly credible that the devils, who were 
cast out, would acknowledge Jesus as the Christ 
It is interesting to know that Eastern people still believe 
that every sickness is caused and controlled by demons. 
This crude belief is no doubt due to the fact that the 
actual causes of diseases were not known. Such beliefs 
in demonology are found not only among Semites but 
among all peoples living even today under primitive con- 
ditions, in Asia as well as in Europe and the United States. 
We are, however, grateful to science and truth for demon- 
strating that diseases are due to physical and nervous 
causes, delusions and fears, and have nothing to do with 
demons and evil spirits. 
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There are other instances which cause confusion when 
taken literally. The Aramaic al means “enter into,” 
“attack,” “chase”; but it has been exclusively translated 
“enter mto,” so as to imply, as in Matthew 8:31, that 
the demons entered into the swine. According to the 
context and the style of Aramaic speech, the word al 
here means that, not the demons but the lunatics attacked 
the swine. These lunatics were Syrians or Gadarenes, 
whose people kept swine, which were an abomination to 
the Jews. Jesus was a Jewish prophet. As a mark of 
appreciation of what Jesus was doing for them and as a 
proof of their conversion, these lunatics were wilhng to 
destroy the herd of swine which belonged to their people. 
This was doubtless one reason why the owners of the 
swine got into a panic and urged Jesus to leave their 
land, lest their business be completely destroyed by more 
conversions to the Jewish faith. On the other hand, the 
demons did not need the permission of Jesus to enter 
into the swine any more than they needed any permission 
to enter into the lunatics. 

This word al is stiU used when it is said that “the oxen 
are entering into each other,” or, “the men are entering 
into each otiier,” where the reference is to their attackmg 
one another in a fight. So also when a wolf attacks a 
fold, it is still said that “the wolf has entered into the 
sheep.” 

There are similar difficulties in the matter of collo- 
quialisms. “He breathed on them,” means that he stimu- 
lated their courage (John 20 : 22). “The zeal of thy 
house hath eaten me up” means the zeal for your house 
has made me courageous (John 2 : 17). Such difficulties 
are also evident in American colloquialisms, which could 
hardly be translated into Eastern languages. In English 
the word fire has several meanmgs, such as “to set fire 
to a house,” “to fire a gun,” “to fixe a worker.” In the 
last instance, an Eastern, unfamiliar with American cus- 
toms, would understand that the worker was either 
burned or shot instead of being dismissed. 

A comparison between the Aramaic and Greek texts, in 
the light of the above illustrations, cannot but lead to the 
conclusion in favor of the Aramaic origin of the Gospels. 
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The strongest argument, however, offering indisputable 
evidence, is that our Lord and his disciples spoke Aramaic. 
It was also the language of the Church in Jerusalem, 
Syria, and Mesopotamia. The “Hebrew tongue^’ means 
Aramaic, in which St. Paul spoke to the people of Jeru- 
salem, and in which the ascended Jesus spoke to Saul on 
his way to Damascus (Acts 21 : 40; 22 : 2; 26 : 14). In- 
deed, this was the Apostle’s mother tongue in which he 
prayed and expressed his deepest emotions. Compare 
Romans 8 : 15, Galatians 4 : 6; I Connthians 16 : 22, 
where occur such Aramaic words as ahha^ father, and 
marana tha, O Lord come. 

Even so far back as the seventh century B. C., Aramaic 
was the language of communication for commerce and di- 
plomacy between the nations m Mesopotamia, Asia Minor 
and Palestme (cf. 2 Bangs 18 :26). The Greeks referred 
to this language as Syriac, because they confused S5?Tia 
which is m the north of Palestine, with Assyria which is a 
totally different country between the Euphrates and Tigris 
rivers, east of Syria. This confusion exists even today in 
the United States. It is moreover a historical fact that 
Aramaic was the colloquial and hterary language of Pales- 
tine, Sjnria, Asia Minor and Mesopotamia, from the fourth 
century B. C. to the nmth century A. D. After the As- 
syrian and Babylonian exile, Hebrew ceased to be spoken 
and gave way to Aramaic, which became the widely prev- 
alent popular language. Jewish writers, from the days of 
Nehemiah and Ezra, wrote in Aramaic. This is further 
seen in the books of Daniel, the Psalter, and in the com- 
position of other Old Testament books. Attempts were 
made to restore Hebrew by some Jewish scholars, who 
warned the people that the angels do not understand 
prayers offered in Aramaic and would therefore be handi-* 
capped in acting as their mediators with God. Other Jew- 
ish scholars defended Aramaic against such cnticisms, 
adding that God himself spoke to Adam in Aramaic, and 
that Abraham was an Aramaean. Jacob’s children were 
born and raised in Assyna, and later sojourned in Ca- 
naan, after which they migrated with him to Egypt. 

During the reigns of the Achaememan dynasty in 
Persia, beginning with Cyrus, 528 B. C., Aramaic was 
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used as the official language for correspondence between 
the kings and their provincial governors as far as Egypt. 
As a matter of fact, Jewish literature after Christ was 
written mainly in Aramaic, and works in Hebrew were 
translated into Aramaic. Josephus, the Jewish historian, 
used Hebrew and Aramaic words mdiscriminately. 
This IS because Hebrew was an Aramaic dialect, and the 
differences between them were largely in matters of pro- 
nunciation rather than of meaning. After the destruction 
of the second Temple, the Jews became wholly an Ara- 
maic-speaking people, and Hebrew became the language 
of the scholars. 

Greek was seldom spoken except by the cultured few 
and by government officials. Indeed, the Jews obsti- 
nately resisted every attempt at HeUemzation, as the 
Maccabaean struggle clearly indicates. The brief Greek 
rule over Syria and Mesopotamia might be compared with 
British rule in India, Mesopotamia and Palestme. Brit- 
ish officers, governors and soldiers invariably acquire 
the native languages, but only a few natives know 
English. Some natives who do not speak English never- 
theless adopt English names, such as George, Smith, 
Victoria, Henry, Their purpose in doing so is to win favor 
with their rulers. The same was true during the Greek 
conquest. Jews and Syrians adopted Greek names 
without necessarily implymg that they used the Greek 
language in daily intercourse. The same course was fol- 
lowed by the Jews during the Babyloman exile. The 
Jews adopted Babylonian names. This custom is no 
doubt confusing to the Western mind, unfamiliar with 
the charactenstic temperament of the Oriental. The As- 
syrians, for many centuries, have been ruled by Turkey, 
but they still speak and write their own language. A few 
Assyrians speak Turkish when dealmg with officials of 
the government. 

It is furthermore significant that the Aramaic text con- 
tains not a single reference to the Greek people. The 
Greek text of St. John’s Gospel mentions that some 
“Greeks” desired to see Jesus (12 :20). The word in 
the Eastern Version is ammey people, and the reference 
is to Gentile Idumaeaus and Syrians. The woman of 
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Zarepath was a S 3 rrian, according to the Eastern version, 
and not a Greek (Luke 4 : 26). These changes were 
probably made by tbe Greek translators, who wished to 
introduce some references to their own people m the 
Gospels. The Aramaic word for Greek is Yonaye (Cf. 
Ionian), but it never occurs in the Gospels, except in the 
single reference to the Greek language m the inscription 
on the Cross. Nor is there any mention of Greek culture, 
philosophy or customs, proving that they did not influence 
Jesus and his disciples, nor the early Christians. 

The first Greek text of any importance was introduced 
by Erasmus to the Western world in 1516. In the prepa- 
ration of this edition he had only ten manuscripts, the 
oldest of which belonged to the twelfth century. He did 
not know Axamaic nor had he access to any other than 
the above Greek manuscripts. Indeed, at this time the 
East was practically unknown. It thus happened that 
Greek became known in Europe as the onginal language 
in which the Gospels and the rest of the New Testament 
were written. As much is implied by the translators of 
the King James version in their little known Preface, 
which sets forth the circumstances that induced their 
undertaking. But facts hitherto unknown and now un- 
covered lead to a totally different conclusion. 

It is important to know that the Eastern version, the 
first compilation of the New Testament scriptures, was 
made in Edessa. This was the capital of the buffer 
state of Ur-Hai, near Harran, where Aramaic was the 
spoken language. This state exchanged hands dur- 
ing the coirflicts between the Roman and Persian Em- 
pires, From the fourth century, however, it had a type of 
Christianity, which was independent of Western influence. 
But Christianity was established here long before that 
tune. The Church in Edessa was founded by Addai or 
Thaddeus, one of the Twelve who was sent to that city 
as a missionary; and St. Thomas, another of the apostles of 
our Lord, later went through that region. This city more- 
over was the center of Synac learning and literature from 
earliest times, so that it justifiably won the title of the 
‘‘Athens of Syria.’’ In course of time it became the seat 
of Christian scholarship under the leadership of St. 
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Ephraim, who there founded a school or nmversity. 
But even before his day the Gospels were well known in 
Mesopotamia and Persia, according to the testimony of 
Eusebius, who made quotations from the Aramaic writings 
of Hegesippus the defender of Christianity against 
Gnosticism. This is furthermore substantiated by the 
edition of the Gospels called the Diatessaron .prepared by 
Tatian an Assyrian, who lived in Mesopotathia about 172 
A. D. But this compilation by Tatian was repudiated and 
copies burned. 

Unfortunately those who associate the Aramaic text of 
the Peshitta with Rabbulas, bishop of Edessa in 435 A. D., 
overlook the fact that there were many bishops of this 
flourishing church at Edessa and Persia before he was 
bom. How could these men have been elevated to the 
Episcopal See without written gospels, and how could 
Christianity have been propagated and survived through- 
out the East without the Scriptures? Rabbulas further- 
more was an anti-Nestorian. If he had translated the 
gospels from the Greek, he would surely have included 
tile Revelation, and the four omitted epistles of II Peter, 
n and III John, and Jude, and made the Eastern version 
to correspond with the Vulgate. But such was not the 
case. The version which existed before his day is known 
in some places as the Old Syriac. This is another name 
for the Peshitta because at this time Peshitta had already 
become old. Its ongin is lost in obscurity, and references 
to this ancient version have doubtless been confused 
with another version called the Damparshey, derived from 
the Aramaic parash to select, and which was used as a 
lectionary. The existence of the Edessene Church from 
apostolic times and the venerable age of its Scriptures 
leads to the conclusion that the Aramaic version was a 
spontaneous growth, and that Edessa was the logical 
place for this growth. It might be said that this is merely 
tradition. But is not tradition another word for history? 
It is the living voice of the past conserving the values of its 
wisdom and experience, especially as during persecutions 
books were destroyed and burned. If we discoxmt this 
voice then the past becomes a closed door, and we have 
no key to open it in the East or the West. 
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The original language of the Gospels therefore is the 
native Galilean Aramaic, the vernacular of northern 
Palestine, and not the Chaldean Aramaic which was 
spoken in southern Palestme. It was the same language 
that was spoken by the Assyrians, who were brought to 
the cities of Samana and Galilee by the Assyrian kings 
after the ten tribes were carried into captivity (11 Elings, 
17 : 24 ff.)* rhe manner of speech, the phraseology, the 
idioms, the orientation in the Gospels are vividly and dis- 
tinctively northern Aramaic. Parables and allegories are 
all derived from Semitic customs, and there is no reference 
to incidents from alien sources. The constant repetitions 
are characteristic of Oriental usage. Such phrases as, 
“Amen Amen amor na Lkhon^^'* “Truly, truly, I say unto 
you,’’ “In those days,” “And it came to pass,” “^d he 
said to them,” are peculiarly Aramaic. Then again the 
original has fewer words because the thought is conceived 
m the native tongue and easily expressed to the people of 
the same language. This is not the case with a translation 
which of necessity must use more words to convey the 
meaning. Consider the first clause of our Lord’s Prayer. 
The Aramaic uses two words, Avon dvashmaya; the 
Greek uses six words, Pater hemon ho en tois ouranois, 
as also does tlie English, “Our Father who art in heaven.” 
If the Eastern text was a translation from the Greek, 
more words would have been used in the Aramaic, and the 
translation would have had obscure and confusing phrases. 
This is not the case with the Peshitta, which consistently 
sustains its title as “clear.” A translation frequently 
misses the real meaning of the original and often has to 
use synonyms to bring out shades of meaning. This is 
obvious to me because for years I have translated letters 
and documents for the United States Government and 
for several institutions. It is therefore easy from con- 
stant practice to say whether a writiug is a translation 
or written in the original, especially in the case of my 
mother tongue the Aramaic. 

It is also worth noting that the Eastern version retains 
all the Semitic names in their original form and pro- 
nunciation, which correspond with the Hebrew names. 
Compare the names in Matthew, Ch. 1 and Luke Ch, 3 in 
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the original Aramaic text. Another interesting fact is that 
the Eastern version in refemng to Peter always speaks of 
him as Simon and at times as Simon Kepa, (Stone). It 
was natural for the Greek translators to use only the Greek 
term, thus translating the Aramaic word Kepa into the 
Greek word Petrus, Contemporary issues moreover are 
not considered in detail as they were not raised at the 
time. Our Gospels are only an outline of the teaching of 
Jesus. If they were written outside the Semitic atmos- 
phere and its related situations, the writers would doubt- 
less have furmshed explanations, and the gospel narratives 
would have been much longer. But such a course was 
superfluous. A Greek writer would have made compari- 
sons between Semitic and Greek culture and customs, 
thus makmg them clearer to Greek readers. 

The Gospels were written much earher than they are 
supposed to have been. If they were of a late date the 
writers would not have been able to make direct and 
accurate quotations, as is done in the Sermon on the 
Mount and other sayings of Jesus. The nearest and 
shortest way to trace the authorship of the Gospels and 
the place they were written is to rely upon mtemal evi- 
dence. 

The writers must have been Jews for they are fa- 
miliar with the Old* Testament Scriptures and with 
customs and manners, such as the passover and other 
festivals, as well as with the topography of Palestine. 
The authors wrote to their contemporaries. This is why 
they did not stress the general issues because the public 
knew them. Had the Gospels been written at a later date, 
the writers would have undoubtedly explained some of the 
issues, such as head-tax, Messiamc expectations, etc., 
and the documents would have been much longer than 
they are. The openmg sentences m St. Luke’s gospel 
clearly implies that there were many other gospels 
written on scrolls and extensively circulated, and that they 
were the work of eye-witnesses who knew Jesus and who 
were associated with him. The place where these writings 
were produced must have been either Palestine or Edessa, 
the two great centers where Aramaic was spoken. On the 
other hand, there is no reason why these Aramaic-speak- 
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ing countries should have their sacred scnptures written 
in a language which was ahen to them. The evidence 
therefore is convincmg and conclusive for an Aramaic 
original) and this is none other than the Peshitta. 

My present translation is not mtended to depreciate the 
noble work of European and Amencan scholars, whom I 
hold m the highest esteem. My purpose is to present the 
thought and accuracy of the Eastern version while re- 
taining its simphcity and directness, and reproducing as 
nearly as possible the shades of meaning in the original. 
Another purpose is to present the Eastern understanding 
of Jesus, as it is enshrined in the accepted version of 
the Four Gospels. It is moreover endorsed by the tra- 
ditions and history of a people, distinguished by the 
sacrificial blood of martyrdoms, which date back to apos- 
tohc times and flows even to the present day. Though 
poor and reduced m numbers by mcessant privations, 
these people once constituted what was recogmzed as the 
Mother Church. Today they are the only pure Semitic 
people in the Christian fold. They still speak the Aramaic 
language of our blessed Lord and Saviour with only a few 
inevitable changes, and they have retamed the ancient and 
original version of the Holy Scnptures, without the change 
of revision. This has been endorsed by recent archaeo- 
logical discoveries. With such a nch legacy they surely 
have the nght to speak for themselves. 

It is therefore a sacred privilege which has induced me, 
who belongs to this people, humbly to submit this transla- 
tion to the fair judgment of Western people. I am happy 
to say that fliis is the first translation mto English made 
from the Eastern version by a native, who was bom and 
raised in a land where Aramaic continues to be spoken, as 
in the days of the &st Christian century. The gratifying 
reception given my book, My Neighbor Jesus, encourages 
me to beheve that this translation of the Four Gospels 
would make the fair figure of Jesus more attractive and 
his teachings more acceptable. 

My thanks are due to the Rev. Oscar L. Joseph, Litt.D., 
an American scholar and author whose litera^ counsel is 
valued by leading publishers. He has helped in the choice 
of English so as to make it exact and lucid.

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The following list of Aramaic words further illustrates 
the difficulties of the early translators from the Aramaic 
into Greek, at a time when questions of punctuation, ac- 
centuation and paragraphing were unknown. This is 
especially true of Aramaic, which is the richest and most 
expressive language of the Semitic group, but having 
a small vocabulary when compared with the Greek and 
Latin. This limitation of words made necessary the use 
of the same words with various shades of meanings. 
This is because Aramaic is one of the world’s most 
ancient languages 

Translators are well aware of these grammatical diffi- 
culties, particularly in a language like Aramaic where a 
single dot above or under a letter radically changes the 
meaning of a word. These tiny dots are made by scribes, 
who are not authors but mere copyists, hired for this 
purpose by rich and by learned men. But owing to the 
humidity of the climate and the nature of the ink, blots 
appear on the pages when pressed against each other. 
Again because of exposure of a manuscript and its care- 
less handling, flies alight on the pages and leave marks. 
Furthermore as the lines are crowded for lack of space, 
a dot placed above one letter may read as though it were 
placed under a letter in the previous line. 

Some Aramaic words are written and pronounced 
aUke, but their meaning differs according to the context. 
In other cases the differences are indicated by dots 
which alter the pronunciation. In yet other instances, if 
the translator does not speak the language from which he 
translates the meaning and usage of some words must be 
left to his knowledge and judgment.

4 How he entered into the 
house of God, and did eat 
bread that was on the table 
of the Lord, that which was 
not lawful for him to eat, nor 
for those who were with him, 
but only for the priests? 

5 Or, have you not read in 
the book of law, that the 
priests in the temple disre- 
gard the sabbath, and yet 
are blameless? 

6 But I say to you, that there 

is one here, who is greater 
than the temple. | 

7 But if you only knew what 
it means, I want mercy and 
not sacrifice, you would not 
condemn those who are 
blameless. 

8 For the Son of man is 
Lord of the sabbath.

23 All the people were 
amazed and said, Perhaps 
this man is the son of David? 

24 But when the Pharisees 
heard of it, they said, This 
man does not cast out de- 
mons, except by Beelzebub, 
the prince of demons. 

25 But Jesus knew their 
thoughts, and said to them, 
Every kingdom which is di- 
vided agamst itself, will be 
destroyed; and every house 
or city that is divided agamst 
itself, wiU not stand. 

26 And if Satan cast out 
Satan, he is divided agamst 
himself; how then wdl his 
kmgdom stand? 

27 So if I cast out demons 
by Beelzebub, by what do 
your sons cast them out? 
for this reason they will be 
your judges. 

28 And if I cast out devils 
by the Spint of God, then 
the kmgdom of God has come 
near to you.

31 Therefore I say to you, 
that all sins and blasphemies 
will be forgiven to men; but 
the blasphemy against the 
Spirit shall not be forgiven to 
men. 

32 And whoever speaks a 
word against the Son of man, 
will be forgiven; but who- 
ever speaks agamst the Holy 
Spirit shall not be forgiven, 
neither in this world nor m 
the world to come. 

33 Either produce like a good 
tree with good fruits; or pro- 
duce like a bad tree with bad 
fruits ; for a tree is known by 
its fruits. 

34 O generation of scorpions, 
how can you speak good 
thmgs when you are bad? for 
the mouth speaks from the 
fullness of the heart. 

35 A good man brings out 
good things from good treas- 
ures, and a bad man brings 
out bad things from bad 
treasures. 

36 For I say to you, that for 
every foolish word which men 
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speak, they will have to 
answer for it on the day of 
judgement. 

37 For by your words you 
shall be justified, and by 
your words you shall be 
found guilty. 

38 1 ! Then some of the men 
of the scribes and Pharisees 
answered and said to him, 
Teacher, we would like to see 
a sign from you. 

39 But he answered and said 
to them, An evil and adulter- 
ous generation wants a sign; 
and no sign will be given to 
it, except the sign of the 
prophet Jonah. 

40 For as Jonah was in the 
whale’s belly three days and 
three nights, so the Son of 
man will be in the heart of 
the earth, three days and 
three nights. 

41 Even the men of Nineveh 
will rise up in judgement with 
this generation, and find it 
guilty; for they repented 
through the preaching of 
Jonah, and behold, a greater 
than Jonah is here. 

42 The queen of the south 
will rise up m judgement with 
this generation, and find it 
guilty; for she came from the 
fax ends of the earth that she 
might hear Solomon’s wis- 
dom, and behold a greater 
than Solomon is here. 

43 When an unclean spirit 
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An evil generation 

goes out of a man, it travels 
m places where there is no 
water, and seeks rest, and 
does not find it. 

44 Then it says, I will re- 
turn to my own house from 
whence I came out; so it 
comes back and finds it 
empty, warm and well fur- 
mshed. 

45 Then it goes away and 
brings with it seven other 
spints worse than itself, and 
they enter and hve in it; and 
the end of that man becomes 
worse than at first. Such will 
happen to this evil genera- 
tion. 

46 While he was speaJkmg 
to the people, his mother and 
his brothers came and stood 
outside, and they wanted to 
speak with him. 

47 Then a man said to him, 
Behold your mother and your 
brothers are standing out- 
side, and they want to speak 
with you. 

48 But he answered and 
said to him who told him, 
Who is my mother and who 
are my brothers? 

49 And he pointed his hand 
to his disciples and said, Be- 
hold my mother, and behold 
my brothers. 

50 For whoever does the will 
of my Father in heaven, he is 
my brother and my sister and 
my mother.

CHAPTER 13 

T hat same day Jesus 
went out of the house, 
and sat by the seaside. 

2 And many people gathered 
around him, so that he had to 
go up and sit m a boat, and 
all the people stood on the 
seashore. 

3 And he spoke many things 
to them in parables, and said. 
Behold the sower went out to 
sow; 

4 And when he had sown, 
some seed fell on the road- 
side, and the fowls came and 
ate it. 

5 Other fell upon the rock, 
where there was not sufficient 
soil; and it sprung up earher 
because the ground was not 
deep enough; 

6 But when the sun shone, 
it was scorched, and because 
it had no root, it dried up ; 

7 And other fell among 
thistles, and the thistles 
sprung up and choked it. 

8 And other fell in good 
soil, and bore fruit, some one 
hundred, and some sixty, and 
some thirty. 

9 He who has ears to hear, 
let him hear. 

10 Then his disciples drew 
near to him and said, Why do 
you talk to them in parables? 
II He answered and said to 
them, Because to you it is 
granted to know the mystery 

Cf dif verses S~12'-13-15-18 
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of the kingdom of heaven, but 
it IS not granted to them. 

12 For to him who has, shall 
be given and it shall increase 
to him; but to him who has 
not, even that which he has 
shall be taken away from 
him. 

13 This is the reason I speak 
to them in figures, because 
they see and yet cannot per- 
ceive ; and they hear and yet 
do not listen, nor do they 
understand. 

14 And in them is fulfilled 
the prophecy of Isaiah who 
said, Heanng you will hear, 
but you will not understand; 
and seeing you will see, but 
you will not know. 

15 For the heart of this 
people has become hardened, 
and their ears hear heavily, 
and their eyes are dull ; so that 
they caimot see with their 
eyes, and hear with their ears, 
and understand with their 
hearts; let them return, and 
I will heal them. 

16 But as for you, blessed 
are your eyes for they see; 
and your ears for they hear. 

17 For truly I say to you, a 
great many prophets and 
righteous men have longed 
to see what you see, and did 
not see it; and to hear what 
you hear, and did not hear it. 

18 II Now you listen to the 
parable of the seed. 
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19 Whoever hears the word 
of the kmgdom and does not 
understand it, the evil one 
comes and snatches away the 
word which has been sown in 
his heart. This is that which 
was sown on the roadside. 

20 That which was sown 
upon the rock, this is he who 
hears the word, and imme- 
diately accepts it with joy; 

21 But it has no root m him, 
except for a while ; and when 
trouble or persecution comes 
because of the word, he im- 
mediately stumbles. 

22 That which was sown 
among thistles, this is he who 
hears the word, but worldly 
thoughts and the deception 
caused by riches choke the 
word, and it becomes fruit- 
less. 

23 That which was sown 
upon good soil, this is he who 
hears my word, and under- 
stands it, so he bears fruit 
and produces some one hun- 
dred, and some sixty, and 
some thirty. 

24 If He related another par- 
able to them, and said. The 
kingdom of heaven is like a 
man who sowed good seed in 
his field. 

25 And when the men slept, 
his enemy came and sowed 
tares among the wheat, and 
went away. 

26 But when the blade 
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sprang up and bore fruit, 
then the tares also appeared. 

27 So the servants of the 
landowner came and said to 
him, Our lord, behold, did 
you not sow good seed m 
your field; whence did the 
tares come into it'^* 

28 He said to them, An 
I enemy did this; his servants 
then said to him, Do you 
want us to go and pick them 
out? 

29 But he said to them, It 
might happen that while you 
are picking out the tares, you 
may uproot with them also 
the wheat. 

30 Let them both grow to- 
gether until the harvest; and 
at the harvest season, I will 
say to the reapers, Pick out 
first the tares, and bind them 
mto bundles to be burned; 
but gather the wheat into my 
bams. 

31 f He related another par- 
able to them, and said. The 
kingdom of heaven is like a 
gram of mustard seed, which 
a man took and sowed in his 
field. 

32 It is the smallest of aU 
seeds; but when it is grown, 
it is larger than all of the 
herbs ; and it becomes a tree, 
so that the fowls of the sky 
come and nest in its branches. 

33 If He told them another 
parable. The kingdom of 
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heaven is like the leaven, 
which a woman took and 
buried in three measures of 
flour, until it was all leav- 
ened, 

34 11 Jesus spoke all these 
thmgs to the people in para- 
bles; and without parables 
he did not speak to them. 

35 So that it might be ful- 
filled what was said by the 
prophet, who said, I will open 
my mouth in parables, and I 
will bring out secrets hidden 
before the foundation of the 
world. 

36 Then Jesus left the mul- 
titudes and came to the 
house ; and his disciples came 
up to him, and said. Explain 
to us the parable of the tares 
and the field. 

37 He answered and said to 
them, He who sowed good 
seed is the Son of man. 

38 The field is the world; 
the good seed are the sons of 
the kingdom; but the tares 
are the sons of evil. 

39 The enemy who sowed 
them is Satan; the harvest is 
the end of the world ; and the 
reapers are the angels. 

40 Therefore, just as the 
tares are picked out and 
burned in the fire, so shall it 
be at the end of the world. 

41 The Son of man will send 
his angels, and they will pick 
out from his kingdom aU 
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things which cause stumb- 
Img, and all workers of in- 
iquity. 

42 And they wiE throw them 
mto the furnace of fibre ; there 
shall be weeping and gnash- 
mg of teeth. 

43 Then the righteous ones 
shall shine as the sun in the 
kingdom of their Father. He 
who has ears to hear, let him 
hear. 

44 ^ Again, the kingdom of 
heaven is like a treasure 
which is hidden in the field, 
which a man discovered and 
hid, and because of his joy, 
he went and sold everything 
he had, and bought that field. 

45 % Again, the kingdom of 
heaven is like a merchant, 
who was seeking good pearls. 

I 46 And when he had found 
I one costly pearl, he went and 
sold everything he had, and 
bought it. 

47 II Again, the kingdom of 
heaven is like a net which 
was thrown into the sea, and 
it gathered fish of every kind. 

48 When it was filled, they 
drew it to the shore, and sat 
down and sorted them; the 
good ones they put into bags, 
and the bad they threw away.

9 And the people who were 
going before him and coming 
after him, were shoutmg and 
saymg, Hosanna to the son of 
David; Blessed is he who 
comes in the name of the 
Lord; Hosanna m the high- 
est. 

10 When he entered Jeru- 
salem, the whole city was 
stirred up, and they were 
saying, Who is this man? 

11 And the people were say- 
ing, This is the prophet, Je- 
sus, from Nazareth m Gal- 
ilee. 

12 ^ And Jesus entered into 
the temple of God, and put 
out all who were buying and 
selhng in the temple, and he 
overturned the trays of the 
money-changers and the 
stands of those who sold 
doves. 

13 And he said to them, It is 
written, My house shall be 
called the house of prayer; 
but you have made it a ban- 
dits’ cave. 

14 And in the temple they 
brought to him the blind and 
the lame, and he healed 
them. 

15 But when the high priests 
and the Pharisees saw the 
wonders that he did, and the 
boys who were crying aloud 
in the temple, and saying, 

Cf dif verses 10 - 12 - 13 - 14-16 
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Hosanna to the son of David, 
they were displeased. 

16 And they said to him, Do 
you hear what they are say- 
ing? Jesus said to them. Yes ; 
have you never read, From 
the mouth of httle children 
and of boys you made praise? 

17 ^ And he left them, and 
went outside of the city to 
Bethany, and he lodged there. 

18 In the morning, as he re- 
turned to the city, he became 
hungry. 

19 And he saw a fig tree on 
the roadside, and he came to 
it and found nothing on it 
except leaves; and he said 
to it. Let there be no fruit 
on you again for ever. And 
shortly the fig tree with- 
ered. 

20 When the disciples saw 
it, they were amazed and 
said. How is it that the fig 
tree has withered so soon? 

21 Jesus answered and said 
to them. Truly I say to you. 
If you have faith, and do not 
doubt, you will perform a 
deed not only like this of the 
fig tree, but should you say 
even to this mountam, Re- 
move and faU into the sea, it 
shall be done. 

22 And ever3rthing that you 
will ask in prayer and believe, 
you shall receive. 

23 When Jesus came to 
the temple, the high pnests 
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and the elders of the people 
came up to him, while he was 
teaching, and said to him, By 
what authority do you do 
these things? and who gave 
you this authonty? 

24 Jesus answered and 
said to them, I will also ask 
you a word, and if you tell 
me, I win then tell you by 
what authority I do these 
things. 

25 Whence is the baptism 
of John? Is it from heaven, 
or from men? And they 
reasoned with themselves, 
saying, If we should say from 
heaven, he will say to us. 
Why then did you not be- 
lieve him? 

26 And if we should say, 
from men, we are afraid of 
the people, for all of them 
regard John as a prophet. 

27 So they answered and 
said to him. We do not know. 
Jesus said to them. Neither 
win I teU you by what au- 
thority I do these things. 

28 U What do you think? A 
man had two sons, and he 
came to the first one and 
said to him, My son, go and 
work today in the vine- 
yard. 

29 He answered and said, I 
do not want to, but later he 
regretted and went. 

30 And he came to the other 
one and said to him likewise. 


Jesus^ authonty questioned 

And he answered and said, 
Here am I, my Lord, and yet 
he did not go. 

31 Which of these two did 
the win of his father? They 
said to him. The first one. 
Jesus said to them, Truly I 
say to you, that even the 
publicans and the harlots will 
precede you into the kingdom 
of God. 

32 For John came to you in 
a righteous way, and you did 
not believe him; but the 
publicans and the harlots 
believed him; but you, even 
though you saw, did not re- 
pent, so that later you may 
believe him. 

33 ^ Hear another parable. 
There was a man who was a 
householder, and he planted 
a vineyard, and fenced it, and 
he dug in it a winepress, and 
built a tower, and then he 
leased it to laborers, and 
went away on a journey. 

34 And when the fruit sea- 
son was at hand, he sent his 
servants to the laborers, that 
they might send him of the 
fruits of his vineyard. 

35 And the laborers seized 
his servants, and some were 
beaten, and some were ston- 
ed, and some were killed. 

36 Agam he sent other serv- 
ants, many more than the 
first ; and they did likewise to 
them. 
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Pdf able of the laborers. 

37 At last he sent his son to 
them, saying, They might 
feel ashamed before my son. 

38 But when the laborers 
saw the son, they said among 
themselves, This is the heir; 
come, let us kill him and re- 
tain his inheritance. 

39 So they seized him, and 
took him out of the vineyard, 
and killed him. 

40 When therefore the owner 
of the vineyard comes, what 
will he do to those laborers? 

41 They said to him, He will 
destroy them severely, and 
lease his vineyard to other 
laborers, who will give him 
fruits m their seasons. 

42 Jesus said to them, Have 
you never read in the scrip- 
ture, The stone which the 
builders rejected, the same 
became the corner-stone ; 
this was from the Lord, and 
it is a marvel in our eyes? 

43 Therefore I say to you, 
that the kingdom of God will 
be taken away from you, and 
will be given to a people who 
bear fruits. 

44 And whoever fails on this 
stone will be broken, and on 
whomever it falls it wiU 
scatter him. 

45 When the high priests 
and Pharisees heard his 
parables, they understood 
that he was speakmg against 
them. 

Cf dif verses 37--38-42-44r~3-6-8 
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46 So they wanted to ar- 
rest him, but they were 
afraid of the people, because 
they regarded him as a 
prophet. 

CHAPTER 22 

A nd Jesus answered again 
by parables, and said, 

2 The Imgdom of heaven is 
like a king who gave a mar- 
riage-feast for his son. 

3 And he sent his servants 
to call those who were in- 
vited to the marriage-feast, 
but they would not come. 

4 Again he sent other serv- 
ants and said, Tell those who 
are mvited, Behold my sup- 
per is ready, and my oxen 
and fathngs are killed, and 
everything is prepared; come 
to the marriage-feast. 

5 But they sneered at it, and 
went away, one to his field, 
another to his busmess; 

6 And the rest seized his 
servants and insulted them, 
and killed them. 

7 When the king heard it he 
was angry; and he sent out 
his armies and destroyed 
those murderers, and burned 
their city. 

8 Then he said to his serv- 
ants, Now the marriage-feast 
is ready, and those who were 
invited were unworthy. 

9 Go, therefore, to the main 
roads, and whomever you 
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may find, invite them to the 
marriage-feast. 

10 So the servants went out 
to the roads and gathered to- 
gether every one they could 
find, bad and good; and the 
weddmg-house was filled 
with guests. 

11 "^en the king entered 
to see the guests, he saw 
there a man who was not 
wearing wedding garments. 

12 And he said to him, My 
friend, how did you enter 
here, when you do not have 
weddmg garments? And he 
was speechless. 

13 Then the king said to the 
servants, Bind his hands and 
his feet and take him out mto 
the darkness ; there shall be 
weeping and gnashing of 
teeth. 

14 For many are invited, and 
few are chosen. 

15 ^ Then the Pharisees 
went away and took counsel 
how to trap him by a word. 

16 So they sent to him their 
disciples together with the 
Herodians, and they said to 
him, Teacher, we Imow that 
you are true, and you teach 
the way of God justly; and 
you do not favor any man, for 
you do not discriminate be- 
tween men. 

17 Tell us, therefore, what do 
you think? Is it lawful to pay 
head-tax to Caesar, or not? 
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Payment of head-tax 

18 But Jesus knew their evil, 
and said, Why do you tempt 
me, O hypocrites? 

19 Show me the head-tax 
penny. And they brought to 
him a penny, 

20 And Jesus said to them, 
Whose is this image and m- 
scription? 

21 They said, Caesar’s. He 
said to them, Give therefore 
to Caesar what is Caesar’s, 
and to God what is God’s. 

22 And when they heard it, 
they were amazed; and they 
left him and went away. 

23 U That same day the 
Sadducees came and said to 
him, There is no resurrection 
of the dead; and they asked 
him, 

24 And said to him, Teacher, 
Moses has told us, If a man 
die without sons, let his 
brother take his wife, and 
raise up offspring for his 
brother. 

25 How there were with us 
seven brothers ; the first 
mamed and died, and be- 
cause he had no sons, he left 
his wife to his brother. 

26 Likewise the second, also 
the third, up to the seventh. 

27 And after them all the 
woman also died. 

28 Therefore at the resur- 
rection, to which of these 
seven will she be a wife? for 
they all married her. 

Cf dif verses 10 - 15 - 16 - 17 - 19-23 
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29 Jestts answered and 
said to them. You err, be- 
cause you do not understand 
the scriptures nor the power 
of God. 

30 For at the resurrection of 
the dead, they neither marry 
women, nor are women given 
to men m marriage, but they 
are like the angels of God m 
heaven. 

i 31 But concerning the re- 
surrection of the dead, have 
you not read what was said 
to you by God, saying, 

32 I am the God of Abra- 
ham, the God of Isaac, the 
God of Jacob? And yet God 
is not the God of the dead, 
but of the hving. 

33 And when the people 
heard it, they were amazed 
at his teachmg. 

34 % But when the Pharisees 
heard that he had silenced 
the Sadducees, they gathered 
together. 

35 And one of them who I 
knew the law, asked him, 
testing him, 

36 Teacher, which is the 
greatest commandment m 
the law? 

37 Jesus said to him, Love 
the Lord your God with all 
your heart, and with all your 
soul, and with all your power, 
and with all your mmd. 

38 This is the greatest and 
the first commandment. 

Cf dif verses 30-35 
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39 And the second is like to 
it. Love your neighbor as 
yourself. 

40 On these two command- 
ments hang the law and the 
prophets. 

41 ^ While the Pharisees 
were gathered together, Je- 
sus asked them, 

42 And he said, What do you 
say concerning the Christ? 
whose son is he? They said 
to him, son of David. 

43 He said to them, How is 
it then that David through 
the Spirit calls him Lord? 
For he said, 

44 The Lord said to my 
Lord, Sit at my right hand, 
until I put your enemies un- 
der your feet. 

45 If David then calls him 
Lord, how can he be his son? 

46 And no man was able to 
answer him, and from that 
day no man dared to ques- 
tion him. 

CHAPTER 23 

T hen Jesus spoke with 
the people and with his 
disciples. 

2 And he said to them, The 
scribes and the Pharisees sit 
on the chair of Moses. 

3 Therefore whatever they 
tell you to obey, obey and do 
it, but do not do according to 
their works ; for they say and 
do not. 
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4 And they bind heavy bur- 
dens, and put them on men’s 
shoulders, but they them- 
selves are not willing to touch 
them, even with their finger. 

5 And aU their works Ihey 
do, just to be seen by men; 
for they widen the frmges of 
their garments, and they 
lengthen the ends of their 
robes, 

6 And they hke the chief 
places at feasts, and the front 
seats m the synagogues, 

7 And the greetmgs in the 
streets, and to be called by 
men, Rabbi. 

8 But you do not be called, 
Rabbi; for one is your Mas- 
ter, and all you are brethren. 

9 And call no one on earth, 
father, for one is your Father 
in heaven. 

10 Nor be called leaders, for 
one is your leader, the Christ. 

11 But he who is greatest 
among you, let him be your 
minister. 

12 For whoever exalts him- 
self shall be humbled; and 
whoever humbles himself 
shall be exalted. 

13 II Woe to you, scnbes and 
Pharisees, h5^ocrites ! for you 
embezzle the property of 
widows, with the pretense 
that you make long prayers; 
because of this you shall re- 
ceive a greater judgment.^ 


Denunctahon of scnbes 

14 Woe to you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites! for you 
have shut off the kingdom of 
heaven against men; for you 
do not enter into it your- 
selves, and do not permit 
those who would enter. 

15 Woe to you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites ! for you 
traverse sea and land to make 
one proselyte ; and when he 
becomes one, you make him 
the son of hell twice more 
than yourselves. 

! 16 Woe to you, blind guides, 

! for you say. Whoever swears 
I by the temple, it is nothing; 
i but whoever swears by the 
gold which IS in the temple, 
he IS guilty! 

17 0 you fools and blind! for 
which is greater, the gold or 
the temple that sanctifies the 
gold? 

18 And whoever swears by 
the altar, it is nothing; but 
whoever swears by the offer- 
ing that is on it, he is guilty. 

19 O you fools and blind^ for 
which is greater, the offer- 
ing, or the altar that sancti- 
fies the offenng? 

20 Therefore he who swears 
by the altar, he swears by it 
and by evei^hmg that is on 
it. 

21 And whoever swears by 
the temple, swears by it and 
by him who dwells in it. 


^Tiie order of verses 13 and 14 is reversed m the Eastern Version. 
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Demmaation of Phansees 

22 And he who swears by 
heaven, swears by the throne 
of God, and by him who sits 
on it, 

23 Woe to yon, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites ! for you 
take tithes on mint, dill and 
cummin, and you have over- 
looked the more important 
matters of the law, such as 
justice, mercy and trust- 
worthiness. These were nec- 
essary for you to have done, 
and the same by no means 
to have left undone. 

24 O blind guides, who 
strain out gnats and swallow 
camels! 

25 H Woe to you, scribes and 
Phansees, hypocrites! you 
clean the outside of the cup 
and of the dish, but mside 
they are full of extortion and 
iniquity. 

26 Blind Pharisees! clean 
first the inside of the cup and 
of the dish, so that their out- 
side may also be clean. 

27 Woe to you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites! for you 
are like tombs painted white, 
which look beautiful from the 
outside, but mside are full of 
dead bones and all kmds of 
corruption. 

28 Even so, from the out- 
side you appear to men to be 
righteous, but from within 
you are full of imquity and 
hypocrisy. 

Cf dtf verses 23 - 26-33 
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I 29' Woe to you, scribes and 
' Phansees, hypocrites ! for 
you build the tombs of the 
prophets, and you decorate 
the graves of the righteous ; 

30 And you say, K we had 
been in the days of our fore- 
fathers, we would not have 
been partakers with them in 
the blood of the prophets. 

31 Now you testify con- 
cerning yourselves, that you 
are the children of those who 
killed the prophets. 

32 You also ffll up the meas- 
ure of your fathers. 

33 O you serpents, and seed 
of scorpions! how can you 
flee from the judgment of 
hell? 

34 If Because of this, I am 
sending to you prophets and 
wise men and scnbes; some 
of them you wiU kill and 
crucify; and some you will 
scourge in your synagogues, 
and pursue them from city to 
city; 

35 So that all the blood of 
the righteous shed on the 
ground may come on you, 
from the blood of Abel the 
righteous down to the blood 
of Zachariah, son of Bara- 
chiah, whom you killed be- 
tween the temple and the 
altar. 

36 Truly I say to you, All of 
these things shall come upon 
this generation. 
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37 O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, 
murderess of the prophets, 
and Stoner of those who are 
sent to her! how often I 
wanted to gather together 
your children, just like a hen 
which gathers her chickens 
under her wings, and yet you 
would not! 

38 Behold, your house will 
be left to you desolate. 

39 For I say to you, from 
now you will not see me until 
you say, Blessed is he who 
comes in the name of the 
Lord. 

CHAPTER 24 
AND Jesus went out of the 
temple to go away; and 
his disciples came up to him, 
and were showing him the 
building of the temple. 

2 But he said to ihem. Be- 
hold, do you not see ^ of 
these? truly I say to you, Not 
a stone shall be left here 
upon a stone, which will not 
be tom down. 

3 % While Jesus sat on the 
Mount of Ohves, his disci- 
ples came up talkmg among 
themselves, and they said to 
him, Tell us when these 
things will happen, and what 
is the sign of your commg, 
and of the end of the world? 

4 Jesus answered and said 
to them, Be careful that no 
man deceives you. 
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5 For many will come in my 
name, and say, I am the 
Christ, and they will deceive 
many. 

6 You are bound to hear of 
revolutions and rumors of 
wars ; look out and do not be 
disturbed; for all of these 
things must come to pass, 
but the end is not yet. 

7 For nation will nse against 
nation, and kingdom against 
kingdom; and there will be 
famines and plagues and 
earthquakes, in different 
places. 

8 But all these things are 
just the beginning of travail. 

9 Then they will dehver you 
over to be oppressed, and 
they will kill you; and you 
will be hated by all nations 
for my name’s sake. 

10 Then many will stumble, 
and they will hate one an- 
other, and betray one an- 
other. 

11 And many false prophets 
will rise, and will mislead a 
great many. 

12 And because of the 
growth of iniquity, the love 
of many will become cold. 

13 But he who has patience 
to the end, he wiE be saved. 

14 And this gospel of the 
kingdom shall be preached 
throughout the world as a 
testimony to all the nations; 
then the end will come. 

Cf dif. verses 37 - 3 - 6 -- 8 - 10 - 11-13 
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15 When you see the sign of 
the refuse of desolation, as 
spoken by the prophet Daniel, 
accumulating in the holy 
place, whoever reads wiU 
understand it. 

16 Then let those who are in 
Judaea, flee to the moun- 
tam. 

17 And he who is on the roof, 
let him not come down to 
take things out of his house. 

18 And he who is in the 
field, let him not return back 
to take his clothes. 

19 But woe to those who are 
with child, and to those who 
give suck in those days! 

20 Pray that your flight may 
not be in winter, nor on the 
sabbath. 

21 For then will be great 
suffering, such as has never 
happened from the beginning 
of the world until now, and 
never will be agam. 

22 And if those days were 
not shortened, no flesh would 
live; but for the sake of the 
chosen ones those days will 
be shortened. 

23 Then if any man should 
say to you. Behold, here is 
the Christ, or there, do not 
believe it. 

24 For there will rise false 
Christs and lying prophets, 
and they will show signs and 
great wonders, so as to mis- 


lead, if possible, even the 
chosen ones. 

25 Behold, I have told you 
in advance. 

26 Therefore, if they should 
say to you. Behold, he is in 
the desert, do not go out; or, 
behold, he is in the room, do 
not believe it. 

27 For just as the lightning 
comes out from the east, and 
IS seen even in the west, such 
will be the commg of the Son 
of man. 

28 For wherever the corpse 
is, there will the eagles 
gather. 

29 If Immediately after the 
suffering of those days, the 
sun will be darkened, and 
the moon will not give her 
hght, and the stars will fall 
from the sky, and the powers 
of the universe will be 
shaken. 

30 Then the sign of the Son 
of man will appear m the sky ; 
and then aU the generations 
of the earth will mourn, and 
they will see the Son of man 
coming on the clouds of the 
sky, with an army and great 
glory. 

31 And he will send his 
angels with a large trumpet, 
and they will gather his 
chosen ones from the four 
wmds, from one end of 
universe^ to the other.

Cf dif venes 15-21™26-27-30--31 51 
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32 From the fig tree learn a 
parable. As soon as its 
branches become tender and 
brii^ forth leaves, you know 
that summer is coming. 

33 So even you, when you 
see aU these things, know 
that it has arrived at the 
door. 

34 Truly I say to you, that 
this generation will not pass 
away, until all these things 
happen. 

3 5 Even heaven and earth 
will pass away, by my words 
shall not pass away. 

36 t But concermng that 
day and that hour, no man 
knows, not even the angels 
of heaven, but the Father 
alone. 

37 Just as in the days of 
Noah, so will be the coming 
of the Son of man. 

38 For as the people before 
the flood were eating and 
drinking, marrying and giv- 
ing in marriage, until the 
day Noah entered into the 
ark, 

39 And they knew nothing 
until the flood came and car- 
ried them all away; such will 
be the coining of the Son of 
man. 

40 Then two men will be in 
the field, one will be taken 
away and the other left. 

41 Two women will be 
grinding at the hand-miU, one 
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will be taken and the other 
left. 

42 If Be alert, therefore, for 
you do not know at what 
hour your Lord will come. 

43 But know this much, 
that rf the master of the 
house knew at what watch 
of the mght the thief comes, 
he would keep awake and 
would not let his house be 
plundered. 

44 For this reason, you also 
be ready, for the Son of man 
will come at an hour when 
you do not expect him. 

45 Who then is the faithful 
and wise servant, whom his 
Lord has appointed over his 
household, to give them food 
in due time? 

46 Blessed is that servant, 
when his Lord comes and 
finds him so doing. 

47 Truly I say to you, he will 
appoint him over all that he 
has. 

48 But if a bad servant 
should say in his heart. My 
Lord will delay his coming, 

49 And he begins to beat his 
fellow-servants, and to eat 
and dnnk with the drunk- 
ards, 

50 The Lord of that servant 
come on a day when he 

does not expect, and at an 
hour that he does not know. 

51 And he will severely 
scourge him, and give him a

portion like that of the h3rpo- 
crites; there will be weeping 
and gnashing of teeth, 

CHAPTER 25 

T hen the Mngdom of 
heaven will be like ten 
virgins, who took their lamps, 
and went out to greet the 
bndegroom and the bride. 

2 Five of them were wise, 
and five were foohsh. 

3 And the foohsh ones took 
their lamps, but took no oil 
with them. 

4 But the wise ones took oil 
in the vessels with their 
lamps. 

5 As the bridegroom was 
delayed, they all slumbered 
and slept. 

6 And at midnight there was 
a cry, Behold, the bnde- 
groom is coming; go out to 
greet him. 

7 Then all the virgins got up 
and fixed their lamps.

11 Afterward the other vir- 
gins also came and said, Our 
Lord, our Lord, open to us.

13 Be alert, therefore, for 
you do not know, that day nor 
the hour. 

14 H It is just like a man who 
went on a journey, who called 
his servants and put his 
wealth m their charge. 

15 To one he gave five tal- 
ents, to one two, to another 
one; to each one according 
to his ability; and immedi- 
ately he went on a journey. 

16 The one who received 
five talents then went and 
traded with them, and he 
earned five others. 

17 Likewise the second one, 
he gained by trading two 
others. 

18 But he who received one, 
went and dug m the ground, 
and hid his lord’s money. 

19 After a long time, the 
lord of those servants re- 
turned, and took an account- 
ing from them. 

20 Then the one who re- 
ceived five talents came up, 
and offered five others, and 
he said, My lord, you gave 
me five talents, behold, I have 
gained five others to them. 
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21 His lord said to him, “Well 
done, good and reliable serv- 
ant; you have been faithful 
over a little, I will appoint you 
over much; enter into your 
master’s joy. 

22 Then the one with the 
two talents came and he 
said, My lord, you gave me 
two talents, behold I have 
gained two others to them. 

23 His lord said to him, Well 
done, good and rehable serv- 
ant, you have been faithful 
over a little, I will appomt you 
over much; enter into your 
master’s joy.

28 Therefore take away the 
talent from him, and give it 
to the one who has ten tal- 
ents. 

29 For to him who has, it 
shall be given, and it shall 
increase to him; but he who 
has not, even that which he 
has shall be taken away from 
him. 

30 And the idle servant they 
threw out into the outer dark- 
ness; there will be weeping 
and gnashmg of teeth. 

31 ^ When the Son of man 
comes in his glory, and all 
his holy angels with him, 
then he will sit upon the 
throne of his glory. 

32 And aU nations will 
gather before him; and he 
will separate them one from 
another, just as a shepherd 
separates the sheep from the 
goats;

34 Then the kmg will say to 
those at his right, Come, you 
blessed of my Father, inherit 
the kmgdom which has been 
prepared for you from the 
foxmdation of the world. 

35 For I was himgry, and 
you gave me to eat; I was 
thirsty, and you gave me to 
drink; I was a stranger and 
you took me in; 

36 I was naked, and you 

Cy. dif. verses 21-25-27-29-30

5 And he could not perform 
even a smgle miracle there, 
except that he laid his hand 
on a few sick people and 
healed them. 

6 And he wondered at their 
lack of faith. And he travelled 
in the villages teaching. 

7 11 Then he called his 
twelve, and began to send 
them two by two; and he 
gave them power over the un- 
clean spirits, to cast them out. 

8 And he commanded them 
not to take anything for the 
journey, except a staff only; 
no bag, no bread,, no copper 
money m their purses ;

And when they found out, 
they said to him, Five loaves 
of bread and two fishes. 

39 And he commanded them 
to make everyone sit down 
m groups on the grass. 

40 So they sat down in 
groups, by hundreds and by 
fifties. 

41 Then he took the five 
loaves of bread and the two 
fish, and he looked up to 
heaven, and he blessed and 
broke the loaves of bread, 
and gave them to his dis- 
ciples to place before them; 
and they divided the two 
fish among them all. 

42 And they all ate and were 
satisfied. 

43 And theytookup the frag- 
ments of bread, twelve full 
baskets, and also of the fish.

51 And he went up to them 
mto the boat, and the wind 
quieted down ; and they mar- 
velled exceedmgly, and were 
astonished in themselves. 

52 For they did not under- 
stand the miracle of the 
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loaves of bread, because 
their hearts were confused. 

53 If And when they had 
crossed to the port, they came 
to the land of Gennesaret. 

54 And when they went out 
of the boat, the people of that 
place immediately knew him. 

55 And they came running 
throughout that land; and 
began to bring those who 
were seriously sick, carrying 
them in quilt-beds, where 
they heard he was. 

56 And wherever he en- 
tered into villages and cities, 
they laid the sick in the 
streets, and begged him even 
to touch the edge of his robe ; 
and all who touched him 
were healed. 

CHAPTER 7 

T hen there gathered un- 
to him Pharisees and 
scribes, who had come from 
Jerusalem. 

2 And they saw some of the 
men of his disciples eating 
bread with their hands un- 
washed ; and they reproached 
them. 

3 For all the Jews, even the 
Pharisees, unless their hands 
are washed carefully would 
not eat, because they strictly 
observe the tradition of the 
elders. 

4 Even the things from the 
market, if they are not 
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washed, they would not eat 
them. And there are a great 
many other things, which 
they have accepted to obey, 
such as the washing of cups 
and pots, and copper uten- 
sils, and the bedding of dead 
men. 

5 And the scribes and Phari- 
sees asked him, Why do your 
disciples not walk according 
to the tradition of the elders, 
but eat bread with their 
hands unwashed? 

6 He said to them, The 
prophet Isaiah well prophe- 
sied about you, 0 hypocrites, 
as it is written. This people 
honor me with then lips, but 
their heart is far away from 
me. 

7 And they worship me in 
vain, when they teach the 
doctrines of the command- 
ments of men. 

8 For you have ignored the 
commandment of God, and 
you observe the tradition of 
men, such as the washmg of 
cups and pots, and a great 
many other things like these. 

9 He said to them. Well 
you do mjustice to the com- 
mandment of God so as to 
sustain your own tradition. 

10 For Moses said. Honor 
your father and your mother; 
and he who curses father or 
mother, let him be put to 
death. 


Jesus reproves the Phartsees 

11 But you say, If a man 
say to his father or his mother, 
What is left over is Corban 
(my offering); 

12 And yet you do not let 
him do anythmg for his fa- 
ther or mother. 

13 So you dishonor the 
word of God for the sake of 
the tradition, which you have 
estabhshed; and you do a 
great many like these. 

14 11 Then Jesus called all 
the people and said to them, 
Hear me, all of you, and 
understand. 

15 There is nothing outside 
of a man, if it should enter 
mto him, which can defile 
him; but what goes out of 
him, that defiles the man. 

16 Who has ears to hear, let 
him hear. 

17 When Jesus entered into 
the house because of the 
people, his disciples asked 
him concerning that parable. 

18 And he said to them, So 
even you are puzzled. Do 
you not know that whatever 
enters mto a man from out- 
side cannot defile him? 

19 Because it does not enter 
into his heart, but into his 
stomach, and then is thrown 
out through the intestines, 
thereby purifying the food. 

20 It IS what goes out of 
man, which defiles the man. 

21 For from within, from the 

C/, dif verses 7-9-U-“18-19 
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heart of men go out evil 
thoughts, such as fornica- 
tion, adultery, theft, murder, 

22 Extortion, wickedness, 
deceit, lust, an evil eye, blas- 
phemy, pride, foohshness; 

23 M these evils go out 
from within, and they defile 
the man. 

24 Tf Jesus moved away 
from thence, and came to 
the borders of Tyre and Si- 
don, and he entered into a 
house, and did not want any 
one to know about him. And 
yet he could not hide himself. 

25 For immediately a wom- 
an heard about him, whose 
daughter had an unclean 
spirit; and she came and 
fell at his feet. 

26 But the woman was a 
heathen, from Phoemcia m 
Syria; and she besought him 
to cast out the demon from 
her daughter. 

27 And Jesus said to her, 
Let the chhdren be first filled ; 
for it is not right to take the 
children's bread and thrown 
it to the dogs. 

28 But she answered and 
said to him. Yes, my lord;i 
even the dogs eat the chil- 
dren’s crumbs under the | 
trays. 

29 Jesus said to her. Go 
your way; just because of 
this word, the demon has 
gone out of your daughter. 

C/ dif verses 26-31-35 
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30 So she went to her house, 
and she found her daughter 
lying m bed, and the demon 
gone out of her. 

31 % Again Jesus went out 
from the border of Tyre and 
Sidon, and came to the sea 
of Gahlee, to the border of 
the ten cities. 

32 And they brought to him 
a deaf and dumb man; and 
they asked him to lay his 
hand on him. 

33 So he drew him aside 
from the people, and put his 
fingers into his ears, then he 
spat, and touched his tongue; 

34 And he looked up to 
heaven and sighed, and he 
said to him, Ethpataih, 
which means, Be opened. 

35 And m that very hour his 
ears were opened, and the 
knot of his tongue was loos- 
ened, and he spoke plainly. 

36 And he warned them not 
to tell this to any man; but 
the more he warned them, so 
much the more they pub- 
lished it. 

37 And they were greatly 
astonished, saying, He does 
everything so well. He 
makes the deaf hear, and 
the dumb to speak. 

CHAPTER 8 

I N those days, when there 
was a large multitude, and 
they had nothing to eat, he 
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called his disciples and said 
to them, 

2 I have pity for this people, 
for they have remained with 
me three days, and they have 
nothing to eat; 

3 And if I dismiss them to 
their homes, while they are 
fastmg, they will faint on the 
way, for some of them have 
come from a distance. 

4 His disciples said to him, 
How can any man here m 
this lonely place, feed all 
of these with bread? 

5 And he asked them, How 
many loaves have you? They 
said to him. Seven. 

6 So he commanded the 
people to sit on the ground; 
and he took the seven loaves 
of bread, and he blessed 
them, and broke them, and 
gave them to his disciples to 
set them; and they set them 
before the people. 

7 And there were a few 
fishes; he blessed them also, 
and commanded to set them 
before them. 

8 So they ate and were satis- 
fied, and they took up seven 
baskets of fragments which 
were left over. 

9 The men who ate were 
about four thousand; and 
he dismissed them. 

10 % And immediately he 
went up into the boat with 
his disciples, and he came 
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to the country of Dahnanu- 
tha. 

11 And the Pharisees came 
out and began to question 
him, and they asked him for 
a sign from heaven, so as to 
test him. 

12 And he sighed in his 
spirit and said, Why does 
this generation want a sign? 
truly I say to you, No sign 
win be given to this genera- 
tion. 

13 And he left them, and 
went up into the boat, and 
departed from that port. 

14 And they had forgotten 
to take bread; except one 
loaf they had none with them 
m the boat. 

15 And he commanded 
them and said to them. Look 
out, and beware of the leaven 
of the Pharisees and of the 
leaven of Herod. 

16 They were reasonmg 
among themselves and say- 
mg. It is because we have no 
bread. 

17 But Jesus knew it and 
said to them, What are you 
thinking, because you have 
no bread? Do you not even 
yet know, and do you not 
xmderstand? Is your heart 
still hard? 

18 You have eyes, and yet 
do you not see? you have 
ears, and yet do you not hear? 
And do you not remember? 

Cf dif verses 10-13 
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19 When I broke the five 
loaves of bread for the five 
thousand, how many full 
baskets of fragments did you 
take up? They said to him, 
Twelve. 

20 He said to them, And 
when the seven for the four 
thousand, how many baskets 
full of fragments did you take 
up? They said, Seven. 

21 He said to them, How is 
it then that even yet you 
cannot understand? 

22 ^ And he came to Beth- 
saida; and they brought to 
him a blind man, and they 
besought him to touch him. 

23 And he took the blind 
man by the hand and brought 
him outside the town; and he 
spat on his eyes, and put his 
hands on hhn, and asked him 
what he saw. 

24 And he looked and said, 
I see men like trees, walk- 
ing. 

25 Again he put his hands 
over his eyes, and he was re- 
stored, and saw everything 
clearly. 

26 And he sent him to his 
house, saying, Do not enter 
even into the town, nor tell 
it to anyone m the town. 

27 ^ And Jesus went out, 
and his disciples, to the 
towns of Caesarea of Philippi ; 
and on the road he asked his 
disciples and said to them, 
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What do men say about me, 
that I am? 

28 They said, John the Bap- 
tist; and others, Ehjah; and 
yet others, One of the 
prophets. 

29 Jesus said to them. But 
you, whom do you say I am? 
Simon Peter answered and 
said to hhn, You are the 
Christ, the Son of the livmg 
God. 

30 And he warned them 
not to tell any man about 
him. 

31 ^ Then he began to teach 
them, that the Son of man 
will have to suffer a great 
deal, and be rejected by the 
elders, and the high priests, 
and the scribes, and be 
killed, and rise again on the 
third day. 

32 And he spoke that word 
openly. So Peter took him 
aside and began to rebuke 
him. 

33 But he turned around 
and looked on his disciples, 
and he rebuked Simon, and 
said. Get behind me, Satan; 
for you are not thmMug the 
things of God, but of men. 

34 And Jesus called the 
people together with his dis- 
ciples, and said to them, He 
who wishes to come after me, 
let him deny himself, and 
take up his cross, and follow 
me. 
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35 For whoever wishes to 
save his life will lose it; and 
whoever loses his life for my 
sake and the sake of my 
Gospel, he will save it. 

36 For how could a man be 
benefited, if he should gain 
the whole world and lose his 
life? 

37 Or what could a man give 
in exchange for his life? 

38 Whoever, therefore, is 
ashamed of me and of my 
words in this sinful and 
adulterous generation, the 
Son of man will also be 
ashamed of him, when he 
comes in the glory of his 
Father with his holy angels. 

CHAPTER 9 

^ND he said to them, Truly 
I say to you, that there 
are men standing here, who 
shall not taste death, till they 
see that the kingdom of God 
has come with power. 

2 And six days after, Jesus 
took Peter, and James, and 
John, and brought them up 
to a high mountain alone; 
and he was transfigured be- 
fore their eyes. 

3 His clothes shone, and 
became white like snow, in 
such a maimer that men on 
earth cannot make white. 

4 And there appeared to 
them Moses and Elijah, 
talking with Jesus. 
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5 And Peter said to him, 
Teacher, it is better for us 
to remain here; and let us 
make three shelters, one for 
I you, and one for Moses, and 
one for Elijah. 

6 For he did not know what 
he was saying, for they were 
in fear. 

7 And there was a cloud 
overshadowing them, and a 
voice out of the cloud said, 
This is my beloved Son; hear 
him. 

8 And suddenly, when the 
disciples looked around, they 
saw no man, except Jesus 
alone with them. 

9 And as they came down 
from the mountain, he com- 
manded them not to tell any 
man what they had seen, un- 
til the Son of man has risen 
from the dead. 

10 So they kept that say- 
ing to themselves, and they 
wanted to know what ‘kisen 
from the dead’^ means. 

11 And they asked him, 
saying, Why then do the 
scribes say that Elijah must 
first come? 

12 He said to them, Elijah 
does come first, to prepare 
evei^thmg; and as it is 
written concerning the Son 
of man, that he will suffer 
much and be rejected, 

13 But I say to you, that 
Elijah has also come, and 
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they did with him whatever 
they pleased, as it is written 
of him. 

14 ^ And when he came to 
his disciples, he saw a large 
crowd with them, and the 
scribes debatmg with them. 

15 And immediately all the 
people saw him, and were 
greatly surprised, and they 
ran to greet him. 

16 And he asked the scribes, 
What do you debate with 
them? 

17 One of the multitude 
answered and said, Teacher, 
I brought my son to you, for 
he has a spirit of dumbness. 

18 And whenever it seizes 
him, it troubles him; and he 
foams, and gnashes his teeth, 
and gets worn out. And I 
asked your disciples to cast 
it out, but they could not. 

19 Jesus answered and said 
to him, O faithless genera- 
tion, how long shall I be with 
you? and how long shall I 
preach to you? bring him to 
me. 

20 And they brought the boy 
to Jesus; and when the spirit 
seized him, it immediately 
troubled him; and he fell on 
the ground, gasping and 
foaming. 

21 So Jesus asked his fa- 
ther, How long has he been 
like this? He said to him. 
From his childhood. 
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22 And many times it has 
thrown him into the jSre and 
into the water to destroy him ; 
but whatever you can do, help 
me, and have mercy on me. 

23 Jesus said to him, If you 
can beheve, everything is 
possible to him who believes. 

24 And immediately the fa- 
ther of the boy cried out 
weeping, and said, I do be- 
lieve, help my httle belief. 

25 '\^en Jesus saw that peo- 
ple were running and gather- 
ing to him, he rebuked the un- 
clean spirit and said to it, 0 
deaf and dumb spirit, I com- 
mand you, come out of him, 
and do not enter him agam. 

26 And the epileptic cried 
out much, and was tortured, 
and the spirit went out; then 
the boy became as if dead, so 
that many could say, He is 
dead. 

27 Then Jesus took him by 
the hand, and lifted him up. 

28 When Jesus entered the 
house, his disciples asked 
him privately, Why could we 
not cast it out? 

29 He said to them. This 
kind cannot be cast out by 
anything, except by fastuig 
and prayer. 

30 And when they went out 
from thence, they passed 
through Galilee; and he did 
I not want any man to know 
I about him. 
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31 For he taught his dis- 
ciples, and said to them, The 
Son oif man will be delivered 
into the hands of men, and 
they will kill him; and after 
he is killed, he will rise on the 
third day. 

32 But they did not under- 
stand the saymg, and they 
were afraid to ask him. 

33 ^ And they came to 
Capernaum; and when they 
entered the house, he asked 
them, What were you rea- 
soning among yourselves on 
the road? 

34 But they kept silent, for 
on the road they had argued 
with one another, which was 
the greatest of them. 

35 And Jesus sat down, and 
he called the twelve and said 
to them, He who wishes to 
be first, let him be the last of 
every man, and the minister 
of every man. 

36 And he took a little boy, 
and made him to stand in the 
midst; then he took him in 
his arms, and said to them, 

37 Whoever receives a boy 
like this in my name, he 
receives me; and he who re- 
ceives me, does not receive 
me, but him who has sent 
me. 

38 % John said to him, 
Teacher, we saw a man cast- 
ing out demons in your name ; 
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and we forbade him, because 
he did not follow us. 

39 Jesus said to them. Do 
not forbid him; for there 
is no man who performs 
miracles in my name, who 
will hastily speak e^ of 
me. 

40 Therefore, he who is not 
against you is for you. 

41 For whoever gives you 
to drink even a cup of water 
only, because you represent 
the name of Christ, truly I 
say to you that his reward 
shall not be lost. 

42 And whoever shall cause 
one of these little ones who 
beheve m me to stumble, it 
were better for him that an 
ass’ mill stone were hanged 
on his neck and then he were 
thrown into the sea. 

43 If your hand offends 
you, cut it off; it is much 
better for you to go through 
life maimed, than to have two 
hands and go to Gehenna,^ 

44 Where their worm does 
not die, and their fire does 
not quench. 

45 And if your foot offends 
you, cut it off; it is much 
better for you to go through 
life lame, than to have two 
feet, and fall into Gehenna, 

46 Where their worm does 
not die, and their fibre does 
not quench. 
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47 And if your eye offends 
you, remove it; it is better for 
you to enter the kingdom of 
God with one eye, than to 
have two eyes, and fall into 
the Gehenna of fire, 

48 Where their worm does 
not die, and their fire does 
not quench. 

49 For everything will be 
salted on fire, and every sac- 
rifice win be salted with 
salt. 

50 O how good is salt; but 
if the salt should lose its 
savor, with what could it be 
salted? Let there be salt in 
you, and be in peace with one 
another. 

CHAPTER 10 

AND he departed from 
thence, and came to the 
border of Judaea, at the 
crossing of the Jordan ; and a 
great many people went to 
him there, and he taught 
them again, as he was ac- 
customed to do. 

2 f And the Pharisees came 
up to him, tempting him and 
asking. Is it la^^ul for a man 
to desert his wife? 

3 He said to them, What did 
Moses command you? 

4 They said, Moses gave us 
permission to write a letter 
of separation, and then to di- 
vorce. 

5 Jesus answered and said 

Cf dif verses 50-1-2-4-13 
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to them, It was because of 
the hardness of your heart, 
he wrote for you this par- 
ticular law. 

6 But from the very begin- 
ning God made them male 
and female. 

7 For this reason a man 
shall leave his father and his 
mother and follow his wife. 

8 And both shall be one 
flesh ; henceforth they are not 
two, but one flesh. 

9 What therefore God has 
joined, let no man separate. 

10 U And his disciples again 
asked him about this in the 
house. 

11 And he said to them, 
Whoever divorces his wife 
and marries another, commits 
adultery. 

12 And if a woman divorces 
her husband, and marries 
another, she commits adul- 
tery. 

13 If And they brought little 
boys to him, that he might 
touch them; but his disciples 
rebuked those who brought 
them. 

14 But when Jesus saw it, 
he was displeased, and he 
said to them, Allow the httle 
boys to come to me, and do 
not forbid them; for the 
kingdom of God is for such 
as these. 

15 Truly I say to you, Who- 
ever does not receive the 
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kingdom of God like a little 
boy shall not enter it. 

16 Then he took them in his 
arms, and put his hand on 
them, and blessed them. 

17 i While he was on the 
way, a man ran up and fell 
on his knees, and he asked 
him, saying, O good Teacher, 
what shall I do to inherit life 
eternal? 

18 Jesus said to him, Why 
do you call me good? there is 
no one who is good, except 
the one God. 

19 You know the command- 
ments, Do not commit adul- 
tery, Do not steal, Do not 
murder, Do not bear false 
witness, Do not oppress. Hon- 
or your father and mother. 

20 But he answered and 
said to him. Teacher, all of 
these I have obeyed from 
my boyhood. 

21 Then Jesus looked at him 
and loved him, and he said to 
him, You lack one thmg; go, 
sell everythmg you have, and 
give it to the poor, and you 
shall have a treasure in 
heaven; and take up your 
cross and follow me. 

22 But he felt sad because 
of this saying, and he went 
away depressed; for he had 
great wealth. 

23 Then Jesus looked at his 
disciples and said to them, 
How hard it is for those who 


The rich young man 

have wealth, to enter into the 
kmgdom of God! 

24 But the disciples were 
surprised at his words. And 
Jesus answered again and 
said to them. My sons, how 
hard it is for those who trust 
in their wealth, to enter into 
the kingdom of God! 

25 It is easier for a rope to 
enter through the eye of a 
needle, than for a nch man 
to enter mto the kingdom of 
God. 

26 But they were the more 
surprised, saymg among 
themselves, Who then can 
be saved? 

27 Jesus looked at them, 
and said to them. With men 
this is impossible, but not 
with God; for everything is 
possible with God. 

28 Then Peter began to say, 
Behold, we have left every- 
thing and followed you. 

29 Jesus answered and said, 
Truly I say to you, There is 
no man who leaves houses, 
or brothers, or sisters, or 
father, or mother, or wife, 
or children, or fields, for my 
sake and for the sake of my 
gospel, 

30 Who shall not receive 
now, in this time, an hun- 
dredfold, houses, and broth- 
ers and sisters, and maid- 
servants, and children, and 
fields, and other worldly 

Cf dif verses 19 - 24 - 25^30 
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pursuits, and in the world to 
come life everlasting, 

31 Many who are first shall 
be last, and the last first. 

32 ^ While they were going 
up on their way to Jerusalem, 
Jesus was ahead of them; 
and they were amazed; and 
they followed him with fear. 
And he took his twelve aside, 
and began to tell them what 
was surely to happen to him. 

33 Behold, we are going up 
to Jerusalem, and the Son of 
man will be delivered to the 
high priests and the scnbes, 
and they will condemn him 
to death, and deliver him to 
the Gentiles. 

34 And they will mock him, 
and scourge him, and spit in 
his face, and kill him ; and on 
the third day he will nse up. 

35 ^ And James and John, 
the sons of Zebedee, came 
up to him and said to him, 
Teacher, we wish you would 
do for us whatever we ask. 

36 He said to them. What 
do you wish me to do for you? 

37 They said to him, Grant 
us to sit, one at your right 
and one at your left, in your 
glory. 

38 He said to them. You do 
not know what you are ask- 
ing; can you drink the cup 
which I drink? and be bap- 
tized with the baptism with 
which I am to be baptized? 

Cf dif verses 32 - 41 - 42-45 
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39 They said to him, We 
can. Jesus said to them, 
The cup which I shall drink 
you will drink too ; and with 
the baptism with which I am 
baptized, you will be bap- 
tized too ; 

40 But to sit at my right 
and at my left, that is not 
mine to give; except to those 
for whom it is prepared. 

41 When the ten heard it, 
they began to murmur at 
James and John. 

42 Jesus called them and 
said to them. You know that 
those who consider them- 
selves pnnces of the people, 
are their owners too; and 
their officials rule over them. 

43 Let not this be so among 
you ; but he who wishes to be 
great among you, let him be 
a minister to you. 

^ And anyone of you who 
wishes to be first, let him be 
a servant of every man. 

45 For also the Son of man 
did not come to be ministered 
to, but to minister, and to 
give his life as a salvation for 
the sake of many. 

46 If And they came to 
Jericho; and when Jesus 
went out of Jericho with his 
disciples and a large crowd, 
a blmd man, Timaeus, the 
son of Timaeus, sat by the 
roadside begging. 

47 When he heard that it 
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was Jesus of Nazareth, he 
hegan to cry aloud and say, 
O son of David, have mercy 
on me. 

48 And many rebuked him 
to keep quiet, but he cried 
out the more, saying, 0 son 
of David, have mercy on me. 

49 Then Jesus stopped and 
commanded to call him. So 
they called the blind man, 
and said to him. Have cour- 
age, rise; he is calling you. 

50 And the blind man threw 
off his robe, and he got up, 
and went to Jesus. _ 

51 Jesus said to him. What 
do you wish me to do for 
you? The blind man said to 
him. Master, that I may 
see. 

52 And Jesus said to him. 
See; your faith has healed 
you. And immediately he 
saw, and went on the way. 


CHAPTER 11 


W HEN he came near 
to Jerusalem, towards 


Bethphage and Bethany at 
the Mount of Olives, he sent 


two of his disciples, 

2 And he said to them. Go 


to the village in front of us; 
and as soon as you enter it, 
you will find a colt which is 
tied up, on which no man of 
the sons of men has ever 


ridden; untie it and bring it. 
3 And if any man should say 
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to you. Why are you doing 
this? say to him that our 
Lord needs it; and imme- 
diately he will send it here. 

4 So they went and found 
the colt tied by the door, out- 
side, in the street. And as 
they were unt3dng it, 

5 Some of the men who 
stood there said to them. 
What are you doing, are you 
untying the colt? 

6 And they said to them as 
Jesus had instructed them; 
and they permitted them. 

7 And they brought the colt 
to Jesus, and they put their 
garments on it, and Jesus 
rode on it. 

8 And many spread their 
garments on the road; and 
others cut down branches 
from the trees, and spread 
them on the road. 

9 And those who were in 
front of him, and those who 
were behind him, were cry- 
ing and saying, Hosanna; 
Blessed is he who comes in 
the name of the Lord ; 

10 And blessed is the king- 
dom of our father David, 
which comes; Hosanna in 
the highest, 

11 II And Jesus entered 
Jerusalem, into the temple; 
and he saw everything, and 
when evening ceune, he went 
out to Bethany with the 
twelve. 

Cf dif verses 52~2--4r-5-6-lQ-~l I 
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12 % And the next day, when 
they went out of Bethany, he 
became hungry. 

13 And he saw a fig tree 
in the distance, which had 
leaves on it. So he came to 
it to see if he could find any- 
thing on it; and when he 
came he found nothing on it 
except leaves ; for it was not 
yet time for the figs. 

14 And he said to it, From 
now and forever, let no man 
eat of your fruit. And his 
disciples heard it. 

15 ^ And they came to Je- 
rusalem; and Jesus entered 
into the temple of God, and 
began to cast out those who 
were buying and selling in 
the temple; and he over- 
turned the trays of the 
money-changers, and the 
stands of those who sold 
doves; 

16 And he would not allow 
any man to bring goods into 
the temple. 

17 And he taught them and 
said to them, Is it not written, 
My house shall be called the 
house of prayer for all the 
peoples? But you have made 
it a bandits’ cave. 

18 And the high priests and 
the scribes heard it, and they 
sought how to do away with 
him; for they were afraid of 
him, because ah the people 
were amazed at his teaching. 

Cf dif verses 16-17 
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19 And when evening came^ 
they went outside of the 
city. 

20 H And in the morning, as 
they were passing, they saw 
the fig tree withered from its 
roots. 

21 And Simon remembered, 
and said to him. Master, be- 
hold, the fig tree which you 
cursed has withered. 

22 Jesus answered and said 
to them. If you have faith in 
God, 

23 Truly I say to you. Who- 
ever should say to this moun- 
tain, Remove and fall into the 
sea, and does not doubt in his 
heart, but believes that what 
he says will be done, what- 
ever he says will be done to 
him. 

24 Therefore I say to you. 
Anything you pray for and 
ask, believe that you will re- 
ceive it, and it will be done 
for you. 

25 And when you stand up 
to pray, forgive whatever you 
have against any man, so 
that your Father in heaven 
will forgive you your tres- 
passes. 

26 But if you win not for- 
give, even your Father in 
heaven will not forgive you 
your trespasses. 

27 ^ And they came again 
to Jerusalem; and while he 
was walking in the temple, 
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the high priests, and the 
scrihes, and the elders came 
to him. 

28 And they said to him, 
By what authority do you do 
these things? and who gave 
you this authority to do these 
things? 

29 Jesus said to them, I will 
also ask you a word to tell 
me, and then I will tell you 
by what authority I do these 
thmgs. 

30 Whence is the baptism 
of John, from heaven, or 
from men? Tell me. 

3 1 And they reasoned among 
themselves and said, If we 
should say to him, from 
heaven, he will say to us, 
Why then did you not be- 
lieve him? 

32 And if we should say, 
from men, there is the fear 
of the people, for aU of them 
regard John as a true proph- 
et. 

33 So they answered and 
said to Jesus, We do not 
know. He said to them, I 
will also not teU you by what 
authority I do these things. 

CHAPTER 12 

AND he began to speak to 
jt\ them in parables. A 
man planted a vineyard, and 
fenced it all around, and he 
dug in it a wine-press, and 
bu2t a tower in it, and then 
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he leased it to laborers, and 
went on a journey. 

2 And in due season he sent 
his servant to the laborers, 
to receive some of the fruits 
of the vineyard. 

3 But they beat him, and 
sent him away empty. 

4 And again he sent to them 
another servant; they stoned 
him also, and wounded him, 
and sent him away in dis- 
grace. 

5 And again he sent an- 
other, but they killed him; 
and he sent many other serv- 
ants, some of them they beat, 

I and some they killed. 

I 6 But finally, he had a 
very beloved son, and he 
sent him to them last of all, 
for he said, They might feel 
ashamed before my son. 
i 7 But the laborers said 
among themselves, This is 
the heir; come, let us kill 
him, and the mhentance will 
be ours. 

8 And they took and killed 
him, and threw him outside 
of the vmeyard. 

9 What then will the owner 
of the vmeyard do? he will 
come and destroy those la- 
borers, and give the vineyard 
to others. 

10 Have you not read this 
scnpture, The stone which the 
builders rejected, the same 
became the corner-stone? 

Cf. dtf verses 33 - 4-<5 
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11 This was from the Lord, 
and it is a wonder in our 
eyes. 

12 % They wanted to seize 
him, but they were afraid of 
the people; for they knew 
that he spoke this parable 
against them; and they left 
him and went away. 

13 % And they sent to him 
some men of the scribes and 
of the Herodians, that they 
might trap him by a word. 

14 They came and asked 
him, Master, we know that 
you are true, and you do not 
favor any man; for you are 
impartial, and you teach the 
way of God in truth. Is it 
lawful to give head-tax to 
Caesar or not? 

15 Shall we give or shall we 
not give? But he knew their 
scheme, and said to them, 
Why do you tempt me? 
Bring me a penny, that I 
may see it. 

16 And they brought it to 
him. He said to them. Whose 
IS this image and inscnption? 
They said, Caesar’s, 

17 Jesus said to them, Give 
to Caesar what is Caesar’s, 
and to God what is God’s. 
And they were amazed at 
him. 

18 Then the Sadducees 
came to him, those who say 
there is no resurrection; and 
they asked him, saying, 

Cf dif verses 13 - 14 - 15 - 25-27 
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19 Teacher, Moses wrote 
to us, that if a man’s brother 
die, and leave a wife, and 
leave no children, his brother 
should take his wife, and 
raise up offsprmg for his 
brother. 

20 Now there were seven 
brothers; the first one took 
a wife and died, and left no 
offspring. 

21 Then the second one 
married her, and he died; 
he also left no offspring; and 
likewise the third one. 

22 So all seven of them 
married her, and left no 
offspring. And after them 
all the woman also died. 

23 Therefore at the resur- 
rection, whose wife will she 
be? for aU seven had married 
her. 

24 Jesus said to them. Do 
you not err, because you do 
not understand the scrip- 
tures, nor the power of God? 

25 For when they rise from 
the dead, they neither marry 
women, noi are women given 
in marriage to men; but they 
are like the angels in heaven. 

26 Now concerning the ris- 
ing of the dead, have you not 
read in the book of Moses, 
how God said to him from 
the bush, I am the God of 
Abraham and the God of 
Isaac and the God of Jacob? 

27 And yet he was not the 
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God of the dead, hut of the 
hving. You therefore greatly 
err. 

28 And one of the scribes 
came near and heard them 
debating, and he saw that he 
gave them a good answer. So 
he asked him, Which is the 
first commandment of all? 

29 Jesus said to him, The 
first of all commandments is. 
Hear, O Israel, the Lord our 
God is one Lord; 

30 And you must love the 
Lord yotu God with all your 
heart, and with all your soul, 
and with aU your mind, and 
with all your power; this is 
the first commandment. 

31 And the second is like 
to it, You must love your 
neighbor as yourself. There 
is no other commandment 
greater than these. 

32 The scribe said to him. 
Well, teacher, you have said 
the truth, that he is one, and 
there is no other beside him; 

33 And that a man should 
love him with all the heart, 
and with all the mind, and 
with aU the soul, and with all 
the power, and love his 
neighbor as himself; this is 
far more important than all 
burnt offerings and sacrifices. 

34 When Jesus saw that he 
replied wisely, he answered 
and said to him, You are not 
far from the kingdom of God. 
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And no man dared again to 
question him. 

35 ^ And Jesus answered 
and said, as he taught in the 
temple; How do the scribes 
say, that Christ is the son of 
David? 

36 For David himself said 
through the Holy Spirit, The 
Lord said to my Lord, Sit on 
my right hand, until I put 
your enemies a stool tmder 
your feet. 

37 Now therefore David 
himself calls him my Lord, 
and how can he be his son? 
And all the people heard him 
with pleasure. 

38 *!f And in his teaching he 
gaid to them. Beware of the 
scribes, who like to walk in 
long robes, and love to be 
saluted in the streets, 

39 And the front seats in 
the synagogues, and the head 
places at banquets; 

40 Those who embezzle the 
property of widows, with the 
pretense of making long 
prayers. They shall receive 
greater judgment. 

41 f And when Jesus sat 
towards the treasury, he 
watched how the people cast 
their alms into the treasury; 
and many rich men were 
casting a great deaL 

42 And there came a poor 
widow, and she cast in two 
coins, which are farthings. 

Cf. dif verses 28 - 32 - 36 - 37 - 38 - 40-41 
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43 And Jesus called his dis- 
ciples, and said to them, 
Truly I say to you, that this 
poor widow has cast in the 
treasury more than ail the 
men who are casting; 

44 For all of them cast of 
their abundance; but she of 
her poverty cast everything 
she had, even all of her 
possessions. 

CHAPTER 13 

W HEN Jesus went out 
of the temple, one of 
his disciples said to him, 
Teacher, behold, look at 
those stones and those build- 
ings. 

2 Jesus said to him, Do you 
see these great buildings? 
Not a stone shall be left 
here upon another stone, 
which shall not be tom down. 
3 ^ While Jesus sat on the 
Mount of Olives, towards the 
temple, Peter and James and 
John and Andrew asked him 
alone, 

4 Tell us when these things 
will happen, and what is the 
sign when all these things 
are about to be fulfilled? 

5 Then Jesus began to tell 
them ; Be careful that no man 
deceive you. 

6 For many will come in my 
name, and say, I am he ; and 
they will deceive many. 

7 And when you hear of

wars and rumors of revolu- 
tions, do not be afraid; for 
this IS bound to happen, but 
the end is not yet. 

8 For nation will rise against 
nation, and kmgdom against 
kingdom; and there wiE be 
earthquakes in different 
places, and there will be 
famines and uprisings. These 
thmgs are just the beginning 
of travail. 

9 Look out for yourselves; 
for they wUl dehver you to 
ithe judges, and they will 
scourge you in their syna- 
gogues; and you will stand 
before kings and governors 
for my sake, and as a testi- 
mony to them. 

10 But my gospel must first 
be preached among all na- 
tions. 

11 When they bring you up 
to dehver you, do not worry 
beforehand what you will 
speak; and do not think of 
anything except what is 
given you in that very hour; 
speak that; for it is not you 
that speak, but the Holy 
Spirit. 

12 A brother will deliver his 
brother to death, and a fa- 
ther his son ; and the children 
will rise up against their pa- 
rents, and put them to death. 

13 And you will be hated 
by all men because of my 
name; but he who has pa- 
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tience to the end, will be 
saved. 

14 But when you see the 
sign of the refuse of desola- 
tion, as spoken by the prophet 
Daniel, accumulating where it 
should not be, whoever reads 
can understand it. Then let 
those who are in Judaea flee 
to the mountain; 

15 And he who is on the 
roof, let him not come down, 
and not enter to take any- 
thing out of his house ; 

16 And he who is in the 
field, let him not return back 
to take his clothes. 

17 But woe to those who are 
with child, and to those who 
give suck in those days! 

18 Pray that your flight may 
not be in winter. 

19 For m those days there 
will be suffering, such as has 
never been from the begm- 
ning of the creation, which 
God created until now, and 
never will be again. 

20 And if the Lord had not 
shortened those days, no 
flesh would live; but for the 
sake of the chosen ones, 
which he chose, he shortened 
those days. 

21 Then if any man should 
say to you, Behold, here is 
the Christ; or, behold, there; 
do not believe it. 

22 For there will rise false 
Christs, and lying prophets, 
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The destruction of Jerusalem 

and they will show signs and 
wonders, and mislead, if pos- 
sible, even the chosen ones. 

23 But you be careful; be- 
hold, I have told you every- 
thing in advance. 

24 If But in those days, after 
that suffering, the sun will be 
darkened, and the moon will 
not give her light, 

25 And the stars will fall 
down from the sky, and the 
powers of the umverse will 
be shaken. 

26 Then they will see the 
Son of man commg in the 
clouds, with a great army and 
with glory. 

27 Then he will send his 
angels, and gather his chosen 
ones from the four winds, 
from the utmost part of the 
earth to the utmost part of 
heaven. 

28 From the fig tree learn a 
parable. When its branches 
become tender and bring 
forth leaves, you know that 
summer is commg. 

29 So even you, when you 
see all these things happen, 
understand that it is near the 
door. 

30 Truly I say to you that 
tins generation will not pass 
away, until all these things 
happen. 

31 Heaven and earth will 
pass away, but my words 
shall not pass away. 

C/ dif verses 14-22-23-25 
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32 But concerning that day 
and that hour, no man knows, 
not even the angels of heav- 
en, neither the Son, except 
the Father, 

33 Look out, be alert and 
pray; for you do not know 
when the time is. 

34 It IS just like a man who 
went on a journey, and left 
his house, and gave authority 
to his servants, and to each 
man his work, and he com- 
manded the porter to keep 
awake. 

35 Be alert therefore, for 
you do not know when the 
owner of the house will come, 
in the evenmg, or at mid- 
night, or at the cock-crow, or 
in the morning. 

36 He might come suddenly, 
and find you asleep. 

37 What I say to you I say 
to aU of you, Be alert. 

CHAPTER 14 

AFTER two days, the 
passover of unleavened 
bread was to come; and the 
high priests and the scribes 
were seekmg how to seize 
him by craft and kill him. 

2 And they said, Not during 
the feast, for it may cause a 
riot among the people. 

3 11 When he was in Beth- 
any, in the house of Simon 
the leper, while he reclined, 
there came a woman who

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had with her an alabaster 
vessel of perfume of pure 
nard, of good quality and 
very expensive; and she 
opened it, and poured it 
upon the head of Jesus. 

4 But there were some men 
of the disciples who were 
displeased within themselves, 
and said, Why was this per- 
fume wasted? 

5 For it could have been sold 
for more than three hundred 
pennies and given to the poor. 
So they annoyed her. 

6 Jesus said, Leave her 
alone; why do you trouble 
her? she has done a good 
work to me. 

7 For you always have the 
poor with you, and when you 
wish, you can do good to 
them; but I am not always 
with you. 

8 But this one has done it 
with what she had ; she 
anomted my body in advance 
as for the bunal. 

9 And truly I say to you, 
"^^erever this my gospel is 
preached throughout the 
world, what she has done 
wih also be told as a me- 
morial to her. 

10 ^ Then Judas of Iscariot, 
one of the twelve, went to 
the high priests, to deliver 
Jesus to them. 

1 1 When they heard it, they 
were glad, and promised to 
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give him money. So he 
sought an opportunity to de- 
liver him. 

12 ^ On the first day of un- 
leavened bread, on which the 
Jews sacrifice the passover, 
his disciples said to him, 
Where do you wish that we 
go and prepare the passover 
for you to eat? 

13 And he sent two of his 
disciples, and said to them. 
Go to the city, and behold 
you win meet a man carrying 
a vessel of water; foUow him. 

14 And wherever he enters, 
say to the owner of the house, 
Our master says, Where is 
the guestchamber, where I 
may eat the passover with my 
disciples? 

15 And he will show you a 
large upper room furnished 
and prepared; there make 
ready for us. 

16 And his disciples went 
out and came to the city, and 
they found just as he had 
told them ; and they prepared 
the passover. 

17 ^ And when it was even- 
ing, he came with his twelve. 

18 And when they were re- 
climng andeating, Jesus said. 
Truly I say to you, One of 
you who eats with me, he 
will betray me. 

19 They began to feel 
troubled, and said to him one 
by one, Why, is it I? 
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The Supper inshtuled 

20 But he said to them, One 
of the twelve who dips with 
me in the dish. 

21 The Son of man will go, 
as it is written of him; but 
woe to the man by whose 
hand the Son of man is be- 
trayed! it would have been 
far better for that man never 
to have been bom. 

22 *\\ While they were eat- 
mg, Jesus took bread, and 
blessed it, and he broke it, 
and gave it to them, and he 
said to them. Take it; this is 
my body. 

23 And he took the cup, and 
gave thanks, and he blessed 
it, and gave it to them, and 
they all drank of it. 

24 And he said to them. 
This is my blood of the new 
covenant, which is shed for 
the sake of many. 

25 Tmly I say to you, I shall 
not drink again of the fmit 
of the vine, until that day 
m which I drink it new in the 
kingdom of God. 

26 II And they oflfered praise, 
and went out to the Mount of 
Ohves. 

27 Then Jesus said to them, 
All of you will deny me this 
night; for it is written, I will 
smite the shepherd, and his 
sheep will scatter. 

28 But when I am risen, I 
will be in Galilee before 
you. 
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The agony %n Gethsemane 

29 Peter said to him, Even 
if all of them should deny 
you, but not I. 

30 Jesus said to him, Truly 
I say to you, that you, today, 
in this night, before the cock 
crows twice, will deny me 
three times. 

31 But he kept telling him 
still more, Even if I must die 
with you, I will never deny 
you, O my Lord. AH the 
disciples said also, like him. 

32 % And they came to a 
place, which is called Geth- 
semane; and he said to his 
disciples, Sit down here, 
while I pray. 

33 And he took with him 
Peter and James and John, 
and he began to be sorrowful 
and oppressed. 

34 And he said to them. My 
soul is sorrowful even to 
death; wait for me and keep 
awake. 

35 And he went a little 
aside, and fell on the ground, 
and prayed, that if it were 
possible, the hour might pass 
away from him. 

36 And he said, Abba, Ave, 
O Father, my Father, you can 
do everything; make this cup 
pass away from me; but not 
according to my will, but 
yours. 

37 And he came and found 
them sleeping, and he said 
to Peter, Simon, are you 
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sleeping? could you not keep 
awake even for one hour? 

38 Awake and pray, that you 
may not enter into tempta- 
tion; the spirit indeed is 
willing and ready, but the 
body is weak. 

39 He went away again and 
prayed, and he said the same 
word. 

40 And he returned again, 
and came and found them 
sleeping, because their eyes 
were heavy ; and they did not 
know what to say to him. 

41 Then he came the third 
time, and said to them, From 
now on sleep and get rest; 
the end has arrived and the 
hour has come; and behold, 
the Son of man will be de- 
livered into the hands of 
sinners. 

42 Arise, let us go; behold, 
he who is to deliver me is 
near. 

43 While he was speak- 
ing, Judas of Iscariot, one of 
the twelve, came and many 
people, with swords and 
staves, from the high priests 
and the scribes and the 
elders. 

44 And the traitor who was 
to do the delivering gave 
them a sign, and he said, He 
whom I Mss, it is he; seize 
him carefully, and take him 
away. 

45 And immediately he

drew near and said to him, 
My teacher, my teacher, and 
he kissed him. 

46 And they laid hands on 
him and arrested him. 

47 But one of those who 
stood by drew a sword, and 
struck it at the servant of the 
high priest, and cut off his 
ear. 

48 And Jesus answered and 
said to them. Have you come 
out against me as agamst 
a bandit, with swords and 
staves to arrest me? 

49 1 was with you every day 
teaching m the temple, and 
you did not arrest me; but 
this has happened so that the 
scriptures might be fulfilled. 

50 Then his disciples left 
him and fled. 

51 And a young man was 
following him, naked, with a 
lorn cloth around him; and 
they seized him. 

52 But he left the loin cloth, 
and fled naked. 

53 ^ And they took Jesus to 
Caiaphas the high priest; and 
there gathered to him all the 
high priests and the scribes 
and the elders. 

54 But Simon followed him 
afar off, up to the courtyard 
of the high priest; and he sat 
with the servants, warming 
himself before the fire. 

55 The high priests and the 
whole council were seekmg 
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Jesus before Cataphas 

testimony against Jesus so 
that they might put him to 
death; but they could not 
find it. 

56 For even though many 
testified against him, their 
testimonies were not worthy. 

57 Then some men, who 
were false witnesses, stood 
up against him, and said, 

58 We heard him say, I will 
tear down this temple which 
is made with hands, and m 
three days I will build an- 
other which is not made with 
hands.

61 But Jesus was silent, and 
made no answer. Again the 
high priest asked him, and 
said. Are you the Christ, the 
Son of the Blessed One? 

62 Jesus said to him, I am; 
and you will see the Son of 
man sitting at the right hand 
of power, and coming upon 
I the clouds of the sky. 

63 Then the high priest tore 
his robe, and said. Why 
therefore do we need wit- 
nesses? 

64 Behold, you have heard 
blasphemy from his own 
mouth; what do you think? 

Cf dtf verses 51-56-57-"S9-63-64 
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And they all decided that he 
is guilty of death, 

65 Then some of the men 
began to spit on his face, and 
to cover his face, and to 
strike him on his head, say- 
mg, Prophesy; and the sol- 
diers smote him on his 
cheeks. 

66 And when Simon was 
below in the courtyard, there 
came a young maidservant 
of the high pnest; 

67 And she saw him warm- 
ing himself, and looked at 
him, and said to him, You 
also were with Jesus the 
Nazarene. 

68 But he denied it and 
said, I do not understand 
what you are saying. Then 
he went out to the porch, and 
the cock crowed. 

69 And the same young 
maid saw him, and began to 
say to those who stood by. 
This one also is one of 
them. 

70 But he denied it again. 
And a little later, those who 
stood by said to Peter, Truly 
you are one of them, for you 
also are a Galilean, and even 
your speech is like theirs. 

71 And he began to curse 
and to swear, I do not know 
this man of whom you speak. 

72 At that very hour the 
cock crowed the second time. 
And Simon remembered the

word that Jesus said to him, 
Before the cock crows twice 
you will deny me thrice. 
And then he began to weep. 

CHAPTER 15 

A nd immediately in the 
L morning the high priests 
took counsel together with 
the elders and the scribes 
and with the whole council;

CHAPTER 1 

S INCE many have desired 
to have in writing the 
story of those works, with 
which we are familiar; 

2 According to what was 
handed down to us by those 
who from the beginning were 
eyewitnesses and ministers 
of that very word; 

3 And since these were seen 
by me also because I was 
near and considered them 
all very carefully, I will there- 
fore write to you everything 
in its order, most honorable 
Theophilus, 

4 So that you may know the 
truth of the words, by which 
you were made a convert. 

5 H There was in the days 
of Herod, king of Judaea, a 
priest whose name was Zach- 
arias, of the order of ministry 
of the house of Abijah; and 
his wife was of the daughters 
of Aaron, and her name was 
Elizabeth.

16 U And he came to Naza- 
reth, where he had been 
brought up; and he entered 
the synagogue on the sab- 
bath ^y, as was the custom, 
and he stood up to read. 

17 And the book of the 
prophet Isaiah was given to 
him. And Jesus opened the 
book, and found the place 
where it is written, 

18 The Spirit of the Lord is 
upon me; because of this he 
has anointed me, to preach 
good tidings to the poor; and 
he has sent me to heal the 
broken-hearted, and to pro- 
claim release to the captives, 
and sight to the blind; to 
strengthen with forgiveness 
those who are bruised, 

19 And to preach the ac- 
ceptable year of the Lord. 

20 And he rolled up the 
scroll and gave it to the at- 
tendant, and went and sat 
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down. And the eyes of all 
who were in the S3magogue 
were fixed on him. 

21 And he began to say to 
them, To-day this scripture 
is fulfilled in your ears. 

22 And all testified to him, 
and were amazed by the 
words of grace which came 
out of his mouth. And they 
said. Is not this man the son 
of Joseph? 

23 Jesus said to them, You 
might probably tell me this 
proverb, “Physician, heal 
yourself”; and ali that we 
heard you did in Capernaum, 
do also here in your own city. 

24 Then he said, Truly I 
say to you, Wo prophet is 
acceptable in his own city. 

25 For truly I say to you, 
There were many widows in 
Israel in the days of the 
prophet Elijah, when the 
heaven was closed for three 
years and six months, and 
there was a great famine 
throughout the land ; 

26 Yet Elijah was not sent 
to one of them, but to Zare- 
phath of Sidon, to a vridow. 

27 And there were many 

lepers in Israel in the days 
of the prophet Elisha, and 
yet not one of them was 
cleansed, except Naaman the 
Syrian. ^ 

28 When those who were in 
the synagogue heard these 

C/, dif, verses 23~24r-29'”33-34 
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things, they were all filled 
with anger. 

29 And they rose up, ^d 
took him outside the city, 
and brought him to the brow 
of the mountain, on which 
their city was built, that they 
might throw him down from 
a chff. 

30 But he passed through 
the midst of them and went 
away. 

31 H And he went down to 
Capernaum, a city of Gali- 
lee, and he taught them on 
the sabbaths. 

32 And they were aston- 
ished at his teaching; be- 
cause his word had power. 

33 And there was in the 
synagogue a man who had 
an imclean, demonic spirit, 
and he cried in a loud voice, 

34 And said. Leave me 
alone, what have we in 
common, O Jesus the Naza- 
rene? have you come to de- 
stroy us? I know who you 
are, “Holy One of God!” 

35 And Jesus rebuked him, 
and said. Keep quiet, and 
come out of him. The de- 
mon threw him in the midst, 
and went out of him, and did 
him no harm. 

36 And every man was 
seized with amazement, and 
spoke among themselves, 
saying. What kind of word 
is this, that he commands 
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unclean spirits with author- 
ity and power, and they go 
out! 

37 And the fame about him 
went out through all the 
country around them. 

38 ^ And when Jesus went 
out of the synagogue, he en- 
tered the house of Simon. 
And Simon’s mother-in-law 
was suffering with a severe 
fever ; and they besought him 
for her. 

39 And he stood by her, and 
rebuked the fever, and it left 
her; and she rose up imme- 
diately and ministered to 
them. 

40 H When the sun was 
setting, all who had sick 
people suffering from divers 
diseases brought them to 
him; and he laid his hand on 
each one of them, and healed 
them. 

41 Demons also came out 
of many, who cried out say- 
ing, You are the Christ, the 
Son of God. And he re- 
buked them, and he would 
not allow them to speak; 
that they might not know 
that he is the Christ. 

42 And in the morning, he 
came out and went to a 
desert place ; and the people 
were looking for hun, and 
came where he was; and 
they held him so that he 
might not leave them. I 
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43 But Jesus said to them, 
I must preach the kingdom 
of God in other cities also; 
because I was sent for this. 

44 And he preached in the 
synagogues of Galilee. 

CHAPTER 5 

I T came to pass when the 
people gathered around 
him to hear the word of God, 
he stood on the shore of the 
lake of Gennesaret. 

2 And he saw two boats 
standing by the lake ; but the 
fishermen had got out of 
them, and were washing 
their nets. 

3 One of them belonged to 
Sunon Peter; so Jesus went 
up and sat in it, and he asked 
to row it a little way from the 
shore to the water. And he 
sat and taught the people 
from the boat. 

4 When he was through 
speaking, he said to Simon, 
Row out to the deep, and 
cast your net for a catch. 

5 Simon answered and said 
to him. Teacher, we have 
toiled aU mght, and have 
caught nothing; but just be- 
cause of your word, I will 
cast the net. 

6 And when they had done 
this, they inclosed a great 
many fish ; and their net was 
breaking. 

7 So they signalled to their 
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partners in the other boat, to 
come and help them. And 
when they came, they Med 
both the boats, till they were 
almost sinking. 

8 When Simon Peter saw 
it, he fell at the feet of Jesus, 
and said to him, I beg you, 
my Lord, leave me alone, for 
I am a sinful man. 

9 For he was amazed, and 
ah who were with him, be- 
cause of the catch of fish 
which they took. 

10 So also was it with 
James and John, sons of 
Zebedee, who were partners 
with Simon. But Jesus said 
to Simon, Do not be afraid; 
from henceforth you will be 
catchmg men for life. 

11 And they brought the 
boats to land, and left every- 
thing, and followed him. 

12 ^ When Jesus was in one 
of the cities, there came a 
man who was covered with 
leprosy; and he saw Jesus 
and fell on his face, and be- 
sought him, and said, My 
Lord, if you will, you can 
cleanse me. 

13 And Jesus stretched out 
his hand and touched him, 
and said to hhn, I will, be 
clean; and immediately his 
leprosy left him. 

14 And he charged him not 
to teU any man; but go and 
show yourself to the priests, 
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and make an offering for 
your cleansing, as Moses 
commanded, for a testimony 
to them. 

15 ^ And the fame concern- 
ing him went out the more; 
and many people gathered 
to hear him, and to be healed 
of their diseases. 

16 But he departed into the 
wilderness, and prayed. 

17 It came to pass on one 
of the days when Jesus was 
teaching, the Phansees and 
the teachers of the law were 
sitting, who had come from 
every town of GaHlee and 
Judaea and Jerusalem. And 
the power of God was present 
to heal them. 

18 And some men brought 
a paralytic on a quilt-bed; 
and they wanted to go in 
and lay him before him. 

19 And when they found 
they were not able to carry 
him in, because of many 
people, they went up on the 
roof, and they lowered him 
down on his quilt-bed from 
the ceiling into the midst 
before Jesus. 

20 When Jesus saw their 
faith, he said to the para- 
l3rtic, Man, your sins are 
forgiven. 

21 And the scribes and the 
Pharisees began to reason 
saying. Who is this man who 
taUrs blasphemy? Who can 
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forgive sins, except God 
only? [ 

22 But Jesus knew their 
thoughts, and he answered 
and said to them, What do 
you reason in your heart? 

23 Which is easier to say. 
Your sms are forgiven, or 
just to say, Arise and walk? 

24 But that you may know 
that the Son of man has au- 
thority on earth to forgive 
sins, he said to the paral5rtic, 
I tell you. Arise, take up your 
quilt-bed and go to your 
home, 

25 And immediately he rose 
up before their eyes, and he 
took his quilt-bed and went 
to his house, praising God. 

26 And every man was 
seized with amazement, and 
they praised God, and were 
filled with fear, saying, To- 
day we have seen wonders. 

27 ^ After these things, 
Jesus went out and saw a 
pubhcan named Levi, sitting 
at the custom house ; and he 
said to him. Follow me. 

28 So he left everything, and 
rose up, and went after him. 

29 And Levi gave him a 
great reception in his house ; 
and there was a large gather- 
ing of publicans and others, 
who were guests with them. 

30 And the scribes and the 
Pharisees murmured and 
said to his disciples, Why 
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do you eat and drink with 
publicans and sinners? 

31 And Jesus answered and 
said to them, A physician is 
not needed for those who are 
well, but for those who are 
senously sick. 

32 I have not come to call 
the righteous, but the siimers 
to repentance. 

33 f They said to him, Why 
do the disciples of John al- 
ways fast and pray, and also 
those of the Pharisees; but 
yours eat and drink? 

34 He said to them, You 
cannot make the sons of the 
wedding feast fast, so long 
as the bridegroom is with 
them. 

35 But the days will come, 
when the bridegroom is taken 
from them, then they will 
fast in those days. 

36 And he told them a 
parable. No man cuts a 
piece of cloth from a new 
garment and puts it on a 
worn out garment; so that 
he may not cut the new, and 
the new piece will not blend 
with the old. 

37 No man pours new wine 
into worn out skms; else the 
new wine wiU rend the skms, 
and the wine will run out, 
and the skins will be ruined. 

38 But they pour new wine 
into new skms, and both are 
weU preserved. 

Cf dif verses 26 - 29 - 34 - 36-37 
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The Lord of the sabbath, 

39 And no man drinks old 
wine, and immediately wants 
new wine; for he says, The 
old is dehcious. 

CHAPTER 6 

I T came to pass on the 
sabbath, as Jesus walked 
through the wheat fields, 
his disciples plucked ears of 
wheat, and rubbed them m 
their hands and did eat. 

2 But some of the men of 
the Pharisees said to them, 
Why are you domg what is 
unlawful to do on the sab- 
bath? 

3 Jesus answered and said 
to them. Have you not read I 
this, what David did when' 
he and those who were with | 
him were hungry? 

4 He entered into the house 
of God, and took the bread ! 
that was on the table of the 
Lord and did eat it, and he 
gave it to those who were 
with him; that which was 
unlawful to eat but only for 
the priests. 

5 And he said to them. The 
Son of man is Lord of the 
sabbath. 

6 If And it came to pass 
on another sabbath, he en- 
tered into the synagogue and 
taught; and there was there 
a man whose right hand was 
withered. 

7 And the scribes and the

Pharisees watched him, to 
see if he would heal on the 
sabbath, so that they might 
find an accusation against 
him. 

8 But he knew their 
thoughts, and said to the 
man whose hand was with- 
ered, Rise up and come to 
the center of the S5magogue. 
And when he came and stood 
up, 

9 Jesus said to them, I will 
ask you. What is lawful to do 
on the sabbath, that which is 
good or that which is bad? to 
save a life or to destroy it? 

10 And he looked at all of 
them, and said to him, 
Stretch out your hand. And 
he stretched it out; and his 
hand was restored like the 
other. 

11 But they were filled with 
bitterness ; and discussed with 
each other what to do with 
Jesus. 

12 ^ It happened in those 
days, Jesus went out to a 
moimtain to pray, and he re- 
mained all night in prayer to 
God. 

13 And at daybreak, he 
called his disciples; and he 
chose twelve from them, 
whom he called apostles; 

14 Simon who is called 
Peter, and Andrew his broth- 
er, and James and John, and 
Phihp and Bartholomew, 
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15 And Matthew and Thom- 
as, and James the son of 
Alphaeus and Simon who is 
called the Zealot, 

16 And Judas the son of 
Janies, and Judas of Iscariot, 
who became the traitor. 

17 % And Jesus went down 
with them and stood up in 
the plain; and a large group 
of his disciples, and a large 
crowd of people, from 5 ll 
over Judaea, and from Jeru- 
salem, and from the sea 
coast of Tyre and Sidon, who 
had come to hear his word, 
and to be healed of their 
diseases; 

18 And those who were suf- 
fering from unclean spirits, 
were healed. 

19 And all the people wanted 
to touch him; because power 
proceeded from him, and he 
healed them all. 

20 II And he lifted up his 
eyes on his disciples and said. 
Blessed are you poor, for the 
kingdom of God is yours. 

21 Blessed are you who 
hunger now, for you shall be 
filled. Blessed are you who 
weep now, for you shall 
laugh. 

22 Blessed are you, when 
men hate you, and discrim- 
inate agamst you, and re- 
proach you, and publish your 
names as bad, for the sake 
of the Son of man. 


23 Be glad and rejoice in 
that day, for your reward is 
increased in heaven; for 
their fathers did the same to 
the prophets. 

24 But woe to you, rich men! 
for you have already received 
your comforts. 

25 Woe to you who are full! 
for you will hunger. Woe to 
you who laugh now! for you 
wiU weep and mourn. 

26 Woe to you when men 
speak well of you! for so did 
their fathers to the false 
prophets. 

27 But I say to you who 
hear. Love your enemies, and 
do good to those who hate 
you, 

28 And bless those who 
curse you, and pray for 
those who compel you to 
carry burdens. 

29 And he who strikes you 
on your cheek, offer him the 
other; and he who takes 
away your robe, do not refuse 
your shirt also. 

30 Give to every one who 
asks you; and from him who 
takes away what is yours, do 
not demand it back again. 

31 Just as you want men to 
do to you, do also to them 
likewise. 

32 For if you love those who 
love you, what is your favor? 
for even sinners love those 
who love them. 

Cf dif verses 16 - 22 - 28 - 29 - 30-32 
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33 And if you do good only 
to those who do good to you, 
what IS your favor? for sin- 
ners also do the same. 

34 And if you lend only to 
him from whom you expect 
to be paid back, what is your 
favor? for sinners also lend 
to sinners, to be paid back 
likewise, 

35 But love your enemies, 
and do good to them, and 
lend, and do not cut off any 
man’s hope; so your reward 
will increase, and you will 
become sons of the Highest; 
for he is gracious to the 
wicked and the cruel. 

36 Be therefore merciful, as 
your Father also is merciful. 

37 Judge not, and you will 
not be judged; condemn not, 
and you will not be con- 
demned; forgive, and you 
will be forgiven. 

38 Give, and it wih be given 
to you; good measure shaken 
up and running over, they 
will pour into your robe.i For 
with the measure that you 
measure, it wiU be measured 
to you. 

39 And he told them a par- 
aWe, Can a blind man take 
care of a blind man? will they 
not both fall in a pit? 

40 There is no disciple who 
is more important than his 
teacher; for every man who 


St. LUKE, 6. 

is weU developed will be like 
his teacher. 

41 Why do you see the 
splinter in your brother’s 
eye, and do not see the 
beam in your own eye? 

42 Or how can you say to 
your brother, My brother, 
let me take out the splinter 
from your eye, when behold, 
you do not see the beam in 
your own eye? O hypocrites, 
jSbrst take out the beam from 
your own eye, and then you 
will see clearly to take out 
the splmter from your broth- 
er’s eye. 

43 There is no good tree 
that bears bad fruits, nor a 
bad tree that bears good 
fruits. 

44 For every tree is known 
by its own fruits. For they 
do not gather figs from this- 
tles, nor gather grapes from a 
bramble bush. 

45 A good man brings out 
good things from the good 
treasure of his heart; and a 
bad man from the bad treas- 
ure of his heart brings out 
bad things; for from the 
abundance of the heart the 
hps speak. 

46 Why do you call me, My 
Lord, my Lord, and do not do 
what I say? 

47 Every man who comes to 
me and hears my words and 


^Easterners carry wheat from house to house in the folds of their robes. 
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does them, I will show you 
what he is like. 

48 He is like a man who 
built a house, and dug deep, 
and laid its foundations upon 
the rock; and when the flood 
came, the flood beat upon 
that house, and could not 
shake it; for its foundation 
was laid upon a rock. 

49 And he who hears and 
does not, is like a man who 
built his house on the earth 
without a foundation; and 
when the nver beat against 
it, it fell immediately, and the 
fall of that house was great 

CHAPTER 7 

1 \ THEN he had finished all 
VV of these words, in the 
hearing of the people, Jesus 
entered Capernaum. 

2 Now the servant of a cen- 
turion was seriously sick, 
who was very dear to him; 
and he was near death. 

3 And when he heard about 
Jesus, he sent to him Jewish 
elders, and besought hun to 
come and heal his servant. 

4 When they came to Jesus, 
they begged him earnestly, 
saying, He is worthy to have 
this done for him; 

5 For he loves our people, 
and has even built us a syna- 
gogue. 

6 Jesus went with them. 
And when he was not far 


from the house, the centu- 
rion sent some of his friends 
to him, and said. My Lord, do 
not trouble yourself ; for I am 
not worthy that you should 
enter under my roof ; 

7 That is why I was not 
worthy to come to you; but 
just say a word and my boy 
will be healed. 

8 For I am also a man 
in government service, and 
there are soldiers under my 
command; and I say to this 
one. Go, and he goes ; and to 
another, Come, and he comes ; 
and to my servant. Do this, 
and he does it. 

9 When Jesus heard these 
things, he was amazed at 
him, and he turned and said 
to the people who followed 
him, I say to you, not even in 
Israel have I found such 
faith as this. 

10 So those who were sent 
returned to the house, and 
found the servant who was 
sick, healed. 

11 ^ And it came to pass on 
the next day, he was going to 
a city called Nain; and his 
disciples were with him, and 
many people. 

12 And when they came 
near the gate of the city, he 
saw a dead man bemg car- 
ried out, who was the only 
son of his mother, and his 
mother was a widow; and 

C/ dif verses 48-4-7-8-11 
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many people of the city were 
with her. 

13 When Jesus saw her, he 
had compassion on her, and 
said to her, Weep not. 

i4Thenhe wentand touched 
the bier, and those who car- 
ried it stood still. And he 
said. Young man, I tell you, 
Arise. 

15 And the dead man sat up, 
and began to speak. And he 
gave him to his mother. 

16 And all men were seized 
with fear; and they praised 
God, saying, A great prophet 
is risen among us; and, God 
has visited his people. 

17 And this word about him 
went out through all Judaea, 
and through the country 
around them. 

18 And John’s disciples 
told him all these things. 

19 So John called two of his 
disciples, and sent them to 
Jesus, and said. Are you the 
one who is to come? or are 
we to expect another one? 

20 And they came to Jesus 
and said to him, John the 
Baptist has sent us to you, 
saying. Are you the one who 
is to come? or are we to ex- 
pect another one? 

21 In that very hour, he 
healed a great many of their 
diseases and plagues, and of 
evil spirits ; and he gave sight 
to many blmd men. 

Cf dif verses 22 - 23 - 25-26 


22 So Jesus answered and 
said to them. Go and tell 
John everything that you 
have seen and heard; that 
the bhnd see, and the lame 
walk, and the lepers are 
cleansed, and the deaf hear, 
and the dead rise up, and the 
poor are given hope. 

23 And blessed is he, who 
does not stumble on account 
of me. 

24 If When John’s disciples 
had gone, Jesus began to 
speak to the people concern- 
ing John, What did you go 
out to the wilderness to see? 
A reed which is shaken by 
the wind? 

25 If not so, what did you go 
out to see? A man dressed in 
fine clothes? Behold, those 
who wear fine clothes and 
live delicately, are in kings’ 
houses. 

26 And if not so, what did 
you go out to see? A prophet? 
Yes, I say to you, and much 
more than a prophet. 

27 This is he of whom it is 
written. Behold, I send my 
messenger before your face, 
to prepare the way before you. 

28 1 say to you, that there is 
no prophet among those who 
are bom of women, who is 
greater than John the Bap- 
tist; and yet even the least 
person m the kingdom of God 
is greater than he. 
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29 And all the people who 
heard it, even the publicans, 
justified themselves before 
God, for they were baptized 
with the baptism of John. 

30 But the Pharisees and 
the scnbes suppressed the 
wiE of God in themselves, 
because they were not bap- 
tized by him. 

31 f To whom, therefore, 
shall I liken the men of this 
generation? and to what are 
they like? 

32 They are like boys who 
sit in the street, and call to 
their friends and say. We 
have sung to you but you did 
not dance; and we have 
wailed to you and you did 
not weep. 

33 For John the Baptist 
came, neither eating bread 
nor drinking wme; and you 
say, He is insane. 

34 The Son of man came, 
eating and drinking ; and you 
say. Behold, a glutton and a 
winebibber, and a friend of 
publicans and sinners! 

33 And yet wisdom is justi- 
fied by ah its works. 

36 II Then one of the Phar- 
isees came and asked him 
to eat with him. And he 
entered the house of that 
Pharisee and reclined as a 
guest. 

37 Now there was in that 
city a woman who was a sin- 
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ner ; and when she knew that 
he was a guest m the Phar- 
isee’s house, she took an ala- 
baster cruse of perfume, 

38 And she stood behind 
him at his feet, weeping, and 
she began to wet his feet 
with her tears, anfi to wipe 
them with the hair of her 
head, and she kissed his feet, 
and anointed them with per- 
fume. 

39 When the Pharisee who 
had invited him saw it, he 
reasoned in himself and said. 
If this man were a prophet, 
he would have known who 
she was and her reputation; 
for the woman who has 
touched him is a sinner. 

40 Jesus answered and said 
to him, Simon, I have some- 
thing to tell you. He said 
to him. Say it, teacher. 
Jesus said to him, 

41 There were two men who 
were debtors to a creditor; 
one of them owed him five 
hundred pence, and the other 
one fifty pence. 

43 And because they had 
nothing to pay, he forgave 
them both. Which one of 
them will love him more? 

43 Simon answered and 
said, I thmk the one to whom 
he forgave more. Jesus said 
to him . You have judged 
truly. 

44 And he turned to the 

C/ drS verses 29 - 30 - 32 - 38 - 39-44 
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woman, and said to Simon, 
Do you see this woman? I 
entered your house, you did 
not give me even water for 
my feet; but she has wet my 
feet with her tears, and 
wiped them with her hair. 

45 You did not kiss me ; but 
she, since she entered, has 
not ceased to Mss my feet. 

46 You did not anoint my 
head with oil; but she has 
anointed my feet with per- 
fume. 

47 For this reason, I say to 
you. Her many sins are for- 
given, because she loved 
much; but he to whom little 
IS forgiven, loves little. 

48 And he said to the 
woman. Your sms are for- 
given. 

49 Then the guests began 
to say within themselves, 
Who is this man who for- 
gives even sins? 

50 Jesus said to the woman. 
Your faith has saved you; go 
in peace. 

CHAPTER 8 

A nd it came to pass after 
^ these things, Jesus was 
traveling in cities and vil- 
lages, preaching and giving 
good news of the kmgdom of 
God. And Ms twelve were 
with him, 

2 And the women who were 
healed of diseases and un- 

Cf dif verses 49-2-3-6-8 
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clean spirits, Mary who is 
called of Magdada, from 
whom seven demons went 
out, 

3 And Joanna, the wife of 
Chuza the steward of Herod, 
and Susanna, and many oth- 
ers, who mimstered to them 
of their wealth. 

4 t And when many people 
had gathered, and were com- 
ing to him from all the cities, 
he spoke by parables. 

5 The sower went out to 
sow Ms seed. And when he 
sowed, some fell on the road- 
side; and it was trodden un- 
der foot, and the birds ate it. 

6 Other fell upon the rock; 
and sprung up earher, and 
because it had no moisture, 
it dried up. 

7 And other fell among 
thistles; and the tMstles 
sprung up with it and 
choked it. 

8 And other fell in good 
and fertile ground ; and 
sprung up and bore fruit a 
hundredfold. And when he 
said tMs, he cried out. He 
who has ears to hear, let 
him hear. 

9 1 [ And Ms disciples asked 
hun. What is tMs parable? 

10 He said to them. To you 
it is granted to know the 
mystery of the king dom of 
God; but to the rest it has to 
be said in figures; for while 
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they see, they do not per- 
ceive; and while they hear, 
they do not understand. 

11 t This is the parable. 
The seed is the word of God. 

12 Those on the roadside 
are those who hear the word ; 
and the enemy comes and 
takes away the word from 
their heart, so that they may 
not believe and be saved. 

13 Those on the rock are 
those who when they have 
heard, receive the word with 
joy; and yet they have no 
root, but then beUef is for a 
wMe, and in time of trial 
they stumble. 

14 That which fell among 
the thistles are those who 
hear the word, and then choke 
themselves with worries and 
riches and worldly covetous- 
ness, and bear no fruit. 

15 But that in good soil, 
these are those who hear the 
word with pure and good 
heart, and keep it, and bear 
fruit with patience. 

16 H No man hghts a lamp 
and covers it with a vessel, or 
puts it under the bed; but he 
puts it on the lamp holder, 
that whoever enters sees its 
light. 

17 For there is nothing cov- 
ered which will not be un- 
covered; and nothing hidden 
which will not be known, and 
come to hght. 
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18 Take heed how you hear ; 
for he who has, to him shall 
be given; and he who has 
not, even that which he 
thinks he has shall be taken 
away from him. 

19 1 [ And there came to him 
his mother and his brothers, 
and they were not able to 
speak to him because of the 
crowd. 

20 And they said to him. 
Your mother and your broth- 
ers are standmg outside, and 
they want to see you. 

21 He answered and said to 
them. These are my mother 
and my brothers, those who 
hear the word of God and do it. 

22 If It came to pass on one 
of the days, Jesus went up 
and sat in a boat with his 
disciples; and he said to 
tiiem. Let us cross to the 
other side of the lake.

48 Therefore you are wit- 
nesses, and you approve the 
works of your fathers; for 
they killed them, and yet you 
build their tombs.

50 That the blood of all the 
prophets, which was shed 
since the creation of the 
world, may be avenged on 
this generation;

33 Sell your possessions and 
give them as alms; make for 
yourselves purses which do 
not wear out, and a treasure 
m heaven that does not run 
short, where the thief does 
not come near, and moth 
does not destroy. 

34 For where your treasure 
is, there also will be your 
heart. 

35 If Let your girdle be fast- 
ened on your loins, and your 
lamps lighted. 

36 And be like men who ex- 
pect their master, when he 
will return from the wedding 
house ; so that when he comes 
and knocks, they will imme- 
diately open the door for him. 

37 Blessed are the servants, 
those whom when their 
master comes finds awake; 
truly I say to you, that he will 
gird himself, and make them 
sit down, and come in, and 
serve them. 

38 If he should come in the 
second or the third watch and 
find them so, blessed are 
those servants. 

39 But know this, that if the 
master of the house knew at 
what watch the thief would 
come, he would have kept 
awake, and not allowed Ms 
house to be plundered.

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40 Therefore, you also be 
ready; for the Son of man 
will come in that very hour 
which you do not expect. 

41 H Simon Peter said to 
hhn, Our Lord, do you speak 
this parable to us, or also to 
all men? 

42 Jesus said to him. Who 
is the faithful and wise stew- 
ard, whom his master will 
appoint over Ms household, 
to give supplies in due time? 

43 Blessed is that servant, 
whom when Ms master comes 
will find him so domg. 

44 Truly I say to you, that 
he will appoint Mm over all 
Ms wealth. 

45 But if that servant should 
say in his heart, My master 
has delayed Ms coming; 
and begms to beat the serv- 
ants and maidservants of Ms 
master, and then begins to 
eat and drink and get drunk; 

46 The master of that serv- 
ant will come in a day and 
at an hour that he does not 
expect or know; and he will 
severely punish him, and 
place him with those who are 
not trustworthy. 

47 And the servant who 
knows the wishes of his 
master, and does not make 
ready according to Ms wishes, 
will receive severe beating. 

48 But he who does not 
know, and does what is 
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worthy of punishmeat will 
receive less beating. For 
to whomever more is given, 
of him more will be required ; 
and to whom much is en- 
trusted, more will be re- 
quired of his hand. 

49 1[ I came to set the earth 
on fire; and I wish to do it, 
if it has not already been 
kindled. 

$0 I have a baptism to be 
baptized with; and I am op- 
pressed until it is fulfilled. 

51 Do you think that I have 
come to bring peace on earth? 
I say to you, No, but divi- 
sions ; 

52 For from henceforth 
there will be five in a house, 
who vrill be divided, three 
against two, and two against 
three. 

53 For a father will be di- 
vided against his son, and a 
son against his father; a 
mother against her daughter, 
and a daughter against her 
mother; a mother - in - law 
against her daughter-m-law, 
and a daughter - in - law 
against her mother-in-law. 

54 % And he said to the 
people, When you see a cloud 
nse from the west, you im- 
mediately say, It will rain; 
and it is so. 

55 And when the wind 
blows from the south, you 
say, It will be hot ; and it is so. 
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Oft discerning the times 

56 O you hypocrites, you 
know how to discern the 
face of the earth and of the 
sky; how then is it that you 
do not discern this time? 

57 Why do you not of your- 
selves judge what is right?

59 Truly I say to you, you 
v^ not come out from 
thence, until you pay the last 
penny. 

CHAPTER 13 

AT that time, there came 
some men and told him 
about the Galileans, whose 
blood Pilate had mingled 
with their sacrifices. 

2 And Jesus answered and 
said to them. Do you think 
that those Galileans were 
greater sinners than all the 
Galileans, because this hap- 
pened to them? 

3 No ; but I say to you, that 
all of you also, if you do not 
repent, you will perish in the 
same way. 

4 Or those eighteen, upon 
whom the tower in Siloam 
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fell, and killed them ; do you 
think that they were greater 
simers than all the men who 
hve in Jerusalem? 

5 No, but I say to you, that 
unless you repent, all of you 
wiU pensh like them. 

6 H And he said this par- 
able; A man had a fig tree 
planted m his vineyard; and 
he came and sought fruit on 
it, and he did not find any. 

7 So he said to the laborer. 
Behold, for three years, I 
have been commg and seek- 
ing fruit on this fig tree, and 
found none; cut it down; 
why should it waste the 
ground? 

8 The laborer said to him. 
My Lord, let it remam this 
year also, until I work it and 
fertilize it. 

9 It might bear fruit; and if 
not, then you can cut it down. 

10 H While Jesus was teach- 
ing in one of the S3magogues 
on the sabbath, 

11 There was there a 
woman who was afliicted 
with rheumatism for eigh- 
teen years; and was bent 
down and could never 
straighten herself at all. 

12 Jesus saw her, and called 
her, and said to her. Woman, 
you are loosened from your 
sickness. 

13 And he laid his hand on 
her, and immediately she

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straightened up, and praised 
God. 

14 But the leader of the 
synagogue answered with an- 
ger, because Jesus healed on 
the sabbath; and he said to 
the people, There are six 
days in wbLch men should 
work; in those days you 
ought to come and be healed, 
and not on the sabbath day. 

15 Jesus answered and said 
to him, O hypocrites, does 
not each one of you loosen 
his ox or his ass, from the 
manger, and go with it to 
give it drink? 

16 This one is a daughter of 
Abraham, and behold, the 
adversary has bound her for 
eighteen years; was it not 
necessary for her to be loos- 
ened from this bond on the 
sabbath day? 

17 And when he said these 
things, all who opposed him 
were ashamed; and all the 
people rejoiced over all the 
wonders which were done by 
his hand. 

18 H Jesus said, To what is 
the kingdom of God like? and 
to what shall I hken it? 

19 It is like a grain of mus- 
tard seed, which a man took 
and cast in his garden, and 
it grew and became a large 
tree, and the fowls of the sky 
settled on its branches. 

20 ^ Again Jesus said, To 
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what shall I liken the king- 
dom of God? 

21 It is like the leaven 
which a woman took and 
buried in three measures of 
flour, until it was all leav- 
ened. 

22 % And he journeyed 
through the villages and 
cities, teaching, and going to 
Jerusalem. 

23 A man asked him. Are 
there only a few who are to 
he saved? Jesus said to 
them, 

24 Strive to enter in through 
the narrow door; for I say to 
you, that many will seek to 
enter m, and will not be able. 

25 From the hour when the 
master of the house rises up 
and locks the door, you will 
be standing outside and 
knocking at the door, and 
you will begin to say. Our 
Lord, our Lord, open for us; 
and he will answer and say, 
I say to you, I do not know 
you where you come from. 

26 And you will begin to 
say. We have eaten and 
drank in your presence, and 
you taught m our streets. 

27 And he wiU say to you, I 
do not know you where you 
come from; depart from me, 
O you workers of iniquity. 

28 There will be weeping 
and gnashing of teeth, when 
you see Abraham, and Isaac 
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and Jacob, and all the proph- 
ets m the kmgdom of God, 
to you thrown outside. 

29 And they will come from 
the east and from the west, 
and from the south and from 
the north, and sit down in the 
kingdom of God. 

30 And behold, there are 
some who are last, who will 
be first, and there are some 
who are first who wiU be 
last. 

31 f In that very day, some 
of the men of the Pharisees 
drew near and said to him. 
Get out and go away from 
here; because Herod wants 
to kill you. 

32 Jesus said to them. Go 
and tell that fox. Behold, I 
cast out demons, and I heal 
today and tomorrow, and on 
the third day I wiU be 
through. 

33 But I must do my work 
to^y and tomorrow, and I 
wiU leave the next day; be- 
cause it is impossible that a 
prophet should perish out- 
side of Jerusalem. 

34 O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, 
murderess of prophets, and 
Stoner of those who are sent 
to her! how many times I 
longed to gather your chil- 
dren togetiher, as a hen 
which gathers her chickens 
under her vdngs, but you 
were not willing! 
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35 Behold, your house is left 
to you desolate; for I say to 
you, that you will not see me 
until you say, Blessed is he 
who comes in the name of 
the Lord. 

CHAPTER 14 

AND it came to pass when 
he entered the house of 
one of the leaders of the 
Pharisees to eat bread on a 
sabbath day, they watched 
him. 

2 And there was a man be- 
fore him, who had dropsy. 

3 And Jesus answered and 
said to the scribes and Phar- 
isees, Is it lawful to heal on 
the sabbath? 

4 But they kept silent. So 
he took him, and healed him, 
and let him go. 

5 And he said to them, 
TJ^ch one of you, if his son 
or his ox should fall into a 
pit on the sabbath day, would 
not immediately pull and 
bring him out? 

6 And they could not an- 
swer him concerning this. 

7 And he spoke a parable 
to those who were invited 
there, because he saw them 
choosing places among the 
front seats. 

8 When you are invited of a 
man to a banquet house, do 
not go and sit in the front 
seat; it might be that a

more honorable man than 
you is invited there; 

9 And then he who has in- 
vited you and him will come, 
and say to you, Give the 
place to him ; and you will be 
embarrassed when you get 
up and take a lower seat. 

10 But when you are in- 
vited, go and sit at the lower 
end, so that when he who 
has invited you comes, he 
will say to you. My friend, 
go up and sit higher; and you 
will have glory before all who 
sit with you. 

11 For whoever exalts him- 
self will be humbled; and 
whoever humbles himself 
will be exalted. 

12 He also said to him who 
had invited him. When you 
give a dinner or a supper, do 
not invite your friends, nor 
your brothers, nor your rela- 
tives, nor your rich neigh- 
bors; they might probably 
invite you, and you will be 
repaid for this. 

13 But when you give a re- 
ception, invite the poor, the 
maimed, the lame and the 
blind; 

14 And you will be blessed; 
for they have nothing to re- 
pay you; for you will be re- 
paid at the resurrection of the 
righteous, 

15 When one of the guests 
heard these things, he said to 
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him, Blessed is he who will 
eat bread in the kingdom of 
God. 

1 6 Jesus said to him, A man 
gave a great supper, and in- 
vited many. 

1 7 And he sent his servant at 
supper time to tell those who 
were invited, Behold, every- 
thing is made ready for you, 
come. 

18 One and all, they began 
to make excuse. The first 
said to him, I have bought a 
field, and I am forced to go 
and see it; I beg you to 
excuse me for being called 
away. 

19 Another said, I have 
bought five yoke of oxen, and 
I am just going to examme 
them; I beg you, excuse me 
for being c 5 led away. 

20 Another said, I have just 
taken a wife, and therefore I 
cannot come. 

31 And the servant came 
and told his master these 
things. Then the master of 
the house was angry, and 
said to his servant. Go out 
quickly to the streets and 
lanes of the city, and bring 
in here the poor, the afflicted, 
the maimed and the blind. 

22 And the servant said. My 
Lord, it has been done as 
you commanded, and yet 
there is more room. 

23 Then the master said to 
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his servant, Go out to the 
highways and hedges, and 
urge them to come in so that 
my house may be filled. 

24 For I say to you, that not 
one of those men who were 
invited shall taste of my 
supper. 

25 K And while many people 
were gomg with him, he 
turned and said to them, 

26 He who comes to me and 
does not put aside his father, 
and his mother, and his 
brothers, and his sisters, and 
his vrafe, and his chil^en, 
and even his own life, he can- 
not be a disciple to me. 

37 And he who does not 
take up his cross and follow 
me, cannot be a disciple 
to me. 

28 For which of you, who 
wishes to build a tower, does 
not at first sit down and con- 
sider its cost, to see if he has 
enough to finish it? 

29 Lest after he has laid the 
foundation, he is not able to 
finish it, and all who see it 
wiU mock him, 

30 Saying, This man began 
to build, but he was not able 
to finish. 

31 Or which king, who goes 
to war to fight against a king 
equal to hhn, would not at 
first reason, whether he is 
able with ten thousand to 
meet the one who is coming 
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against him with twenty 
thousand? 

32 And if not, while he is 
far away from him, sends 
envoys and seeks peace. 

33 So every man of you, 
who would not leave all his 
possessions, cannot be a dis- 
ciple to me. 

34 Salt is good; but if the 
s^t lose its savor, with what 
can it be salted? 

35 It IS good neither for 
the ground nor for fertilising ; 
but it is thrown out. He who 
has ears to hear let him 
hear. 

CHAPTER 15 

T hen the publicans and 
sinners drew near to him 
to hear him. 

2 And the scribes and Phar- 
isees murmured, saying. He 
receives even the sinners and 
eats with them. 

3 If So Jesus told them this 
parable, 

4 What man among you has 
one hundred sheep, and it 
one of them should get lost, 
would he not leave the 
ninety and nine in the open, 
and go in search of the one 
which is lost, until he finds it? 
5 And when he finds it he 
rejoices, and he takes it on 
his shoulders. 

6 And he comes to his house, 
and invites his friends and

neighbors, and says to them, 
Rejoice with me, for I have 
found my sheep which was 
lost. 

7 1 say to you, that such will 
be the joy in heaven over one 
sinner who repents, than over 
mnety and nine righteous, 
who need no repentance. 

8 Or what woman who has 
ten corns, and should lose 
one of them, would [not light 
a lamp and sweep the house, 
and search for it carefully, 
until she finds it? 

9 And when she finds it, she 
calls her women friends and 
neighbors, and says to them, 
Rejoice with me, for I have 
found my com which was 
lost. 

10 I say to you, that such 
will be the joy before the 
angels of God over one sin- 
ner who repents. 

11 ^ And Jesus said to them 
again, A man had two sons ; 

12 And his younger son 
said to him, My father, give 
me the portion, which is com- 
ing to me from your house. 
And he divided to them his 
possessions. 

13 And after a few days, his 
younger son gathered every- 
thing that was his share, and 
went to a far-away country, 
and there he scattered his 
wealth in extravagant living. 

14 And when all he had was 
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gone, there was a severe 
famine in that country; and 
he began to be in need. 

15 So he went and got ac- 
quainted with one of the men 
of the city of that country; 
and he sent him to the field 
to feed swine. 

16 And he craved to fill his 
stomach with the husks that 
the swine were eatmg; and 
yet no man would give him. 

17 And when he came to 
himself, he said, How many 
hired workers are now in my 
father’s house, who have 
plenty of bread, and I am 
here perishing with hunger! 

18 I will rise and go to my 
father, and say to him. My 
father, I have sinned before 
heaven, and before you; 

19 And I am no longer 
worthy to be called your son; 
just make me like one of your 
hired workers. 

20 And he rose up and came 
to his father. And while he 
was yet at a distance, his fa- 
ther saw him, and had com- 
passion on him, and he ran 
and feu on his neck and 
kissed him. 

21 And his son said to him, 
My father, I have sinned be- 
fore heaven and before you, 
and I am not worthy to be 
caUed your son. 

22 But his father said to his 
servants, Bring the best robe 
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and put it on him, and put a 
ring on his hand, and shoes 
on his feet; 

23 An d bring and kUl the 
fat ox, and let us eat and be 
merry; 

24 For this my son was 
dead, and has come to life; 
he was lost and is found. 
And they began to be merry. 

25 But his elder son was in 
the field; and as he came 
near the house, he heard the 
voice of the singing of many. 

26 And he caUed one of the 
boys, an d asked him what it 
was all about. 

27 He said to him, Your 
brother has come; and your 
father has killed the fat ox, 
because he received him safe 
and weU. 

28 And he became ang:^ 
and would not go m; so his 
father came out and be- 
sought him. 

29 But he said to his father, 
Behold, how many years I 
have served you, and 1 never 
disobeyed your command- 
ment ; and yet you never gave 
me even a Md, that I might 
make merry with my friends. 

30 But for this son of yours, 
after he had wasted your 
wealth with harlots and come 
back, you have MUed the fat 
ox. 

31 His father said to him. 
My son, you are always with 
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me, and ever3rthing which is 
mine is yours. 

32 It was right for us to 
make merry and rejoice; for 
this your brother was dead 
and has come to life ; and was 
lost and is found. 

CHAPTER 16 

AND he spoke a parable to 
jr\ his disciples, There was 
a rich man, who had a stew- 
ard; and they accused him 
that he was wasting his 
wealth. 

2 So his master called him 
and said to him, What is this 
that I hear concerning you? 
give me an account of your 
stewardship; for no longer 
can you be a steward for me. 

3 Then the steward said to 
himself, What will I do? for 
my lord will take away from 
me the stewardship? I cannot 
dig; and I am ashamed to 
beg. 

4 Now I know what I will 
do, so that when I leave the 
stewardship, they will re- 
ceive me in their houses. 

5 And he called his lord’s 
debtors, one by one, and said 
to the first, How much do you 
owe my lord? 

6 He said to him, A hundred 
pounds of butter. He said to 
him. Take your note, sit 
down quickly, and write fi^ty 
pounds. 

C/ dtf verses 5h5-^10-1 1-13-14 
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7 And he said to another, 
And you, what do you owe to 
my lord? He said to him, one 
hundred bushels of wheat. 
He said to him, Take your 
note, and sit down and wnte 
eighty bushels. 

8 And the lord praised the 
unjust steward because he 
had done wisely ; for the chil- 
dren of this world are wiser 
m their generation than the 
children of hght. 

9 And I also say to you, 
Make friends for yourselves 
with this wealth of iniquity; 
so that when it is gone they 
will receive you under their 
shelter for ever. 

10 He who is faithful with 
little, is also faithful with 
much; and he who is dis- 
honest with httle, is also 
dishonest with much. 

11 If therefore, you are not 
faithful with the wealth of 
iniquity, who will believe 
that there is any truth in you? 

12 And if you are not found 
faithful with that which is not 
your own, who will give you 
that which is your own? 

13 No servant can serve two 
masters; for either he will 
hate the one and like the 
other; or he wiE honor one 
and despise the other. You 
cannot serve God and mam- 
mon (wealth). 

14 When the Pharisees 
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heard all these things, be- 
cause they loved money, they 
ridiculed him. 

15 But Jesus said to them, 
ITou are the ones who mate 
yourselves r^hteous before 
men; but God knows your 
hearts. For what is higUy 
esteemed among men is dis- 
gusting in the presence of 
God. 

16 The law and prophets 
were until John; from that 
t i m e the ^gdom of God 
is preached, and everyone 
presses to enter into it. 

17 It is easier for heaven 
and earth to pass away than 
for one letter of the law to 
pass away, 

18 He who divorces his wife 
and marries another com- 
mits adultery; and he who 
marries the one who is sepa- 
rated commits adultery. 

19 ^ There was a rich man, 
who used to wear purple and 
fine linen, and every day he 
made merry very lavishly. 

20 And there was a poor 
man named Lazarus, who 
was laid down at that rich 
man’s door, afflicted with 
boils; 

21 He longed to fill his 
stomach wiffl the crumbs 
that fell from the rich man’s 
tray; the dogs also came and 
licked his boils. 

22 Now it happened that the i 
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of the rich man and Lazarus 

poor man died, and the angels 
carried him into Abraham’s 
bosom; and the rich man 
also died and was buried. 

23 And while he was tor- 
mented m Sheol, he lifted up 
his eyes from a distance, and 
saw Abraham, and Lazarus 
in his bosom. 

24 And he called in a loud 
voice and said, O my father 
Abraham, have mercy on me, 
and send Lazarus to dip his 
finger in water, and wet my 
tongue; for I am tormented 
in this flame. 

25 Abraham said to him. My 
son, remember you received 
your pleasures when you 
were Uvmg, and Lazarus his 
hardships; and behold now 
he is comfortable here, and 
you are suffering. 

26 Besides aU these things, 
a great gulf is fixed between 
us and you ; so that tiiose who 
wish to cross over from here 
to you cannot, neither from 
there to cross over to us. 

27 He said to him. If that is 
so, I beseech you, O my fa- 
ther, to send him to my fa- 
ther’s house; 

28 For I have five brothers; 
let him go and testify to 
them, so that they may not 
also come to this place of 
torment. 

29 Abraham said to him. 
They have Moses and the 
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prophets f let them hear 
them. 

30 But he said to him. No, 
my father Abraham; but if 
only a man from the dead go 
to &em, they will repent. 

31 Abraham said to him, If 
they will not hear Moses and ; 
the prophets, neither will 
they believe even if a man 
should rise from the dead. 

CHAPTER 17 
AND Jesus said to his dis- 
jr\ ciples, It is impossible 
but that offences should 
come; but woe to him by 
whose hand they come! 

2 It were better for him 
that an ass’ millstone were 
hanged on his neck, and he 
thrown mto the sea, than 
cause one of these little ones 
to stumble. 

3 ^ Beware among your- 
selves. If your brother 
should sm, rebuke him; and 
if he repents, forgive him. 

4 And if he should offend 
you seven times m a day, and 
seven times in a day turn to 
you and say, I repent; for- 
give him. 

5 ^ And the apostles said to 
our Lord, Increase our faith. 

6 He said to them. If you 
have faith, even as a grain of 
mustard seed, you could say 
to this mulberry tree, Be 
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uprooted and planted in tiie 
sea; it would obey you. 

7 II Now which of you has a 
servant who ploughs or feeds 
sheep, and if he should come 
from the field, would say to 
him, Enter in and sit down? 

8 But he wiM rather say to 
him, Prepare somethmg that 
I may have my supper, and 
gird yourself and serve me 
imtil I eat and dnnk; and 
then you also can eat and 
drink. 

9 Why, wiU that servant re- 
ceive praise, because he did 
what he was commanded to 
do? I do not think so. 

10 Even you also, when you 
have done all the thmgs 
which are commanded you, 
say, We are idle servants; 
we have only done what was 
our duty to do. 

11 And it came to pass, 
while Jesus was going to 
Jerusalem, he passed through 
Samaritan territory which is 
towards Gahlee. 

12 And when he drew near 
to enter a village, he was met 
by ten lepers, and they stood 
afar off; 

13 And they lifted their 
voices saying, O Jesus, our 
Master, have mercy on us. 

14 And when he saw them 
he said to them, Go, show 
yourselves to the priests ; and 
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while they were going, they 
were cleansed. 

15 But one of them, when he 
saw that he was cleansed, 
turned hack, and with a loud 
voice praised God. 

16 And he fell on his face at 
the feet of Jesus, tha nk i ng 
him ; and this one was a 
Samaritan. 

17 Jesus answered and said. 
Were there not ten who were 
cleansed? where are the 
nine? 

18 Why did they separate 
themselves so as not to come 
and give praise to God, ex- 
cept this man who is of a 
strange people? 

19 And he said to him. 
Arise, go, your faith has 
healed you. 

20 H When some of the 
Pharisees asked Jesus, when 
the kingdom of God would 
come, he answered and said 
to them. The kingdom of God 
does not come by observa- 
tion. 

21 Neither will they say, 
Behold, it is here! or, behold, 
it IS there! for behold, the 
kingdom of God is withm 
you. 

22 And he said to his dis- 
ciples, The days will come 
when you will covet to see 
one of the days of the Son of 
man, and you will not see 
it. 


23 And if they should say to 
you. Behold, he is here! and 
behold, he is there! do not 
go. 

24 For just as the lightning 
flashes from the sky, and all 
under the sky is lightened, 
such wUl he the day of the 
Son of man. 

25 But first he must suffer 
a great many things, and he 
rejected by this generation. 

26 Just as it happened in 
the days of Noah, such will it 
be in the days of the Son of 
man. 

27 For they were eating and 
drinking, and mari3dng wom- 
en, and giving in marriage, 
until the day when Noah 
entered the ark, and the 
flood came, and destroyed 
every man. 

28 And again, just as it 
happened in the days of Lot; 
they were eating and drink- 
ing, and buying and selling, 
and plantmg and building; 

29 But in the day when Lot 
went out of Sodom, the Lord 
sent down a rain of fire and 
sulphur from heaven, and 
destroyed them all. 

30 Such wfll it be in the day 
when the Son of man ap- 
pears. 

31 In that day, he who is on 
the roof and his clothes in 
the house, will not come 
down to take them; and he 
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who is in the field will not 
return back. 

32 Jtist remember Lofs 

33 He who desires to save 
Ms life shall lose it; and he 
who loses Ms Me shall save 
it. 

34 I say to you that in that 
very night two will be in one 
bed; one will be taken away, 
and the other left. 

35 And two women will be 
grindmg together , one will be 
taken away, and the other 
left.

11 And the Pharisee stood 
I by himself, and prayed thus, 
O God, I thank thee, that I 
am not like the rest of men, 
extortioners, grafters, and 
adulterers, and not like tMs 
publican. 

12 But I fast twice a week, 
and I give tithes on every- 
thing I earn. 

13 But the publican stood 
afar off, and he would not 
even lift up his eyes to 
heaven, but smote Ms breast, 
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saying, O God, be merciful 
to me, I am a sinner. 

14 I say to you, that this 
man went down to his house 
more nghteous than the 
Pharisee. For everyone who 
exalts himself will be hum- 
bled; and everyone who 
humbles himself will be ex- 
alted. 

15 ^ They brought to him 
also little boys, that he may 
touch them; and his dis- 
ciples saw them and rebuked 
them.

34 Jesus said to them, The 
sons of this world marry 
women, and women axe given 
to men in mamage. 

35 But those who axe worthy 
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of the other world, and the 
resurrection from the dead, 
neither take women in mar- 
riage nor are women given in 
mamage to men. 

36 For they cannot die 
again, because they are hke 
angels ; and they are sons of 
God, because they are sons 
of the resurrection. 

; 37 Now concerning the res- 
urrection of the dead, even 
Moses pointed out; for he 
referred to it at the Bush, 
when he said, The Lord God 
of Abraham, and the God of 
Isaac, and the God of Jacob. 

38 God is not the God of the 
dead but of the living; for all 
hve to him. 

39 And some of the men of 
the scribes answered and 
said to him.

10 For nation will rise 
against nation, and kingdom 
against kingdom. 

11 And there will be great 
earthquakes in different 
places, and famines and 
plagues; and there wiH be 
alarming sights, and great 
signs will appear from 
heaven; and the winters will 
be severe. 

12 But before all these 
things, they will lay hands on 
you, and persecute you, and 
deliver you to the synagogues 
and the prisons; and they 
wiU bring you before kings 
and governors for the sake of 
my name. 

13 It will be to you for a 
testimony. 
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14 Treasure it in your 
heart, and do not try to learn 
what to answer. 

15 For I will give you a 
mouth and wisdom, which all 
your enemies will not be able 
to withstand. 

16 You will be delivered up 
even by your parents and 
brothers, and your relatives 
and friends; and they wiU 
put some of you to death. 

17 And you will be hated by 
every man because of my 
name. 

18 And yet not a hair of 
your head will be lost. 

19 By your patience you will 
gam your souls. 

20 But when you see Jeru- 

salem surrounded by an 
army, then know that its de- 
struction is at hand. | 

21 Then let those who are in 
Judaea flee to the mountain; | 
and let those who are within 
it flee; and let those who 
are in the fields not enter | 
mto it. 

22 For these are the days of | 
vengeance, so that every- 
thing which is written must 
be fulfilled. 

23 But woe to those who are 
with child, and to those who 
give suck in those days! for 
there will be great distress 
in the land, and wrath to 
this people. 

24 And they will fall by the 
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edge of the sword, and they 
will be taken captive to eveiy 
country; and Jerusalem will 
be troMen under the feet of 
the Gentiles, until the time 
of the Gentiles comes to an 
end. 

25 If And there will be 
signs in sun and moon and 
stars; and on earth distress 
of the nations, and confusion 
because of the roaring of 
the sea; 

26 And upheaval that takes 
life out of men, because of 
fear of what is to come on 
earth; and the powers of 
the universe wiU be shaken. 

27 Then they will see the 
Son of man commg in the 
clouds, with a large army and 
great glory. 

28 But when these things 
begin to happen, have cour- 
age, and lift up your heads; 
because your salvation is at 
hand. 

29 And he said to them a 
parable. Look at the fig tree 
and all the trees; 

30 When they put forth 
leaves, you immediately un- 
derstand by them that the 
summer is near. 

31 Even so you also, when 
you see these thuigs happen, 
know that the kingdom of 
God is near. 

32 Truly I say to you, This 
generation will not pass 
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Conspiracy against Jesus 

away until all these things 
happen. 

33 Heaven and earth will 
pass away, but my words 
shall not pass away. 

34 *[f But take heed to your- 
selves, that your hearts may 
not become heavy by ex- 
travagance, and drunken- 
ness, and worries of this 
world, and that day come 
suddenly upon you. 

35 For hke a downpour it 
will entrap all those who 
dwell on the face of all the 
earth. 

36 Therefore keep watch all 
the time and pray, so that 
you may be worthy to escape 
all these things which are to 
happen, and that you may 
stand before the Son of man. 

37 II During the day he 
taught in the temple ; and at 
night he went out, and lodged 
in the mountam, which is 
called the Home of Olives.

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3 1 | But Satan had taken 
possession of Judas who is 
called of Iscariot, who was of 
the number of the twelve. 

4 So he went away, and 
spoke with the high priests 
and the scnbes and ofBcers 
of the temple, about dehver- 
mg him to them. 

5 And they were glad and 
promised to give him money.. 

6 And he agreed with them, 
and sought an opportumty to 
deliver him to them in the 
absence of the people. 

7 Then the day of unleav- 
ened bread came, on which 
it was the custom to kill the 
passover lamb. 

8 So Jesus sent Peter and 
John, and said to them, Go 
and prepare the passover for 
us to eat. 

9 They said to him, Where 
do you wish us to prepare? 

10 He said to them. Be- 
hold, when you enter the 
city, you will meet a man 
cariying a skin full of water; 
follow him. And wherever 
he enters, 

11 Say to the master of the 
house, Our Teacher saySy 
Where is the guest room, 
where I may eat the passover 
with my disciples? 

12 And behold, he wiU show 
you an upper room, large and 
furnished ; there make ready. 

13 And they went and found 
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just as he had said to them; 
and they prepared the pass- 
over. 

14 % And when the time 
camcj Jesus came and sat 
down, and the twelve apos- 
tles with him. 

15 And he said to them, I 
have desired with desire to 
eat this passover with you 
before I suffer; 

16 For I say to you, that 
henceforth, I will not eat it, 
until it is fulfilled in the king- 
dom of God. 

17 And he took the cup and 
gave thanks and said, Take 
this, and divide it among 
yourselves. 

18 For I say to you, I will 
not drink of the fruit of the 
vine until the kingdom of 
God comes. 

19 And he took bread and 
gave thanks and broke it, and 
gave it to them and said, 
This is my body, which isj 
given for your s^e; this do | 
in remembrance of me, I 

20 And likewise also the 
cup, after they had eaten the 
supper, he said, This is the 
cup of the new covenant in 
my blood, which is shed for 
you. 

21 But behold, the hand of 
him who is to betray me is on 
the table. 

22 And the Son of man will 
go, just as he has been des- 
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^tined; but woe to the man 
by whose hand he will be 

betrayed! 

23 And they began to en- 
quire among themselves, 
which one of them was to do 
this act. 

24 H There was also a dis- 
pute among them, as to who 
is the greatest among them. 

25 Jesus said to them, The 
kings of the Gentiles are also 
their owners ; and those who 
rule over them are called 
benefactors. 

26 But not so with you; but 
he who is great among you, 
let him be the least; and he 
who is a leader be like a 
minister. 

27 For who is greater, he 
who sits down or he who 
serves? Is it not he who sits 
down? but I am among you 
as one who serves. 

28 You are the ones who 
have remained with me, 
throughout my trials. 

29 And I promise you, just 
as my Father has promised 
me, a kingdom, 

30 That you may eat and 
drink at the table in my 
kingdom; and you will sit 
on chairs, and judge the 
twelve tribes of Israel. 

31 f And Jesus said to Si- 
mon, Simon, behold Satan 
wants to sift all of you as 
wheat; 

Cf dtf. verses 21-22-2S-26--29-31 
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32 But I have made sup- 
pHcation for you that your 
faith may not weaken; and 
even you m time will repent, 
and strengthen your breth- 
ren. 

33 Simon said to him, My 
Lord, I am ready with you, 
even for the prison and for 
death. 

34 Jesus said to hun, I say 
to you, Simon, the cock will 
not crow today, until you 
have denied three times that 
you know me. 

35 And he said to them, 
When I sent you out with- 
out purses, and without bags, 
and shoes, why, did you lack 
anythmg? They said to him, 
Not a thing. 

36 He said to them, From 
now on he who has purses, 
let him take them, and the 
bag likewise; and he who 
has no sword, let him sell his 
robe and buy for himself a 
sword. 

37 For I say to you, that 
this which is written must be 
fulfilled inme, He will be num- 
bered among the wicked; for 
all the things concerning me 
will be fulfilled. 

38 And they said to him. 
Our Lord, behold here are 
two swords. He said to 
them, That is enough. 

39 1 [ And he went out and 
went away, as it was his cus- 
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tom, to the Mount of the 
Home of Olives ; and his dis- 
ciples also followed him. 

40 And when he arrived at 
a place, he said to them, Pray 
that you may not enter into 
temptation. 

41 And he separated from 
them, about the distance of 
a stone’s throw, and he 
kneeled down, and prayed, 

42 Saying, O Father, if you 
will, let this cup pass from me; 
but not as I wiU, but your 
will be done. 

43 And there appeared to 
him an angel from heaven, to 
strengthen him. 

44 And he was in fear, and 
prayed earnestly; and his 
sweat became like drops of 
blood ; and he fell down upon 
the ground. 

45 Then he rose up from his 
prayer, and came to his dis- 
ciples, and found them sleep- 
ing because of distress. 

46 And he said to them, 
Why do you sleep? rise and 
pray that you may not enter 
into temptation. 

47 While he was still 
speaking, behold, a multi- 
tude, and he who is called 
Judas, one of the twelve, 
commg before them; and he 
drew near to Jesus and 
kissed him. For &is was the 
sign he had given them, He 
whom I Mss, it is he. 
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48 Jesus said to him, Judas, 
do you betray the Son of man 
with a kiss? 

49 When those who were 
with hitn saw what happened, 
they said to him, Our Lord, 
shall we smite them with 
swords? 

50 And one of them struck 
the servant of the high priest, 
and cut off his right ear. 

51 But Jesus answered and 
said. It IS enough for the 
present. And he touched the 
ear of him who was wounded, 
and healed it. 

52 And Jesus said to the 
high priests and the elders 
and the officers of the tem- 
ple, who had come against 
him. Have you come out 
agamst me to arrest me with 
swords and staves, as if you 
were against a bandit? 

S3 1 was with you every day 
in the temple, and you did 
not even point your hands at 
me ; but tffis is your turn, and 
the power of darkness. 

54 f And they arrested him, 
and brought him to the 
house of the high priest. 
And Simon followed him afar 
off. 

55 And they kindled a fire 
in the midst of the court- 
yard, and they sat around it; 
and Simon ^so sat among 
them. 

56 And a young woman saw 
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him sitting by the &e, and 
she looked at him and said.

61 And Jesus turned and 
looked at Peter. And Simon 
remembered the word of our 
Lord, that he said to him, 
Before the cock crows you 
will deny me three times. 

62 And Simon went outside 
and wept bitterly. 

63 If Aad the men who held 
Jesus mocked him, 

64 And they covered his 
head, and they smote him on 
his face, saying. Prophesy, 
who has struck you. 

65 And many other things 
they blasphemed and said 
against him. 

66 If As soon as it was day- 
break, the elders and the 
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Mgh priests and the scribes 
gathered together, and 
brought him up to their coun- 
cil chamber. 

67 And they said to him, If 
you are the Christ, tell us. 
He said to them, If I tell you, 
you will not beheve me. 

68 And if I ask you, you wiU 
not answer me nor release 
me. 

69 From henceforth the Son 
of man will sit at the right 
hand of the power of God. 

70 And they all said, Are 
you then the Son of God? 
Jesus said to them, You say 
that I am. 

71 And they said, VvTiy then 
do we need witnesses? for 
we have heard it from his 
own mouth. 

CHAPTER 23 

T hen the whole company 
of them rose up, and 
brought him to Pilate; 

2 And began to accuse him, 
saying, We found this man 
misleading our people, and 
forbidding to pay the head- 
tax to Caesar; and he says 
concerning himself that he is 
a king, even the Christ 
3 Pilate asked him and said 
to him, Are you the king of 
the Jews? He said to him, 
You say that. 

4 Then Pilate said to the 
high priests and the people, I 
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cannot find any fault against 
this man. 

5 But they shouted and 
said, He has stirred up our 
people, teaching throughout 
Judaea, and beginmng from 
Galilee even to this place. 

6 When Pilate heard the 
name Gahlee, he asked if the 
man was a Galilean, 

7 And when he knew that 
he was under the juris- 
diction of Herod, he sent 
him to Herod, because he 
was in Jerusalem in those 
days. 

8 If When Herod saw Jesus 
he was exceeding glad, for he 
wanted to see him for a long 
time, because he had heard 
many things concernmg him; 
and he hoped to see some 
miracle by him. 

9 And he asked him many 
words; but Jesus gave him 
no answer. 

10 But the high priests and 
the scribes stood, and ac- 
cused him bitterly. 

11 And Herod and his sol- 
diers insulted him, and 
mocked him, and dressed 
him in a scarlet robe, and 
sent him to Pilate. 

12 And that day Pilate and 
Herod became friends with 
each other; for there was a 
long-standing enmity be- 
tween them. 

13 11 Then Pilate called the 
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high priests and the leaders ' 
of the people, 

14 Aad he said to them, You 
brought me this man, as if 
he were misleading your peo- 
ple; and behold, I have ex- 
amined him before your own 
eyes, and I have found no 
fault in this man concerning 
aU that you accuse him. 

15 Not even Herod; for I 
sent him to him ; and behold, 
he has done nothing worthy 
of death. 

16 I will therefore chastise 
him , and release him. 

17 For there was a custom 
to release to them one at the 
feast. 

18 But all the people cried 
out saying, Get rid of him, 
and release to us Bar- 
Abbas; 

19 Who because of sedition 
and murder which had hap- 
pened in the city, was cast 
into prison. 

20 Again Pilate spoke to 
them, desiring to release 
Jesus. 

21 But they cried out, say- 
ing, Crucify him, crucify him. 

22 And he said to them the 
third time. What evil has he 
done? I have found nothing 
m him, worthy of death; I 
wiU therefore chastise him, 
and release him. 

23 But they persisted with 
loud voices, and asked to 
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crucify him. And their voice 
and that of the high priests 
prevailed. 

24 Then Pilate commanded 
to have their request granted. 

25 So he released to them 
the one who because of sedi- 
tion and murder was cast 
into prison, whom they asked 
for; and he delivered Jesus 
to their will. 

26 II And while they took 
him away, they laid hold of 
Simon, a Cyrenian, who was 
coming from the field, and 
they placed the end of the 
cross on him, to carry it with 
Jesus. 

27 And many people fol- 
lowed him, and the women 
who were mourning and 
wailing over him. 

28 But Jesus turned to 
them and said, 0 daughters 
of Jerusalem, do not weep 
over me ; but weep over your- 
selves, and over your own 
children. 

29 For behold, the days are 
coming, in which they will 
say. Blessed are the barren, 
and the wombs that never 
gave burth, and the breasts 
that never gave suck. 

30 Then they will begin to 
say to the mountains. Fall 
on us; and to the hiUs, 
Cover us. 

31 For if they do these 
things with the green wood, 
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what will be done with the 
dry wood? 

32 II And there were coming 
with him two others, male- 
factors, to be put to death. 

33 And when they came to 
a place which is called The 
Skull, they crucified him 
there, and the malefactors, 
one on his nght and one on 
his left. 

34 And Jesus said, O Fa- 
ther, forgive them, for they 
know not what they are 
domg. And they divided his 
garments and cast lots over 
them. 

35 The people stood lookmg 
on. And even the leaders of 
the synagogue mocked him, 
and said. He saved others, 
let him save himself, if he is 
the Christ, the chosen one 
of God. 

36 And the soldiers ridi- 
culed him, as they came near 
him and offered him vine- 
gar, 

37 Saying to him. If you are 
the king of the Jews, save 
yourself. 

38 There was also an in- 
scription which was written 
over him, in Greek and Ro- 
man, and Hebrew, THIS IS 
THE KING OF THE JEWS. 

39 ^ Now one of the male- 
factors who were crucified 
with him, blasphemed against 
him, saying, If you are the 
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Christ, save yourself and 
save us also. 

40 But the other rebuked 
him, and said to him. Do you 
not fear even God, for you 
are also in the same judge- 
ment? 

41 And ours is just, for we 
are paid as we deserve and as 
we have done; but he has 
done nothing wrong. 

42 And he said to Jesus, 
Remember me, my Lord, 
when you come in your king- 
dom. 

43 Jesus said to him. Truly 
I say to you today. You will 
be with me in Paradise.

36 But I have a greater tes- 
timony than that of John; for 
the works which my Father 
has given me to fMsh, the 
same works which I do, tes- 
tify concerning me, that the 
Father has sent me. 

37 And the Father who 
sent me has testified con- 
cerning me. But you have 
never heard his voice, nor 
seen his appearance. 

38 And his word does not 
abide in you; because you do 
not believe in him whom he 
has sent. 

39 Examine the scriptures, 
in which you trust that you 
have eternal hfe; and even 
they testify concerning me. 

40 Yet you will not come to 
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me, that you might have life 
everlasting. 

41 I do not receive any 
praise from men. 

42 But I know you well, that 
the love of God is not m 
you. 

43 I have come in the name 
of my Father, and you do not 
receive me ; if another should 
come in his own name, you 
will receive him. 

44 How can you believe, 
when you accept praise one 
from another, hut the praise 
from God only, you do not 
want?

11 And Jesus took the 
bread, and blessed it, and 
distnbuted it to those who 
were sittmg down; likewise 
the fish also, as much as they 
wanted. 

12 When they were filled, 
he said to his disciples.

13 And they gathered them 
up, and filled twelve baskets 
with broken pieces, which 
were left over by those who 
ate from five barley loaves. 

14 % Then the men who saw 
the miracle which Jesus per- 
formed said, Truly this is the 
prophet who is to come into 
the world. 

15 But Jesus knew that they 
were ready to come and seize 
him to make him a kmg, so 
he departed to the mountain 
alone. 

16 And when evening came, 
his disciples went down to 
the sea, 

17 And entered into a boat, 
and were gomg to the port of 
Capernaum. And now it was 
dark, and Jesus had not yet 
come to them. 

18 And the sea became 
rough, because a strong wind 
was blowing. 

19 And they rowed about 
twenty-five or thirty furlongs, 
and they saw Jesus walking 
on^ the sea ; and as he drew 
towards their boat ; they be- 
came afraid. 

20 But Jesus said to them, 
It is I, do not be afraid. 

21 So they wanted to re- 
ceive him into the boat ; but 
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soon the boat reached the 
land to which they were 
going. 

I 22 % The next day, the 
multitude which stood wait- 
mg at the seaport saw no 
other boat there, except the 
boat in which the disciples 
had entered, and that Jesus 
had not entered the boat with 
his disciples.

27 Do not work for the food 
which perishes, but for the 
food which endures unto life 
everlasting, which the Son of 
man will give you; for this 
one God the Father has 
sealed.

63 It is the spirit that gives 
life; the body is of no ac- 
count; the words which I 
have spoken to you are spirit 
and life. 

64 But there are some of 
you who do not believe. For 
Jesus knew for a long while 
who were those who did not 
believe, and who was to be- 
tray him. 

65 And he said to them, For 
tMs reason I have told you 
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that no man can come to me, 
■unless it is given to him by 
my Father, 

66 H Just because of this 
saying, a great many of his 
disciples turned away, and 
did not walk with him. 

67 So Jesus said to his 
twelve, "^y, do you also 
want to go away? 

68 Simon Peter answered 

and said. My Lord, to whom 
shall we go? you have the 
words of eternal life. i 

69 And we have believed 
and known that you are the 
Christ, the Son of the living 
God. 

70 Jesus said to them, Did 
not I choose you, the twelve, 
and yet one of you is Satan?^ 

71 He said it concerning 
Judas, the son of Simon 
Iscanot; for he was one of 
the twelve, who was going to 
betray him.

8 All who have come are 
thieves and bandits, if the 
sheep did not hear them. 

9 1 am the door; if any man 
enter by me, he shall hve, and 
he shall come in and go out 
and find pasture. 

10 A thief does not come, 
except to steal and kill and 
destroy; I have come that

18 No man takes it away 
from me, but I lay it down of 
my own will. Therefore I 
have the power to lay it down,

CHAPTER 11 

N OW there was a man 
who was sick, Lazarus 
of the town of Bethany, the 
brother of Mary and Martha. 
2 This is the Maiy who 
anointed the feet of Jesus 
with perfume and wiped 
them with her hair.

3 His two sisters therefore 
sent to Jesus, saying, Our 
Lord, behold, the one whom 
you love is sick.

9 Jesus said to them, Are 
there not twelve hours in the 
day? If a man walks by day 
time, he will not stumble, 
because he sees the light of 
this world. 

I 10 But if a man travels at 
I night time, he will stumble, 
because there is no light in it. 

11 Jesus said these things ; 

and after that he said to 
them, Our friend Lazarus is 
asleep; but I am going to 
awake him. » 

12 His disciples said to him, 
Our Lord, if he is sleeping, 
he will get well. 

13 But Jesus spoke of Ms 
death; and they thought that 
what he said was sleeping in 
bed. 

14 Then Jesus said to them, 
plainly, Lazarus is dead. 

15 And I am glad I was not 
there, for your sakes, so that 
you may believe; but let us 
walk there. 

16 Then Thomas, who is 
called the Twin, said to Ms 
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fellow disciples, Let us also 
go, and die with him. 

17 *[f So Jesus came to Beth- 
any, and he found that he had 
been four days in the tomb. 

x8 Now Bethany was 
towards Jerusalem, a dis- 
tance of about two miles. 

19 And many Jews kept 
coming to Martha and Mary, 
to coirfort their hearts con- 
cerning then brother. 

20 When Martha heard that 
Jesus had come, she went 
out to meet hnn; but Mary 
sat in the house. 

21 Then Martha said to 
Jesus, My Lord, if you had 
been here, my brother would 
not have died. 

22 But even now I know 
that whatever you ask of 
God, he will give you. 

23 Jesus said to her. Your 
brother will rise up. 

24 Martha said to hhn, I 
know he will rise up in the 
resurrection at the last day. 

25 Jesus said to her, I am 
the resurrection and the life ; 
he who believes in me, even 
though he die, he shall live. 

26 And whoever is alive and 
beheves in me shall never 
die. Do you beheve this? 

27 She said to him. Yes, my 
Lord ; I do believe that you 
are the Chnst, the Son of 
God, who is to come to the 
world. 


28 And when she had said 
these things, she went away 
and called her sister Mary 
secretly, and said to her, Our 
teacher has come, and he is 
calhng you. 

29 WThen Mary heard it, she 
rose up quickly and came to 
him. 

30 Jesus had not yet come 
into the town, but he was 
stiU at the same place where 
Martha met him. 

31 The Jews also who were 
with her ia the house, com- 
fortmg her, when they saw 
Mary rise up quickly and 
go out, followed her, for they 
tiiought she was going to the 
tomb to weep. 

32 When Mary came where 
Jesus was, and saw him, she 
threw herself at his feet, and 
said to him. My Lord, if you 
had been here, my brother 
would not have died. 

33 When Jesus saw her 
weeping, and the Jews weep- 
ing, who had come with her, 
he was moved m his spint, 
and was greatly disturbed. 

34 And he said. Where have 
you laid hnn’ They said to 
hhn, Our Lord, come and see. 

35 And Jesus was m tears. 

36 The Jews then said, 
Look, how much he loved 
hun! 

37 Some of them said. 
Could not this man, who 

Cf dif verses 31-35- i7 
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opened the eyes of that blind 
man, have also kept this 
man from dying? 

38 As Jesus was disturbed 
in himself and because of 
them, he came to the tomb. 
That tomb was a cave, and a 
stone was placed at the en- 
trance. 

39 Jesus said, Take away 
this stone. Martha, the sister 
of the dead man, said to him, 
My Lord, he is already dis- 
figured, for he is dead four 
days. 

40 Jesus said to her, Did 
not I say to you that if you 
believe, you will see the 
glory of God? 

41 So they took away the 
stone. And Jesus lifted his 
eyes upwards, and said, O 
Father, I thank you for you 
have heard me, 

42 And I know that you al- 
ways hear me; but I say 
these things just because of 
this people who stand around, 
so that they may believe 
that you have sent me. 

43 And when he had said 
this, he cried with a loud 
voice, Lazarus, come outside. 

44 jAnd the dead man came 
out, his hands and feet bound 
with burial clothes; and his 
face bound with a burial nap- 
kin. Jesus said to them, 
Loose him and let him go. 

45 11 Many of the Jews who 

Cf dif verses 38 - 39 - 48 - 50™53 
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had come to Mary, when they 
saw what Jesus had done, 
beheved in him. 

46 And some of them went 
to the Pharisees, and told 
them eveiything Jesus had 
done. 

47 If So the high priests and 
the Pharisees gathered to- 
gether and said. What shall 
we do? for this man does 
many miracles? 

48 If we allow him to con- 
tinue like this, all men will 
beheve in him; and the 
Romans will come and take 
over both our country and 
our people. 

49 But one of them, called 
Caiphas, who was the high 
priest for that year, said to 
them, You know nothing; 

50 Nor do you reason that 
it is much better for us that 
one man should die instead 
of the people, and not all the 
people perish. 

51 He did not say this of 
himself; but because he was 
the high priest for that year, 
he prophesied that Jesus had 
to die for the sake of the 
people ; 

52 And not only for the sake 
of the people, but also to 
gather together the children 
of God who are scattered 
abroad. 

53 And from that very day, 
they decided to kill him. 
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54 H Jesus therefore did not 
walk openly among the Jews, 
but went away thence to a 
place which is close to the 
wilderness, in the province 
of Ephraim ; and he remamed 
there with his disciples. 

55 Now the Jewish pass- 
over was at hand ; and many 
went up from the towns to 
Jerusalem, before the feast, 
to purify themselves. 

56 And they were looking 
for Jesus, and at the temple 
they kept saymg to one an- 
other, What do you think, 
will he not come to the 
feast? 

57 But the high priests and 
the Pharisees had already 
commanded, that if any man 
should know where he is, to 
let them know, so that they 
might seize him. 

CHAPTER 12 

S IX days before the pass- 
over, Jesus came to 
Bethany, where Lazarus was, 
whom Jesus had raised from 
the dead. 

2 And they gave him a ban- 
quet there; Martha served; 
but Lazarus was one of the 
guests who were with him. 

3 Then Mary took a cruse 
containing pure and expen- 
sive nard, and anointed the 
feet of Jesus, and wiped his 
feet witii her hair; and the 
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house was filled with the 
fragrance of the perfume. 

4 And Judas of Iscanot, one 
of his disciples, who was 
about to betray him, smd, 

5 Why was not this oil sold 
for three hundred pennies, 
and given to the poor? 

6 He said this, not because 
he cared for the poor ; but be- 
cause he was a thief, and the 
purse was with him, and he 
carried whatever was put 
in it. 

7 Jesus then said. Leave her 
alone; she has kept it for 
the day of my burial. 

8 For you have the poor 
always with you, but me you 
have not always. 

9 ^ Many people of the 
Jews heard that Jesus was 
there; so they came, not only 
on account of Jesus, but also 
to see Lazarus, whom he had 
raised from the dead. 

10 And the high priests were 
thinkin g of Wiling Lazarus 
also; 

11 Because on his account 
a great many Jews were 
leaving and believing in 
Jesus. 

12 If On the next day, a 
large crowd which had come 
to the feast, when they heard 
that Jesus was coming to 
Jerusalem, 

13 Took branches of palm 
trees, and went out to greet 

Cf dif. verses 54 
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him, and they cried out and 
said, Hosanna, Blessed is the 
king of Israel who comes m 
the name of the Lord. 

14 And Jesus foimd an ass 
and sat on it; as it is wntten, 

15 Fear not, O daughter of 
Zion; behold, your king 
cometh to you, ridmg on the 
colt of an ass. 

16 His disciples did not un- 
derstand these things at that 
time; but when Jesus was 
glorified, then Ms disciples 
remembered that these 
things were written concern- 
ing him, and they had done 
these things to him. 

17 The people who were 
with him testified that he 
had called Lazarus from the 
tomb, and raised him from 
the dead. 

18 It was on this account 
that large crowds went out 
to meet him, for they heard 
that he had performed tMs 
miracle. 

19 The Pharisees said one 
to another, Do you see that 
you have not been able to 
gain anything? Behold, all 
the people have gone after 
him. 

20 If Now there were some 
Gentiles^ among them who 
had come up to worship at 
the feast. 


ST. JOHN, 12. 

21 They came and ap- 
proached Philip of Bethsaida 
of Galilee, and asked him, 
saying, My lord, we would 
like to see Jesus. 

22 Philip came and told 
Andrew; then Andrew and 
Philip told Jesus. 

23 Jesus answered and said 
to them. The hour has come 
that the Son of man should 
be glorified. 

24 Truly, truly, I say to you, 
that unless a gram of wheat 
falls and dies m the ground, 
it will be left alone ; but if it 
dies, it produces much fruit 

25 He who loves Ms life 
will lose it; and he who has 
no concern for Ms life in tMs 
world will keep it unto life 
eternal. 

26 If any man serve me, let 
him f oUow me ; and where I 
am, there also win my serv- 
ant be; he who serves me, 
him my Father wiU honor. 

27 Now my soul is dis- 
turbed, and what shall I say? 
0 my Father, deliver me 
from tMs hour; but for tMs 
cause I came to this very 
hour. 

28 O Father, glorify your 
name. Then a voice was 
heard from heaven, I am 
glorified, and I shall again be 
glorified. 


^The Aramaic ammei/ means Gentiles, that is, Syrians, Idumaeans, and other 
neighbormg peoples The word for Greeks is yonmje 
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29 And the people who stood 
by heard it, and said. It was a 
thunder; others said, An 
angel spoke to him. 

30 Jesus answered and said 
to them, This voice was not 
on my account, but for your 
sake. 

31 Now is the judgment of 
this world; now the leader 
of this world will be cast 
out. 

32 And I, when I am lifted 
up from the earth, will draw 
every man to me. 

33 He said this, to show by 
what kmd of death he was 
to die. 

34 The people said to him, 
We have heard from the law 
that the Christ shall remain 
forever; how do you say that 
the Son of man must be 
lifted up? who is this Son of 
man? 

35 Jesus said to them. The 
light is with you for a httle 
while; walk while you have 
the light, so that the dark- 
ness may not overcome you; 
and he who walks in the 
darkness does not know 
where he goes 

36 While you have the hght, 
believe m the light, so that 
you may become the sons of 
the hght. Jesus spoke these 
thmgs, and went away and 
hid himself from them. 

37 ^ Even though he had 
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performed all of these mir- 
acles before them, yet they 
did not beheve m him ; 

38 So that the word of the 
prophet Isaiah might be ful- 
filled, who said. My Lord, 
who will beheve our report, 
and to whom has the arm of 
the Lord been revealed? 

39 For this reason, they 
could not believe, because 
Isaiah said agam, 

40 Their eyes have become 
blind and their heart dark- 
ened, so that they cannot see 
with their eyes and imder- 
stand with their heart; let 
them return and I will heal 
them. 

41 Isaiah said these things, 
when he saw his glory and 
spoke concerning him. 

42 Many of the leadmg men 
also believed in him ; but be- 
cause of the Pharisees they 
did not confess it, so that 
they might not be cast out of 
the synagogue. 

43 For they loved the honor 
of men more than the glory 
of God. 

44 ly Jesus cried out and 
said, He who believes in me, 
believes not in me but in Mm 
who sent me. 

45 And he who sees me, has 
already seen him who sent 
me. 

46 I have come into the 
world as the hght, so that 

Cf dif verses 38 ”" 40-‘42 
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whoever believes in me may 
not remain in the darkness. 

47 And he who hears my 
words, and does not obey 
them, I will not judge him; 
for I have not come to judge 
the world, but to save the 
world. 

48 He who oppresses me 
and does not receive my 
words, there is one who will 
judge hun; the word which I 
have spoken, it will judge him 
at the last day. 

49 For I did not speak of 
myself; but the Father who 
sent me, he commanded me 
what to say and what to 
speak. 

so And I know that his com- 
mandment is life everlasting; 
these things therefore which 
I speak, just as my Father 
told me, so I speak. 

CHAPTER 13 

N OW before the feast of 
the passover, Jesus 
knew the hour had come to 
depart from this world to his 
Father. And he loved his 
own who were m this world, 
and he loved them unto the 
end. 

2 During supper, Satan 
put into the heart of Judas, 
son of Simon of Iscariot, to 
deliver him. 

3 But Jesus, because he 
knew that the Father had

given everything into his 
hands, and that he came from 
God and was going to God, 

4 He rose from supper and 
laid aside his robes ; and he 
took an apron and tied it 
around his loins. 

5 Then he poured water into 
a basin, and began to wash 
the feet of his disciples, and 
to wipe them with the apron 
which was tied around his 
loins. 

6 When he came to Simon 
Peter, Simon said to him, 
You, my Lord, axe you going 
to wash my feet? 

7 Jesus answered and said 
to Mmy What I am doing, you 
do not know now, but later 
you will imderstand. 

8 Then Simon Peter said to 
him. You will never wash 
my feet. Jesus said to him, 
If I do not wash you, you 
have no part with me. 

9 Simon Peter said to him, 
Then, my Lord, wash not 
only my feet, but also my 
hands and my head, 

10 Jesus said to him, He 
who has bathed does not 
need except to wash his feet 
only, for he is already all 
clean; so you are all clean, 
but not everyone of you. 

1 1 For Jesus knew him who 
was to betray him; therefore 
he said, Not everyone of you 
is clean. 
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12 Wlien he had washed 
their feet, he put on his robes 
and sat down ; and he said to 
them, Do you know what I 
have done to you? 

13 You call me, our Teacher 
and our Lord; and what you 
say is well, for I am. 

14 If I then, your Lord and 
Teacher, have washed your 
feet, how much more should 
you wash one another’s feet? 

15 For I have given you this 
as an example, so that just as 
I have done to you, you 
should also do. 

16 Truly, truly, I say to you, 
There is no servant who is 
greater than his master ; and 
no apostle who is greater 
than he who sent him. 

17 If you know these things, 
blessed are you if you do 
them. 

18 I do not say this con- 
cerning all of you, for I know 
those whom I have chosen; 
but that the scripture might 
be fulfilled, He who eats 
bread with me has lifted up 
his heel against me. 

19 I tell you now before it 
happens, that when it hap- 
pens, you may believe that I 
am he. 

20 Truly, truly, I say to you, 
He who receives him whom I 
send, receives me; and he 
who receives me receives 
him who sent me.

21 IT Jesus said these things, 
and he was disturbed in 
spirit, and testified and said, 
Truly, truly, I say to you, one 
of you will betray me. 

22 The disciples then looked 
at each other, because they 
did not know concemmg 
whom he spoke. 

23 Now there was one of his 
disciples who was leaning on 
his bosom, the one whom 
Jesus loved. 

24 Simon Peter winked at 
him, to ask him of whom he 
spoke. 

25 So that disciple leaned 
himself on the breast of 
Jesus, and said to him, My 
Lord, who is he? 

26 Jesus answered and said, 
The one for whom I dip 
bread and give to him. So 
Jesus dipped the bread, and 
gave it to Judas, the son of 
Simon of Iscariot. 

27 And after the bread, 
Satan took possession of him. 
So Jesus said to him, What 
you are going to do, do it 
soon. 

28 But no man of those who 
were sittmg at the table un- 
derstood about what he said 
this to him. 

29 For some of them 
thought, because the purse 
was with Judas, that he 
ordered him to buy what 
was needed for the feast; 

Cf dif verses 22 - 24 - 25 - 26-27 
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or to give something to the 
poor. 

30 Judas then received the 
bread and went outside im- 
mediately; it was night when 
he went out. 

31 Jesus then said, Now 
the Son of man is glorified, 
and God is glorified by him. 

32 If God IS glorified by him, 
God will also glorify him by 
himself, and he wfil glorify 
hun at once. 

33 My sons, I am with you 
yet a little while, and you 
will want me. And just as I 
said to the Jews, Where I go, 
you cannot come; so now I 
tell you also. 

34 A new commandment I 
give you, that you love one 
another; just as I have loved 
you, that you also love one 
another. 

35 By this every man shall 
know that you are my dis- 
ciples, if you have love one 
to another. 

36 Simon Peter said to him, 
Our Lord, where are you 
going? Jesus answered and 
said to him, Where I go, you 
cannot follow me now, but 
you wiU follow later. 

37 Simon Peter said to him, 
My Lord, why can I not fol- 
low you now? I will even lay 
down my life for you. 

38 Jesus said to him, Will 
you lay down your life for

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me? Truly, truly, I say to 
you. The cock shall not crow, 
until you have denied me 
three times. 

CHAPTER 14

24 Hitherto you have asked 
nothing in my name; ask 
and you will receive, so that 
your joy may be full. 

25 I have spoken these 
thmgs in figures; but the 
time is coming, when I will 
not speak to you in figures, 
but will plainly esplam to you 
concerning the Father. 

26 In that day you will ask 
in my name; and I will not 
say to you, I wiU ask the Fa- 
ther concerning you. 

27 For the Father himself 
loves you, because you have 
loved me, and have believed 
that I came forth from the 
Father. 

28 I came forth from the 
Father, and I came into the 
world; again, I am leaving 
the world and I am going to 
the Father. 

29 His disciples said to him. 
Behold now you speakplainly, 
and do not utter a smgle 
figure. 

30 Now we understand that 
you know everything; and 
you need no man to ask you ; 
by this we believe that you 
have come forth from God.

CHAPTER 17 

J ESUS spoke these things, 
and then he hfted up his 
eyes to heaven and said, 0 
my Father, the hour has 
come; glorify your Son, so 
that your Son may glorify 
you. 

2 Just as you have given 
him power over all flesh, so 
that to all whom you have 
given him, he may give life 
eternal. 

3 And this is life eternal, 
that they might know you, 
that you are the only true 
God, even the one who sent 
Jesus Christ. 

4 I have already glorified 
you on the earth ; for the work 
which you had given to me to 
do, I have finished it.

9 What I request is for 
them; I make no request for 
the world, but for those whom 
you have given to me; be- 
cause they are yours. 

10 And everything which is 
mine, is yours; and what is 
yours is mine; and I am 
glorified by them. 

11 Hereafter I am not in the 
world, but these are in the 
world; and I am coming to 
you. 0 holy Father, protect 
them in your name, which 
you have given me, that they 
may be one, even as we are. 

12 While I was with them in 
the world, I protected them 
in your name; those you 
gave me I protected, and not 
one of them is lost, except 
the son of perdition, that the 
scripture might be fulfilled. 
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13 Now I am coming to you ; 
and these things I speak 
while I am in the world, that 
my joy may be complete in 
them. 

14 I have given them your 
word; and the world hated 
them, because they were not 
of the world, just as I am not 
of the world. 

15 What I request is not 
that you should take them 
out of the world, hut that you 
should protect them from 
evil. 

16 For they are not of the 
world, just as I am not of the 
world. 

17 O Father, sanctify them 
in your truth, because yoxxr 
word is truth. 

18 Just as you sent me into 
the world, so I have sent 
them into the world. 

19 And for their sakes, I am 
sanctifjdng myself, so that 
they also may be sanctified 
in the truth. 

20 1 am not making request 
for these alone, but also for 
the sake of those who beheve 
in me through their word. 

21 So that they all may be 
one; just as you, my Father, 
art with me, and I am with 
you, that they also may be 
one with us; so that the 
world may believe you sent 
me. 

22 And the glory which you , 
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gave me, I gave them ; so that 
they may be one just as we 
are one. 

23 1 with them and you with 
me, that they may become 
perfected in one; so that 
the world may know that you 
sent me, and that you loved 
them just as you loved me. 

24 O Father, I wish that 
those whom you have given 
me, may also be with me 
where I am ; so that they may 
see my glory which you have 
given me ; for you have loved 
me before the foundation of 
the world. 

25 O my righteous Father, 
the world did not know you, 
but I have known you ; and 
these have known that you 
have sent me. 

26 And I have made your 
name known to them, and I 
am still making it known; so 
that the love with which you 
loved me may be among 
them, and I be with them. 

CHAPTER 18 

J ESUS said these things 
and went out with his dis- 
ciples across the brook Kid- 
ron, to a place where there 
was a garden, where he and 
his disciples entered. 

2 Judas the traitor also 
knew that place; because 
Jesus and his disciples fre- 
quently gathered there.

8 Jesus said to them, I have 
told you that I am he ; if then 
you want me, let these men 
go away ; 

9 That the word which he 
said might be fulfilled, Of 
those whom you gave me, I 
have lost not even one. 

10 But Simon Peter had a 
sword, and he drew it and 
struck the high priest’s ser- 
vant, and cut off his right ear. 
The servant’s name was 
Malech. 

11 And Jesus said to Peter, 
Put the sword into its sheath ; 
shall I not drink the cup 
which my Father has given 
me?

Simon also stood with them 
and warmed himself. 

19 The high priest then 
questioned Jesus concern- 
ing his disciples and concern- 
ing his teaching. 
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20 Jesus said to him, I have 
spoken openly to the people, 
and I have always taught in 
the synagogue and in the 
temple, where all Jews as- 
semble; and I have spoken 
nothing secretly. 

21 Why do you ask me? ask 
those who heard what I have 
spoken to them ; behold, they 
Imow ever3riiing which I said. 

22 And as he said these 
things, one of the guards who 
stood by, struck Jesus on his 
cheek, and said to him. Is 
this how you answer the high 
priest? 

23 Jesus answered and said 
to hnn, If I have spoken any 
evil, testify to the evil; but 
if it is good, why did you 
strike me? 

24 Annas then sent Jesus 
bound to Caiaphas the high 
priest. 

25 Now Simon Peter was 
standing and wanning him- 
self. They said to him, WTiy, 
are you also one of his dis- 
sciples? He denied and 
said, I am not. 

26 Then one of the servants 
of the high priest, said to 
him, a kinsman of him whose 
ear Simon had cut off, Did I 
not see you with him in the 
garden? 

27 Simon again denied, and 
at that very hour the cock 
crew.

17 Jesus said to her. Do not 
come near me ; for I have not 
yet ascended to my Father; 
but go to my brethren and 
say to them, I am ascending 
to my Father and your Fa- 
ther, and my God and your 
God. 

18 Then Mary of Magdala 
came and brought glad tid- 
mgs to the disciples, that she 
had seen our Lord and that 
he had told her these things, 

19 11 When it was evening 
on that first day of the week, 
and the doors were shut 
where the disciples were 
staying for fear of the Jews, 
Jesus came, stood among 
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them, and said to them, Peace 
be with you. 

20 He said this, and then he 
showed them his hands and 
his side. The disciples re- 
joiced when they saw our 
Lord. 

21 Then Jesus said to them 
again, Peace be with you; 
just as my Father has sent 
me, so I send you. 

22 And when he had said 
these things, he gave them 
courage and said to them, 
Receive the Holy Spirit.

CHAPTER 21

Tiberias ; and he appeared in 
this way. 

2 They were aU together, 
Simon Peter, and Thomas 
who is called the Twin, and 
Nathanael of Cana of Galilee, 
and the sons of Zebedee, 
and two others of the dis- 
ciples. 

3 Simon Peter said to them, 
I am going to catch fish. 
They said to him, We also 
will come with you. So they 
went out and went up into 
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the boat; and that night they 
caught nothing. 

4 When morning came, 
Jesus stood by the sea side; 
and the disciples did not 
know that it was Jesus. 

5 So Jesus said to them. 
Boys, have you got an5rthmg 
to eat? They said to Mm, 
No. 

6 He said to them, Throw 
your net on the right side of 
the boat, and you will find. 
So they threw it, and they 
were not able to draw the 
net, because of the many 
fishes which it had caught. 

7 Then the disciple whom 
Jesus loved said to Peter, 
That is our Lord. When 
Simon heard that it was our 
Lord, he took his cloak and 
girded it around Ms waist, 
because he was naked; and 
he jumped into the sea to 
come to Jesus. 

8 But the other disciples 
came by boat; for they were 
not very far from land, but 
about a himdred yards, and 
they were dragging the net 
of fishes. 

9 When they landed, they 
saw burning coals set, and a 
fish laid on them, and bread. 

10 Jesus said to them, 
Bring some of the fish wMch 
you have now caught. 

11 So Simon Peter went up, 
and drew the net to land, full 
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of large fishes, one hundred 
and fifty three; and in spite 
of this weight, the net did not 
break. 

12 Jesus said to them. 
Come, break your fast. But 
not one of the disciples dared 
to ask him who he was, for 
they knew he was our Lord. 

13 Then Jesus drew near, 
and took bread and fish, and 
gave to them. 

14 This is the third time 
that Jesus appeared to his 
disciples, since he rose up 
from the dead. 

15 ^ When they had broken 
then: fast, Jesus said to Si- 
mon Peter, Simon, son of 
Jonah, do you love me more 
than these thmgs? He said 
to him, Yes, my Lord; you 
know that I love you. Jesus 
said to him, Feed my male 
lambs. 

16 He said to him again the 
second time, Simon, son of 
Jonah, do you love me? He 
said to him, Yes, my Lord; 
you know that I love you. 
Jesus said to him, Feed my 
sheep. 

17 He said to him again the 
third time, Simon, son of 
Jonah, do you love me? It 
grieved Peter because he 
said to him the third time. 
Do you love me? So he said 
to him, My Lord, you under- 
stand weU eveiything, you 
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know that I love you. Jesus 
said to him. Feed my female 
lambs. 

18 Truly, truly, I say to you, 
when you were young, you 
used to tie up your girdle 
yourself, and walk wherever 
you pleased; but when you 
become old, you will stretch 
out your hands, and another 
will tie up for you your girdle, 
and take you where you do 
not wish. 

19 He said this, to show by 
what death he would glorify 
God. And when he had said 
these things, he said to him, 
Follow me. 

20 Sunon Peter turned 
around and saw the disciple 
whom Jesus loved following 
him, the one who leaned 
himself on the breast of 
Jesus at the supper, and 
said, My Lord, who vnll be- 
tray you? 

21 When Peter saw him, he 
said to Jesus, My Lord, 
what about him? 

22 Jesus said to him, If I 
wish him to remain until I 
come, what difference does 
that make to you? You fol- 
low me. 

23 This word then went out 
among the brethren, that 
that disciple would not die. 
But what Jesus said was not 
that he would not die ; but, If 
I wish that he should remain 
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until I come back, what diflfer- 
ence does that make to you? 

24 This is the disciple who 
testified concerning all of 
these things, and who also 
wrote them; and we know 
that his testimony is true. 


25 There are also a great 
many other things which 
Jesus did, which, if they 
were wntten one by one, not 
even this world, I beheve, 
could contain the books 
which would be written. 
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
